PROPOSED AMENDMENTS IN GRAND LODGE LAWS. 

Notice of Motion to amend Grand Lodge Laws has been given in 
accordance with Rule 42 as follows: — 

1. By V.W. Bro. Thomas Ross, Past President of the Board of 

Benevolence : — 

Rule 41. — To amend the Rule by excising the words in 
third and fourth lines from bottom of Page 37, " who 
shall be entitled to exercise the votes of the Master 
and Wardens" also to excise the two paragraphs on 
Page 38 commencing at the eleventh line from top of 
page, "A representative shall," and endmg at 22nd line, 
" proprotionately reduced." 

2. By R. Wor. Bro. G. H. Powley, P.D.G.M.: — 

RULE 6. — That Rule 6 be excised and the following sub- 
stituted: — "The Office of Grand Lodge shall be fixed 
for a period of three years, and the meetings of the 
Boards of General Purposes and Benevolence be held for 
a like period of three years in each of the four Cities in 
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rotation — namely, Auckland, Wellington, Dunedin, and 
Christchurch. Provided nevertheless that it shall be 
lawful for an occasional meeting of either Board to be 
held in any part of the territory should the Grand 
Master or the President of the Board think fit to sum- 
mon the same." 

RULE 18.. — If the foregoing is carried, to amend Rule 18 by 
inserting after " Grand Superintendents" in second line, 
" President of the Board of General Purposes, President 
of the Board of Benevolence, Grand Treasurer, Grand 
Registrar." 

3. By Wor. Bro. William J. Gibbons, P.G. Deacon: — 

RULE 22. — To amend the Rule by excising the following 
words at the end of first paragraph: — " Each Grand 
Superintendent shall also every year, at the time of 
calling nominations for Grand Lodge Officers, invite 
each Lodge in his District to recommend a worthy 
Brother as Grand Superintendent for the following 
year, and shall forward all such recommendations to 
the Grand IVIaster." 

4. By the President of the Board of General Purposes: — 

RULE 1. — To amend the Rule by adding the following para- 
graph: — "The rank of Past Grand Superintendent shall 
be conferred upon any Brother who has held the office 
of Provincial or District Grand Master in New Zealand, 
under any recognised Constitution, upon such Brother 
becoming a member of Grand Lodge." 

RULE '). — To amend the Rule by inserting after " 45 the 
twelve Grand Stewards of the year" on page 22, the 
following words: — " 45a Past Provincial or District 
Grand Officers of any recognised Constitution." 

RULE 121a,— To follow Rules 120 and 121:— "Any Notice, 
Summons, or other document required to be served 
upon a Brother by virtue of these regulations may be 
served either personally or by sending the same 
through the post In a prepaid and registered letter ad- 
dressed to such Brother at his last known place of resi- 
dence In New Zealand." 

ALTERATION' OF CLAUSE 4S— HOOK OF CONSTITUTION- 

5. Recommended by the lioavd of General Purposes: — 

1. That Clause 4N of the Book of Constitution he repealed. 

2. That the following Ckinse be substituted therefor: — " Every 

application for a warrant to hold a new Lodge shall be 
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by petition to the Grand Master signed by at least 
seven Master Masons regularly registered under the 
Constitution of any recognised Grand Lodge. Each pe- 
titioner shall specify the Lodge to which he belongs or 
formerly belonged, and in the case of any petitioner who 
Is not A present subscribing member of a Lodge his 
clearance certificate from the last Lodge of which he 
was a member must accompany the petition. The peti- 
tion must be transmitted to the Grand Superintendent 
or other officer in charge of the district wherein It is 
proposed to establish the Lodge, and such officer shall 
forward the same with his report thereon to the Grand 
Secretary for the decision of the Grand Master. The 
petition should be recommended by the Master and 
Wardens of one of the two nearest Lodges, but if from 
any cause whatever such recommendation cannot be 
obtained the Grand Lodge may by ordinary resolution 
recommend the petition." 

ALTERATION OP CLAUSE 166— BOOK OP CONSTITUTION. 

6. RecommeDded by the Board of General Purposes: — 

1. THAT Clause 166 of the Book of Constitution be repealed. 

2. THAT the following Clause be substituted therefor:— " All 

moneys raised by Lodges by means of Circular General 
Appeals shall be paid into the Benevolent Fund or Into 
such Special Fund as may from time to time be named 
by the Board of Benevolence, and such moneys shall in 
the first place be applied in and towards the specified 
object for which the same respectively were received 
and when in the opinion of the Board the requirements 
of such objects have been satisfied the surplus moneys 
(If any) shall foVm part of the Benevolent Fund. All 
moneys raised by Lodges by means of Circular Local 
Appeals shall be paid to and distributed by the Lodge 
initiating the Appeal. For the purposes of this Clause 
' Local Appeal' means an appeal confined to Lodges 
situated within the district in which the Lodge initiating 
the appeal Is situated. All other appeals shall be 
deemed to be General Appeals." 

NOTICE OP MOTION. 

7. By R. Wor. Bro. .1. J. Dougall, Past G. Supt.: — 

1. THAT the title "Grand Superintendent of Districts" be abol- 
ished and the title " District Grand Master" be substi- 
tuted therefor. 
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2. THAT the appointment powers and duties of District Grand 

Masters be the same as is prescribed in the Book of Con- 
stitution for Grand Superintendents of Districts. 

3. THAT the fourth paragraph of Clause 199 of the Boolv of 

Constitution be amended by deleting the word " is" in 
the third line thereof and inserting the words " and Dis- 
trict Grand Masters are" after the words "The Deputy 
Grand IVlaster." 

8. Proposed Additions to the Constitution and Laws of Grand Lodge, 
by Wor. Bro. J. W. Warren, P.G.D.: — 

Insert after page 99: — 

DISTRICT BOARDS. 

CONSTITUTIOX.— In each Grand Superintendent's District there shall 
be constituted a District Board consisting of all registered Past 
Masters belonging to Lodges in the District, and of all Masters 
and Wardens of Lod-o-es in the District. The Grand Superin- 
tendent shall be the Chairman of the Board, and he may appoint 
a D-'strict Secretary. In the ab^^ence of the Chairman from any 
meeting, the Brother holding highe-t Grand Lodge rank shall act 
as Chairman or appc-'nt a Brother to preside. 

OBJECT. — The primary object of a District Board is to consider the 
cla-ms of, and to select brethren for nomination lo the various 
Grand Offices allocatfd to its particular District, and generally 
to discuss matters effecting the welfare of the District. All 
resolutions must be communicated to the Bo-ard of General 
Purposes only through the medium ct the Grand Supernterdent. 
who shall also give effect to any recommendations his Board 
may make, providing they are not inconsistent with the Con- 
stitution and Laws of Grand Lodge. 

No District Board shall have power to heai or adjudicate 
upon any subject of Masonic complaint or irregularity respect- 
ing Lodges or individual Masons, but it may recommend to the 
Board of General Purposes whatever it may deem necessary or 
advantageous to the interests of Lodges, or the better regulation 
of the District. 

MEETINGS. — District Boards shall meet regularly once a year as soon 
as may be convenient after the allocation of the Grand Lodge 
Offices, and as far as possible, alternately in the cnief centres of 
their respective Districts — the Grand Superintendent to decide 
when and where the Annual Meeting shall be held. He may 
also convene the Board at any time wlten in his opinion it may 
be necessary. 
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NOTICE OP MEETINGS. — Upon receipt of a notice from the Grand 
Superintendent calling the Board together, the Master of each 
Lodge shall immediately cause all members ot the Board be- 
longing to his Lodge to be notified of the date, time and place of 
meeting. Members to receive not less than fourteen days' 
notice of an Annual Meeting, and not less than seven days' 
notice of intermediate Meetings. 

QUORUM. — At the Annual Meeting in Districts containing over 
twenty Lodges, fifteen members shall constitute a quorum; in 
Districts containing ten and under twenty-one Lodges, nine 
members shall form a quorum; and in districts under ten 
Lodges, seven members to form a quorum. All questions shall 
be decided by a majority of votes — the presiding officer, in case 
of equality, having a second vote. 

MINUTES. — ^All proceedings of a District Board shall be entered in a 
Minute Book which shall be in the custody of the Grand Su- 
perintendent, and shall be deemed the property of the Grand 
Lodge. Minutes of all Meetings shall be read and confirmed, 
and signed by the Presiding OfiBcer prior to the rising of the 
Board. 

BE the foregoing additions to the Laws are carried, the following 
amendment will be moved by Brother Warren: — 

RULE 14, p. 25.— To delete the word " Lodge" in the seventh 
line, and substitute the words " District Boards." 

9. By Wor. Bro. Geo. J. Anderson, P.M.: — 

RULE 6.— That Rule 6 of the Constitution 'be altered to 
read: — "The Office of Grand Lodge shall be perma- 
nently located in the City of Wellington, after the 1st 
May, 1910, and the meetings of the Boards of General 
Purposes and Benevolence shall be held in that City 
after that date. The members of those Boards who 
reside beyond a radius of 20 miles from the City of 
Wellington shall thereafter be paid a sum equal to their 
travelling fares by the nearest route to that City for the 
meetings of the Boards in the months of January, April, 
July, and October in each year, or such other meetings 
of the Boards held in the City of Wellington as the 
Grand Master may direct; Providing, etc. (the same 
wording as at present to the end of the rule). 

If the foregoing afteration is carried: — "That it be an in- 
struction to the Board of General Purposes to select 
and purchase a suitable freehold site in the City of 
Wellington, with or without buildings erected thereon, 
for the use of Grand Lodge." 
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ORDINARY NOTICES OP MOTION. 

By Wor. Bro. J. W. Warren, P.G.D.: — 

"That the Board of General Purposes direct that a new 
Master Mason's Grand Lodge Certificate be designed by 
experienced! draughtsmen in conformity with the dis- 
tinguishing characteristics of Masonic symbolism in 
general, and of the Dominion of New Zealand in par- 
ticular, and that copper plate engravings of the same 
executed by expert artists on the best quality vellum be 
procured at Home or Abroadi, for future issue to newly 
raised Brethren." 

By Wor. Bro. G. G. Schwartz, W.M. of Lodge Ulster No. 62: —

STATEMENT OF FINANCES AND BALANCE SHEET. 

V.W. Bro. HOBBS, Grand Treasurer, presented his annual state- 
ment as follows: — 
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V.W. Bro. HOBBS, Grand Treasui-er, in moving the adoption of 
the Balance Sheet, said it would be a matter of intent.© congratulation 
to all members of Grand Lodge to see with what splendid regularity 
its funds were growing. If they looked at what mignt be called the 
" ladder of progress" in the report of the Board of General Purposes, 
tiey would agree that Grand Lodge's record of financial work had 
been a magnificent one. With the exception of £1000 the whole of 
the funds of Grand Lodge were invested in Government bonds. Until 
last year it had been the custom to lodge these bonds with the bank in 
the centre where the Grand Lodge office was situated, and that bank 
had collected the interest upon them. For these services the bank 
had charged a fairly heavy fee. The system also Involved risk of 
shipwreck during transmission from one centre to another when 
Grand Lodge office was moved. It had, therefore, been decided to 
deposit the bonds permanently with the Public Trustee In Wellington, 
who would, as the interest accrued, pay it into a special account In 
the National Bank, and when it accumulated to a sufficient amount 
would, by instruction of the Board, Invest It in further Government 
bonds. The Public Trustee's charge for these services would be ten 
guineas a year, while Grand Lodge would have the best security in the 
world for its bonds. 

The Balance Sheet was adopted.

R.W. Bro. H--VRDY, President of the Board of General Purposes, 
said it was now his pleasing duty to propose the election as Grand 
Master, for a third term of oifice, of His Excellency the Governor, M.W. 
Bro. the Righ Honourable William Lee, Baron Plunket. M.W. Lord 
Plunket was ,i worthy representative of the Patron of the Grand Lodge 
of New Zealmd, His M:ijesty the King, and had admirably performed 
h.'s Masonic duties throughout the length and breadth of the territory, 
showing a splendid devotion to the interests of the Craft. As Presi- 
dent of the Board he (R.W. Bro. Hardy) had occasionally had difficult 
and delicate questions to deal with, and be feared that if it had not 
been for the advice and guidance of the Grand Master, these questions 
would not have been so successfully grappled with. That the diffi- 
culties had l)een surmounted was largely due to the Idndly interest 
shown by His Excellency in the welfare of the Craft. Hp had there- 
fore much pleasure in proposing the election of M.W. Bro. L^irl Plunket 
as Grand Master for the ensuing twelve months. 

The questio:! was put to Grand Lodge by the Pro-Grand Master, 
and carried with enthusiasm. 

The M.W. GRAND MASTER: This is not the moment, seeing that 
a number of important business questions are coming before us, for 
me to make anything in the nature of a speech, but I thank you most 
sincerely for what to me is a very great honour. I believe I am 
conscious as any Brother present of my own shortcomings.

There ace serious 
difficulties in having the Governor of the Dominion as Grand Master, 
but it Is for the Craft to decide, and you have decided very emphatic- 
ally, .iudging from the large number of Lodges which nominated me 
for re-election. At any rate, for this year there is no question about 
it. I thank you most sincerely, and I can only say that I will do my 
Ijest to be worthy of the honour.

CIRCULAR APPEALS. 

Bro. R. McTAVISH: — This unfortunate Brother died on 1st Sep- 
tember, 1907, in Pahiatua Hospital. His widow is now settled in 
Eltham, Taraniaki, where she has started a small business, and is re- 
ported to be succeeding fairly well; the balance of the fund raised by 
the Lodges, amounting to £139 13s. 8d., has been handed over to 
Lodge St. John, No. 95, and Mrs. McTavish is being paid 6 per cent. 
Interest upon it pending the permanent investment of the capital. 

MRS. CONWAY-JONBS:— The total amount of this fund (£170 
2s.) has been invested by Grand Lodge at the request of Mrs. Jones, 
and the accruing interest is being added to the capital. Mrs. Jones 
is in regular employment at present in a situation where she is able 
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to have her children with her, consequently she prefers that the 
money should remain in the hands of Grand Lodge as a provision 
against future requirements of herself or her children. 

NEW APPEALS SANCTIONED AND ISSUED. 

The following appeals by circular were sanctioned by the Grand 
Master during the past year upon the recommendation of the 
Board: — 

1. From Lodge Ashley, No. 28, Ranglora, on behalf of Mrs. 

Hannah Pyle. 

This appeal produced £165 18s., of which £162 2s. has been ex- 
pended in acquiring a cottage at Ranglora, and in improving the house 
and adding to the furniture. Mrs. Pyle now occupies the house, and 
is maintaining herself and family by taking boarders. 

2. From Lodge Southern Cross. No. 9, on behalf of Mrs. Homer. 
This appeal has produced £127 to date, and is being expended in 

payment of the rent of a cottage in Dunedin occupied by Mrs. Homer 
and the younger members of her family. 

3. From Lodge Advance, No. 61, Brunnerton, on behalf of Mrs. 

Falconer. 

This appeal has produced £155 up to the present, and it is pro- 
posed to expend the money in providing a cottage for the widow at 
Blackball, where she is postmistress. 

4. From Lodge Masterton, No. 19, Masterton, on behalf of Bro. 

John Kite Blinkhorne. 

Up to the present date £170 has been received from the Lodges, 
and the total will probably reach £180. It is proposed to expend the 
money in setting up Brother Blinkhorne in some light business. 

5. Prom Lodge Star of the North, No. 102, Whangarei, on behalf 

of Mrs. Cowdell. 

The sum of £110 has already been received, and the fund is ex- 
pected to reach £125, which will be expended in paying for the good- 
will and stock of the photographic business at Whangarei, and any 
balance will be utilised in improving the cottage occupied by Mrs. 
Cowdell.

.CONTROL AND ADMINISTRATION OF APPEAL FUNDS. 

Upon the suggestion of . this Board a Conference took place in 
November last with the Board of General Purposes upon the question 
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of which of the two bodies should supervise and be responsible for the 
administration of the Appeal Funds contributed by Lodges in response 
to Circulars issued under sanction from Grand Lodge. 

As the result of the Conference it was decided to ask the Grand 
Registrar to prepare an amendment of the Laws of Grand Lodge, 
which will make it clear that the Board of Benevolence shall in future 
control and administer Appeal Funds. 

PROPOSED TRANSFER FROM FUND OF BENEVOLENCE TO THE 
W. & O. AND A.M. FUND. 

The Board deems it a matter of duty to point out that if Grand 
Lodge entertains any idea of ultimately dispensing with or restricting 
Circular Appeals and providing from Grand Lodge funds for many of 
the cases now dealt with by appeal to the Lodges, it will be necessary 
to conserve and build up the Fund of Benevolence for some years 
longer. The Board also suggests that if the limit under Rules 162 
and 163 were extended by Grand Lodge, it would be possible at the 
present time to provide from the Fund of Benevolence for many cases, 
which, owing to these restrictions, are now necessarily placed before 
the Lodges by Circular Appeal. 

The Board is of opinion, however, that it would be a mistake to do 
away altogether with the Circular Appeal system, as the Lodges ap- 
pear to derive special gratification from this ideal method of exempli- 
fying charity.

In the absence of the President of the Board, V.W. Bro. G. W. 
Hulme (who was detained on the voyage from South by stretis of 
weather) the adoption of the report was moved by V.^\ . Bro. F. W. 
Hobbs, Grand Treasurer, who said that he did so with mixed feelings 
of regret and gratification; regret for the necessity of giving relief, 
and gratification that the funds of Grand Lodge enabled the Board 
of Benevolence to meet all deserving cases of distress up to the 
limit allowed by Grand Lodge Laws. 

They were aware that where the assistance required was beyond 
those limits the Circular .\ppeal System was resorted to. 

Hitherto the funds accumulated by means of Circular Appeals 
had been administered by the Board of General Purposes, but it 
was considered that the Board . of Benevolence was the proper body 
to have charge of these funds and later on the Grand Registrar 
would bring forward an amendment of Constitution to make that 
intention clear. The question of the proposed transfer of £1000 
from the Fund of Benevolence to the Widows' and Orphans' and 
Aged Masons' Fund, as directed by the last Annual Communication 
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"would come up more directly under the report of the Board of 
■General Purposes, he desired now to state the reasons of the Board 
-of Benevolence for objecting to the transfer. The Board thought 
that the time had arrived when the financial position of Grand Lodge 
would allow of more liberal responses to appeals than had been 
the practice in the past. When Grand Lodge was formed every- 
body realised the necessity for building up a. sound finance. For 
that reason the Boards had had to be very careful over their ex- 
penditure, and had not been able to give as liberally as they would 
Tiave liked in answer to many appeals. It was now possible to 
relax that policy a little, and on behalf of the outgoing Board he 
recommended this course to the new Auckland Board. The ordinary 
increase of the Fund of Benevolence for the last three or four years 
had averaged £350 a year. That gave scope for very considerable 
increases in the grants when they were needed. It did not appear 
to be fully understood that when Masonic funds were applied say to 
tEe purchase of a property or business on behalf of a widow or 
orphans, the revision of isuch properties was secured to Grand Lodge. 
This was the Constitutional Law under Rule 166. Personally he 
thought it was a most necessary provision, as a widow was not 
"always possessed of business qualities, and if the matter were left 
in her own hands she might, for that reason, lose the benefit which 
the Craft was anxious that she should enjoy. 

R.W. Bro. FLETCHER, Grand Superintendent, seconded the motion, 
and expressed his pleasure at hearing the Grand Treasurer advocate 
the increase of liberality on the part of Grand Lodge in the matter 
of appeals. He also thought the time had arrived when the Board 
of Management of the Widows' and Orphans' Fund should consider 
the question of increasing the allowances to annuitants. 

R.W. Bro. CONOLLY, P.G., Superintendent, thought that when a 
property was mortgaged, the equity of redemption should remain the 
property of the widow and children in all cases. Grand Lodge 
"was only entitled to receive back the money it had advanced. 

The report of the Board was adopted.

The full amount of interest earned by the invested Capital of the 
Fund during the financial year ending March 31st, 1908, was £295 10s, 
and the amount paid in Annuities during the same period was £233 5s. 

The new year starts with a capital sum of about £9000, which 
will probably be increased to £10,000 before Grand Lodge meets, so 
that the earning power of the Fund for the current year will be about 
£400 per annum, and the present liability for Annuities is £290 per 
annum, leaving a very fair margin of £110 per annum for the creation 
of new Annuities. 

Special Effort for the Augmentation of the Fund. 

A Supplementary Report will be prepared by the Grand Secretary 
for submission to Grand Lodge, showing the amount contributed by 
each Lodge and each District. 

As the fund was kept open till 31st March, many of the Returns 
of Contributions are not yet in, consequently it is not possible at 
present to prepare a complete table. 

Sufiicient is, however already known of the probable amount still 
to be received, to justify the Board in heartily congratulating the 
M. Wor. Grand Master on the splendid result of hib Appeal to the 
Craft. 

The Lodges throughout the territory have responded most gen- 
erously, and the Board, on behalf of Grand Lodge, gratefully acknow- 
ledges all contributions to this favourite and highly serviceable Fund, 
the potency of which has been materially Increased by the liberality 
of our Brethren.

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3. — Custody of Securities. 

With the object of attaining the greatest possible security with a 
minimum of expense the Board has arranged with The Public Trustee 
in Wellington for the safe custody of the Debentures in which the 
funds of Grand Lodge are invested. 

The Public Trustee will collect the interest as it accrues and will 
pay it into a Special Account which the Grand Secretary will open 
with the National Bank of New Zealand (Ltd.) in Wellington. 

4. — Election of the iVIost Wor'shipful the Grand IVIaster. 

His Excellency Lord Plunket having consented to accept office 
for a third term, has been nominated by over one hundred Lodges, 
thus showing the high value placed upon his services to the Craft 
during the past two years, and the general desire that we should still 
be honoured by having the representative of His Majesty in New Zea- 
land occupying the Grand Master's chair. 

5. — Election of Pro. Grand Master. 

The only Brother nominated for this office is Right Worshipful 
Brother Oliver Nicholson, who has filled the office of Grand Superin- 
tendent of Auckland District with great ability for four years, and 
who will have the hearty support of all parts of the Dominion in the 
higher station to which he has been^ called. 

6. — Election of Grand Lodge Officers. 

SCHEME OP DISTRIBUTION OF ELECTIVE OFFICES IN GRAND 
LODGE FOR 1908-9. 

The scheme has been circulated amongst the Lodges and a copy 
sent to each Brother nominated for office. No objection has been 
lodged or ballot claimed, and the scheme is now submitted for con- 
firmation by Grand Lodge. 

7. — Necrology. 

During the past year we have been called upon to mourn the loss 
to Freemasonrjf of several Brethren who have been intimately asso- 
ciated with the Grand Lodge of New Zealand ever since its establish- 
ment in 1890, and we desire to record upon these pages our grateful 
recollection of their services and our grief at their removal from our 
midst. 

W. Bro. JAMES MACKAY, Past G. Supt. of Works: — 

This well known and highly respected Brother died on 21.st Sep- 
tember, 1907, at the early age of 50, while serving his second term as 
W.M. of Lodge Brooklyn No. 132, of which he was a founder and first 
Master. Bro. Mackay was also a founder of Lodge Hinemoa No. 122 
and first Master. 
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R.W. Bro. T. B. WHYTEHEAD, Past Grand Warden (Honoris Causa) 

of the Grand Lodge of New Zealand, and Past Grand Sword Bearer 

of the Grand Lodge of England. 

This worthy and distinguished Brother was first admitted into 
Freemasonry in Auckland, in the year 1872, but had for many years 
resided in York, England. He was a strenuous advocate for and firm 
friend of our Grand Lodge when we had very few friends indeed in 
the Grand Lodge of England. 

Bro. Whytehead was a prolific writer and a generally recognised 
authority upon Masonic subjects, and his fearless advocacy of our 
case no doubt contributed materially to our obtaining recognition from 
England. Bro. Whytehead continued to manifest an active and kindly 
interest in our affairs, and frequently donated books, etc., to our library. 

He died at York in September, 1907. Aged 67. 

R. Wor. Bro. JOSEPH ANNING KIRBY, Past Deputy Grand Master. 

Although it had been known for some time that Bro. J. A. Kirby, 
of Dunedin, was in bad health, the news of his death on 27th October 
last came as a great shock to his many friends. He had been very 
actively engaged in the administration of the Masonic affairs of the 
Otago District for the past fifteen or twenty years, and was universally 
respected. He filled the office of Grand Superintendent in 1894 and 
1895, and was' appointed Deputy Grand Master by our late M.W. Bro. 
R. J. Seddon in 1899. 

M.W. Bro. .1. C. REMINGTON, Past G.M. of New South Wales. 

Although this Brother neither occupied office under the Grand 
Lodge of New Zealand, nor held any honorary rank from us, the fitness 
of our mentioning his name in these columns and mingling our tears 
with those of our Sister Grand Lodge of New South Wales will be 
generally recognised. Brother Remington's death is a loss to Aus- 
tralasian Freemasonry, and none will more sincerely mourn for him 
than his New Zealand Brethren. 

The distressing circumstances attending his death give additional 
poignancy to our grief, and incline all hearts to deeper sympathy 
with his mourning relatives. 

CONFERENCE OF AUSTRALASIAN GRAND LODGES. 

8. — Business Remitted to the Bocrd by Grand Lodge. 

This project has not made as much progress as could be wished, 
but as the whole of the Grand Lodges are animated by a sincere 
desire for closer relations, and entertain the most friendly and fraternal 
feelings towards each other, the time is probably not very far 
distant when an organised assembly of representatives of the govern- 
ing bodies of Freemasons of Australia will be possible, and the dis- 
cussion of subjects of mutual interest and advantage will come within 
the region of practical politics. 
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At present there exist certain disturbing conditions which are an 
effectual bar to the free discussion of many important questions, and 
even the most ardent advocate for the conference must admit the 
necessity for allowing time to adjust these points of divergence, before 
it will be possible to meet with open minds. 

In J.uly, 1907, the Grand Master expressed a wish that Grand 
Lodge should be represented at the Installation of Sir Harry Rawson 
as Grand Master of New South Wales and Lord Chelmsford as 
Grand Master of Queensland, to both of which invitations had been 
received; M.W. Bro. Binns, Pro-Grand Master, wa-s induced to go to 
ttese functions and was most hospitably entertained. 

Dqring his stay in Sydney a suggestion was made for a meeting 
of representatives of the Grand Lodges of Australasia at Hobart in 
February, 1908, at which an informal discussion could take place 
as a preliminary to holding the proposed conference at a later 
date. 

The suggestion was favourably received, and M.W. Bro. Binns 
returned to us fully convinced of the feasibility of gradually accom- 
plishing the object in view through the medium of this preparatory 
gathering at Hobart. 

During the past six months, however, it has become quite clear 
that the divergent views held by the Grand Lodges regarding the Grand 
Lodge of Queensland, taken in conjunction with the attitude of the 
Grand Lodge of England upon that question, have raised a barrier of 
such a substantial nature as to have rendered futile any attempt at 
united action or general agreement at present. 

As, however, the Board recognised the importance of cultivating 
closer intimacy with our Masonic neighbours in Australia, and is 
convinced that the difficulties at present standing in the way are 
merely passing clouds which will soon be dispelled, it was resolved 
to send a representative to the Annual Communication of Tasmania 
at Hobart on 28th February. 

M.W. Bro. Herbert J. Williams, Past G.M., was requested to 
represent us, and it is needless to say that he did so with ability 
and success. 

The Grand Master of Tasmania, M.W. Bro. The Hon. C. B. Davles, 
and the Brethren of Tasmania entertained their visitors with the most 
lavish and unstinted hospitality, and the gathering undoubtedly 
strengthened the ties of affection between the Freemasons of Australia, 
and will draw us closer together in fraternal unity, thus paving the 
way for a complete understanding in the future. 

9. — Negotiations with the Grand Lodge of Scotland. 
Shortly after last Annual Communication the Board appointed a 
Committee to go into the report of the negotiations of R.W. Bro. The 
Hon. Geo. Fowlds with The Grand Lodge of Scotland, and more par- 
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ticularly to give careful consideration to the Amended Articles of 
Agreement submitted by the Grand Lodge of Scotland as the terms 
of recognition. This Committee has held several meetings, and has 
been reluctantly compelled to report to the Board that the pro- 
posed Articles require further amendment before Grand Lodge could 
be advised to accept them. 

It has therefore been decided to resume correspondence with the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland with the view of getting an adjustment of 
the remaining points of difference. 

There are indications of a disposition on the part of Scotland to 
regard the matter from a broader point of view, and we hope that 
next report to Grand Lodge will announce a settlement of this long 
standing dispute 

10. — Revivi?! of Dormant English Lodges in Auckland. 

In pursuance of the course suggested by the Board last year 
(and approved by Grand Lodge) for a settlement of the trouble in 
Auckland connected with the revival by the District Grand Lodge, 
E.G. of Lodges Te Awamutu and Franklin, correspondence with the 
District Grand Lodge has resulted in our accepting from them a list 
of Lodges in that District under the Grand Lodge of England which 
includes Lodges Te Awamutu and Franklin, and we have received 
an assurance from the District Grand Lodge that there are no other 
Lodges in Auckland now dormant which formerly worked under 
Charters from the Grand Lodge of England and which are capable 
of being revived. 

This is an end of the trouble so far as Auckland District is con- 
cerned, and there should be now no difficulty in getting a similar 
assurance from the Grand Lodge of England as regards the rest of 
the territory. 

11. — Englisli Lodges seeking to come under the Territorial 
Grand Lodge. 

It will be remembered that last year we reported that contrary 
to expectation and apparently against all reason the Grand Lodge of 
England had refused to allow Phoenix Lodge (Westport) to take a 
deciding vote on the question of transfer of allegiance. 

Hopes were then expressed by us that proper representations and 
fuller explanation of the position would induce the English authorities 
to view in a fairer light the general principle at the root of the matter, 
and that other applications of a similar nature would be treated more 
in accordance with the spirit of the agreement under which England 
recognised our territorial rights in 1898, and which agreement it was 
confidently anticipated would " form the basis of enduring and hon- 
ourable relations between the two Grand Sovereign Lodges." 
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Our attitude towards the Grand Lodge of England and tlie Lodges 
in our territory which are still working under Charters from that 
Grand Lodge continues unchanged. So long as those Lodges prefer 
to remain under England, we respect their wish and make no en- 
deavour to shake their allegiance; but we are firmly convinced that 
the gndual absorption of all Lodges into the territorial Grand 
Lodge is only a question of time. 

\^'e know that the Grand Lodge of England exists only to pro- 
mote " the good of the Craft " and seeks no other end, we are there- 
fore grieved to find it standing in the way of progress, and creating 
dilficulties in the bringing about of that unity which is necessary 
to enable Freemasonry in this Dominon of the Empire to completely 
fulfil its highest destiny, and accomplish its best work. 

AH we ask is that English Lodges working in New Zealand shall 
be allowed to decide for themselves whether they will remain under 
England or transfer to New Zealand, and we are quite content that a 
two-thirds majority shall be necessary to effect the transfer. 

This is the spirit and intention of our agreement with England, 
and we cannot believe that the parent Grand Lodge will deliberately 
depart from it. 

Since our last report, however, an application from Canterbury 
Lodge No. 1018. E.C., for permission to take a deciding vote has met 
with a refusal, and we regret to say that, judging by their utterances, 
some of the authorities in England appear to be imbued with the 
idea that Ihose who are favourable to transferring the Lodge are 
" influenced by mercenary and unworthy motives," in fact that a 
desire to obtain possession of the property is the main object in 
view. 

It should be quite unnecessary to scout such an idea, but as 
it has been given expression to on more than one occasion we deem 
it our duty to protest against such an imputation as absurd and utterly 
groundlsss. That the suggestion should be seriously entertained by 
the advisers of the Grand Lodge of England only proves how little 
they realise the true position of Miisonic affairs in New Zealand. 

Resolutions in favour of obtaining statutory permission to decide 
the question of transfer have also been passed by other English Lodges 
in Canterbury District, with what result we know not, but surely our 
Brethren in London will soon be convinced that they cannot much 
longer stem the tide of progi-ess, and that the inevitable must he 
accepted. 

The M.AV. the Grand Master is in correspondence with our Repre- 
sentative near the Grand Lodge of England, R. Wor. Bro. the Earl of 
Onslow, on this subject of transfer of Lodges, and we have strong 
hopes that freedom of action will be granted to English Lodges in 
the near future, for our faith in England's justice is still unshaken. 
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12. — Sale of Aprons. 

The Board ha-ving carefully considered the proposal that Grand 
Lodge should supply all Aprons to Lodges at a fixed price, and devote 
the profit to the Widows' Orphans' and Aged Masons' Fund, cannot 
recommend Grand Lodge to adopt the idea. 

13. — Proposed Transfer of Funds to W. AND O. and A. M. FUND. 

The Board Is of opinion that it is not advisable to make the 
proposed transfer for the following reasons: — 

(a) That calls upon the Annuity Fund are being fairly well met 
at present, from the interest earned by the accrued capital of the W. 
and O. and A.M. Fund, and which will be largely augmented this 
year as the result of the Grand Master's Special Appeal. 

(b) It is understood to be the policy of Grand Lodge to build 
up the Benevolent Fund to such an amount, that it may be possible to 
provide out of it for many cases such as are now the subject of Cir- 
cular Appeal. 

(c) It is only prudent finance to keep a fair balance in General 
Account as a Reserve Fund available to meet any contingency that 
may arise. 

The Board recommends as an alternative proposal that Grand 
Lodge do give instructions to the Board of Management of The 
Widows' and Orphans' and Aged Masons' Fund to regard and treat the 
interest earned by the Fund of Benevolence and the General Fund 
as the basis for creating additional Annuities should that ever be found 
necessary. In the meantime we recommend that the interest earned 
by the General Fund and the Fund of Benevolence be transferred half- 
yearly to the W. and O. and A.M. Fund. 

14. — Review of Proceedings of otiier Grand Lodges. 

It is the general practice of Grand Lodges in America and Canada, 
and some of those in Australia, to publish with their Annual Report 
a review of the Proceedings of other Grand Lodges. 

These reviews are not only very interesting reading, but they prac- 
tically constitute a Court of Appeal, and a tribunal before which the 
sayings and doings of each governing body of the Cratt ?.re arrayed 
and commented upon. 

The expediency of our adopting this practice has been frequently 
urged upon Grand Lodge, and the Board having given the matter care- 
ful consideration, recommends that their successors be authorised to 
initiate the system if suitable arn^ngements can be made. 

15. — Publication of Additional Information in the Annual Report. 

A suggestion was made some little time ago by M.W. Bro. Alfred 
H. Burton, Past G.M., that a complete list of the names and members 
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of Lodges should be printed in the Annual Report of Grand Lodge, 
but after going into the question it appears to the Board that the 
additional cost for printing and postage, etc., would not be justified. 

16. — General Index of Members. 

New Registers having become necessary a set of five has been 
obtained, and the work of transcribing the names from the old to the 
new books will probably call for extra clerical assistance in Auck- 
land. This would be a favourable opportunity for the compiling 
of a general index if the Grand Secretary thinks it desirable. 

17. — Grand Representatives. 

The following changes have been effected during the past year: — 

THE UNITED GRAND LODGE OP NEW SOUTH WALES: 

Our Grand Representative, R. Wor. Bro. H. S. Thompson 
died on 2nd March, 1907. and on the recommendation of the 
Grand Master of New South Wales, our Grand Master has 
issued a Commission appointing Wor. Bro. William M. 
Simpson. 

GRAND LODGE OP HAMBURG: 

R. Wor. Bro. N. J. M. Rein, of Invercargill has been ap- 
pointed Grand Representative of The Grand Lodge of Hamburg 
in this territory, in succession to our late Bro. K. A. 
Gerstenkorn. 

GRAND LODGE OF MINNESOTA: 

Wor. Bro. Alexander J. McKnight, of Jasper, has been av 
pointed our Grand Representative near the Grand Lodge of 
Minnesota, in succession to Wor. Bro. Edwin P. Barrett. 

GRAND LODGE OP TASMANIA: 

R. Wor. Bro. M. E. Robinson having retired from the 
position of Grand Representative of this Grand Lodge near the 
Grand Lodge of Tasmania, a Commission has been issued by 
our Grand Master appointing V. Wor. Bro. G. H. Hogg. 

GRAND LODGE OP VERMONT: 

R. Wor. Bro. H. L. Michel has been appointed Grand 
Representative of the Grand Lodge of Vermont in this territory 
in succession to Wor. Bro. Geo. Edgcombe, retired. 

GRAND LODGE OF ALBERTA (Canada) : 

V. Wor. Bro. Geo. W. Hulme has been appointed Grand 
Representative of the Grand Lodge of Alberta in this territory. 
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GRAND LODGE OF NOVA SCOTIA: 

R. Wor. Bro. J. R. Bennett has been Commissioned by our 
Grand Master to represent this Grand Lodge near that of 
Nova Scotia. 

GRAND LODGE OP WESTERN AUSTRALIA: 

In consequence of the death of M.W. Bro. Michael Sam- 
son, our Grand Representative near the Grand Lodge of Western 
Australia, it became necessary to make a new appointment, 
and on the recommendation of M.W. Bro. the Grand Master 
of that jurisdiction our Grand Master has commissioned Wor. 
Bro. Arthur Clement Giles to represent us. 

GRAND LODGE OP COLORADO: 

The M.W. Grand Master of Colorado, U.S.A., has sub- 
mitted the name of Wor. Bro. Charles C. Bromley, of Boulder, 
Colorado, as Grand Representative of this Grand Lodge, and 
a Commission in his favour will be issued. 

18. — New Lodges. 

The following new Lodges were opened during the past twelve 
months, and ars now working under Grand Lodge: — 

LODGE WAIHENGA, No. 150, Martinborough, Wellington: 

The Charter for this Lodge was granted by His Excellency 
the Grand Master before last communication of Grand Lodge, 
and the fact was reported in our last report, but the opening 
did not take place till October to enable the promoters to erect 
their Lodge Room, the completion of which was delayed by 
wet weather. 

The Ceremony of Constituting and Dedicating the Lodge 
was performed by the Grand Superintendent of the District, 
R. Wor. Bro. R. Pletcher, in the presence of the M.W. Grand 
Master, and assisted by M.W. Bro. H. J. Williams, Past G.M., 
and other Grand Officers. There were 130 Brethren present 
and the new Lodge started under most encouraging circum- 
stances; 25 Charter Members. 

LODGE WAIKAKA, No. 151, Waikaka, Southland: 

The Petition for this Lodge was signed by 14 Brethren, 
who were completely cut off from existing Lodges by distance 
and bad roads. The need for a Lodge has been amply proved 
by the fact of 15 Candidates having been in'tiated within a 
few months after its constitution. 

The Lodge was opened in .Tune by R.W. Bro. Maurice 
Thompson, acting under Commission from the M.W. Gnvnd 
Master, and he was assisted by R. Wor. Bro. Wm. Smith,

P::st D.G.M., R. V, or. Bro. G. T. Smyth, Past G. Supt., V. Wor. 
Bro. Rev. J. M. Simpson, Past G. Chaplain, Wor. Bro. P. S. 
Brodie, Senior Grand Deacon, Wor. Bro. T. M. Rankin, P.G. 
Director of Ceremonies, and Wor. Bro. J. J. Hisliens, P.G. 
Sword Bearer. 

The new Lodge was fortunate in securing Wpr. Bro. 
J. C. Ray, an experienced P.M., as its first Master, and every 
care is being exercised in regard to the class of members ad- 
mitted. 

KAWATIRI-WBSTPORT, No. 152, Westport, West Coast District. 

Following upon the ineffectual attempt to transfer the 
Phoenix Lodge, No. 1690, E.C., a Petition was received in 
April, 1907, from 85 Brethren residing in Westport, the great 
majority of whom were members of Phoenix Lodge (including 
the W.M. and S.W. and seven P.Ms.), w'lo had decided to 
withdraw from the English Constitution, abandoning their In- 
terest in the Property and Funds of Phoenix Liodge, and to 
come under the jurisdiction of the territorial Grand Lodge. 

A Charter having been granted to these Brethren, the 
new Lodge was Constituted on 27th May by the M.W. Pro- 
Grand Master, Bro. F. C. Binns, assisted by M. Wor. Brother 
Malcolm Niocol, Past Grand Master and G. Secretary, M.W. 
Bro. H. J. Williams, Past Grand Master, V. W. Bro. Rev. 
McKenzie Gibson, Grand Chaplain, V.W. Bro. F. W. Hobbs, 
Grand Treasurer, R. Wor. Bro. J. H. Harkness, Grand Supt., 
and V.W. Bro. H. J. Freeman, Past President of the Board 
of Benevolence. There was a very large attendance of Bre- 
thren from far and near, the proceedings were most impres- 
sively conducted, and the new Lodge entered upon, its career 
with every prospect of success. 

LODGE ROTORUA, No. 153, Rotorua, Auckland District: 

In July, 1907, a Petition was received from 30 Brethren 
residing at Rotorua, where it has long been recognised there 
was an excellent field for the establishment of a Lodge. As 
the matter was now in the right hands, a Charter was granti^d 
by the M.W. Grand Master, and the Lodge was Constituted on 
16th August by the Deputy Grand Master, R.W. Bro. Murdoch 
McLean, assisted by R. Wor. Bro. O. Nicholson, Grand Super- 
intendent, and a numerous party of present and past Grand 
oflBcers from Auckland and the surrounding District, the 
visitors numbering about one hundred. This Lodge promises 
to be in every way a creditable addition to our roll. 

LODGE OCEANIC, No. 154, South Dunedin, Otago District: 

A Petition was receiver! in August from 36 Brethren re- 
siding in South Dunedin, praying for a Charter for a Lodge 
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to meet at St. Kilda, a rising suburb of that city, and after 
due consideration the M.W. Grand Master granted a Charter. 

The New Lodge was Constituted on the 4th October by 
the M.W. Pro-Grand Master, assisted by M.W. Bro. M. Niccol, 
P.G.M. and Grand Secretary, V.W. Bro. Rev. McKenzie Gibson, 
Grand Chaplain, R.W. Bro. C. J. Ronaldson, Grand Supt. of 
Otago, Wor. Bro. E. W. G. H. Watts, Grand Deacon, and a 
number of other Grand Officers. 

This Lodge initiated 17 Candidates within the first three 
months of its existence, and gives every proof of its being 
capably and carefully managed. 

LODGE HABREMAi, No. 155, North Dunedin, Otago District: 

In November another Petition was received from the 
Otago District praying for the establishment of a Lodge in the 
northern part of Dunedin City. 

The Petition bore 56 signatures, and the movement for the 
creation of this Lodge was full of life and zeal. The M.W. 
Grand Master having granted a Charter, Lodge Haeremai was 
Constituted by M.W. Bro. P. C. Binns, Pro-Grand Master, on 
18th December, assisted by the Grand Secretary, the Grand 
Superintendent, and a number of other Grand Officers. 

The Opening Ceremony was very largely attended, and 
the proceedings passed off most successfully. 

LODGE TUTANBKAI, No. 156, Island Bay, Wellington District: 

In November the Grand Superintendent of the Wellington 
District forwarded a Petition from 24 Brethren residing in the 
southern part of Wellington City praying for a Charter for a 
Lodge to meet at Island Bay, a growing suburb of Wellington, 
and His Excellency the Grand Master was pleased to grant 
these Brethren a Charter. 

The new Lodge was Constituted on 29th January, 1908, 
by R.W. Bro. R. Fletcher, acting under Commission from the 
Grand Master, and M.W. Bro. H. J. Williams, P.G.M., ren- 
dered valuable assistance. 

CIVIC LODGE, No. 157, Christchurch, Canterbury District: 

In March of this year a Petition was received from a num- 
ber of Brethren residing in this City, praying for a Charter 
for a new Lodge, to be called the Civic Lodge. The Petition 
bears 34 signatures, the majority of the Brethren being old 
and experienced members of the Craft. 

The M.W. Grand Master has granted a Charter, and the 
new Lodge will be Constituted by his Excellency on 14th 
April. 
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19. — New Lodges in Prospect. 

There is every probability of applications being received shortly 
lor the establishment of new Lodges in several growing townships, 
hut the greatest oare is being exercised both by the Grand Superin- 
tendent of the several Districts, and by the Executive of Grand Lodge, 
and the Grand Master will only be advised to grant Charters after 
the fullest inquiries. 

20. — Re-arrangement of District Boundaries in North Island. 

A proposal was submitted to the Board for an alteration of the 
boundary line between the Taranaki and Wellington Districts, but 
owing to the difficulty in meeting the wishes of the Lodges con- 
cerned, it was not found feasible to accomplish what was suggested 
by the mover. 

There is, however, no doubt that an adjustment of the boundaries 
is desirable, as the size of the Wellington and Auckland Districts makes 
It a very serious tax on the time of the Officers in charge to give 
the necessary attention to their duties. 

21. — Consecration of Masonic Buildings. 

The Board directs the attention of Grand Lodge to the necessity 
for some fixed rules in regard to the consecration of Masonic Halls 
and Lodge Rooms. 

Lodges should be made clearly to understand under what cir- 
cumstances the ceremony of Consecration can be allowed, and what 
are the consequences resulting from It. Recent occurrences go to 
prove that the ceremony is sometimes heedlessly gone into, and that 
the solemnity and importance of it are under-estimated. 

22. — Past Grand Rrnk. 

The Board directs the attention of Grand Lodge to the somewhat 
peculiar position of Very Wor. Bro. the Venerable Archdeacon Gould, 
who was Grand Chaplain during the years 1904-5 and 1905-6. but owing 
to the fact that he was not installed as Worshipful Master until after 
his election and investiture as Grand Chaplain, there is a technical 
difficulty in the way which prevents V. Wor. Bro. Gould from enjoying 
the Past Rank he has earned. (See Rule 16, Book of Constitution.) 

The case of V. Wor. Bro. Rev. McKenzie Gibson, who is a present 
Grand Chaplain, is identical with that of Archdeacon Gould. 

As both these Brethren are now Installed Masters, the Board 
recommends Grand Lodge to confer the Past Rank of Grand Chaplain 
upon them. 

23. — Initiation on Deferred Payment. 

The Board regrets to report that it has been found necessary to 
admonish a Lodge for a departure from Rule 106, which strictly pro- 
hibits remitting or deferring payment of the initiation fee or any part 
thereof. 
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It is believed that the occurrence was quite exceptional, and is 
not likely to be repeated, but it has been deemed wise to mention 
the matter in this report by way of warning to all Lodges. 

24. — Representation Levy. 

The cost to Grand Lodge of conveying Lodge Representatives to 
and from the 1907 Communication at Invercarglll was £150 in excess 
of the amount contributed by Lodges. 

The product of the 1908 Levy will be about £360, and the Grand 
Secretary estimates the probable cost to Grand Lodge of the Auckland 
Communication at £500 so that there will again be a considerable 
sum to come out of Grand Lodge Funds. 

The Board recommends Grand Lodge to fix the 1909 levy at 9d 
as usual. 

25. — Annual Communication in 1909. 

The Board recommends that the next Annual Communication be 
held in Wellington Division of the territory in May, 1909, 

26. — Removal to Aucl<land. 

Convenient and suitable office accommodation has been arranged 
for in Swanson Street, Auckland, and the Grand Secretary will be estab- 
lished there before Grand Lodge meets.

Report taken as read, and Clauses considered seriatim. 

It was resolved upon the motion of R. W. Bro. Hardy. President 
of the Board, " That the Report having been printed and circulated be 
now taken as read, and the Clauses considered seriatim. 

Clause 1 — Meetings and Attendance Roll, 
2 — Funds and Finance. 
„ 3 — Custody of Securities. 

4 — Election of Grand Master. 
.5— Election of Pro. Grand Master. 
6 — Election of Grand Lodge Officers. 
7 — Necrology. 

8 — Conference of Australasian Grand Lodges 
These were passed without discussion and adopted. 

Clause 9 — Negotiations with the Grand Lodge of Scotland. 
R. W. Bro. HARDY, President of the Board, in moving the adoption 
of this clause said that Grand Lodge was deeply indebted to R.W. Bro. 
Fowlds for the trouble he had taken when at Home towards the so- 
lution of the difficulty with the Grand Lodge of Scotland. The Board 
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was doing what was possible In the matter, and he believed that the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland was getting more reasonable. It had re- 
cently granted concessions to Western Australia, and he believed that 
like concessions would come to New Zealand later on. The Board 
believed in hastening slowly, and nothing would be left undone to 
bring about a happy solution of the trouble. 

R.W. Bro. GRIFFITHS, in seconding the motion, said that when 
in Edinburgh last year he had a long interview with the Grand 
Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Scotland, who assured him that if 
the Grand Lodge of N.Z. pursued the even tenor of its way, the time 
was not far distant when all diflficulties would be smoothed away, 
and friendly relations would be fully established. 

Clause agreed to. 

Clause 10 — Revival of Dormant English Lodges. 

This Clause was adopted nem con, and the matter left in the 
hands of the Board. 

Clause 11 — Position of English Lodges wishing to transfer to 
New Zealand. 

Speaking to this clause, R.W. Bro. HARDY said the difficulty with 
regard to the E.C. Lodges existed more in the Dominion than in 
the Mother Country. He believed that if the distinguished brethren 
who presided over the English District Grand Lodges would only come 
in and help Grand Lodge to manage the affairs of the Craft in this 
territory the difficulties would immediately disappear. These brethren, 
who were so loyal to their own Grand Lodges, would be the very 
best working members of the Craft in New Zealand. 

The M.W. Grand Master: In this matter we have been greatly 
helped by our representative near the Grand Lodge of England, R.W. Bro. 
Lord Onslow. For eighteen months I have absolutely bombarded him 
with letters, and he has written most friendly answers, showing that 
he had most carefully considered the questions which I and the 
Board of General Purposes brought before him, and was prepared to 
place them before the Grand Lodge of England. I believe that the 
position is now better understood, and I am sure that after this 
correspondence, a more satisfactory state of things will be brought 
about. 

Clause agreed to. 

Clause 12 — Sale of Aprons. 

R.W. Bro. HARDY said that the Board had gone fully into this 
proposal, and had unanimously decided that it could not recommend 
Grand Lodge to adopt it. 

Clause agree to. 
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Clause 13— Transfer of Funds to W. and O. and A.M. Fund. 
Speaking to the motion for the adoption of this clause, 
V.W. Bro. HOBBS, Grand Treasurer, said that last year's resolution 
was that £1000 should be transferred from the General Fund and 
£1000 from the Fund of Benevolence, but the Board had gone very 
fully Into the matter and concluded that it was not wise to make 
the transfers. It is considered that there ought to be a substantial 
reserve in the general fund, and that its present amount was not 
too large. The W. and O. and A.M. Fund was used for the pay- 
ment of annuities out of the interest on its capital sum, and the 
Board was of opinion that if to that interest was added the interest 
accruing from the General Fund and the Fund of Benevolence that 
would give all that was required to provide for the increase of the 
annuities without disturbing the capital amount of those two funds. 
Further, it had to be remembered that this year there had been the 
proceeds of the i^ppeal on behalf of the W. and 0. and A.M. Fund. 
When this sum was invested, the interest upon it, together with the 
interest from the tv.'O other funds, would give nearly £300 per annum 
additional, which was all that was likely to be required to meet al! 
possible contingencies for some time to come. 

Clause approved. 

Clause 14 — Review of proceedings of other Grand Lodges. 

R.W. Bro. DOUGALL strongly supported the motion for the adop- 
tion of this Clause. Any branch of Freemasonry, if it wished to 
pogress, must be possessed of information as to what was being done 
by similar organisations throughout the world. What was proposed 
was to record at the end of the annual chronicle of proceedings of 
Grand Lodge a summary of the doings of other Grand Lodges in 
the English-speaking world. He believed that the result would be 
immensely to the benefit of Freemasonry in this Dominion; that it 
would broaden the views of the Brethren, and promote the grand 
;)rinciple of Brotherhood. He hoped the new Board would do all 
that it could to give effect to the suggestion. 

R.W. Bro. POWLEY, as President-elect of the new Board, said he 
had no doubt that his colleagues would take deep interest In the 
question, and that the proposal would be carried out in the coming 
year. 

Clause agreed to. 

Clause 15 — Additional information In Annual Report. 
16 — General Index of Members. 
17 — Grand Representatives. 
18 — New Lodges opened. 
19 — New Lodges In prospect. 

These Clauses were adopted without discussion. 
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Clause 20. — Re-arrangement of District Boundaries 

R."W. Bro. HARDY said that the recommendation with regard to 
this matter came irom a portion of the Taranaki district, which asked 
that some Lodges should be taken out of the Wellington District 
and added to theirs. The Board, however, did not consider the proposal 
a desirable one, and thought it would be preferable to form a new 
district to be called Rangitikei. The matter was, of course, largely 
in the hands of the Lodges concerned. They should apply to the 
new Board, which could then place the question before Grand Lodge 
for action. He believed that 14 or 15 Lodges were as many as a 
Grand Superintendent could reasonably be asked to supervise, seeing 
that he was usually a business man; but the Grand Superintendent of 
Wellington had thirty under his care, and Auckland and Canterbury 
were nearly as strong. 

R.W. Bro. KBBSING. S.G.W., said the Lodges at the northern 
end of the Wellington district desired to form a new district. The 
present Wellington district was too large, and he thought that the 
districts should be so apportioned that the office of Super.'ntendent 
should not be available only to Brethren with a large amount of leisure. 

R.W. Bro. CORKILL, Grand Superintendent of Taranaki, said the 
proposal for the enlargement of the Taranaki district had not emanated 
from the Lodges there, but had been made to the Board of General 
Purposes by one Past Grand oflBcer living in the district, who wished 
to throw into Taranaki the Lodges to the north of Palmerston North. 
The matter had not, so far as he was aware, been discussed by any 
of the Lodges. 

R.W. Bro. FLETCHER, Grand Superintendent of Wellington, said 
that as long as he was Superintendent he did not wish to reduce 
the number of his Lodges, but the time was rapidly approaching when 
the district would be too large for supervision by one officer. The 
extension of Taranaki had been mooted by V.W. Bro. Caplen. On 
consulting the Lodges he had found th,''.t those north of Palmerston were 
averse to being incorporated in Taranaki, and that they wished to 
have a separate district, to be called Rangitikei. If this were not 
done they preferred to remain in the Wellington district. 

R.W. Bro. HARDY said that Bro. Caplen was a member of the 
Board of General Purposes, and the Board naturally listened to any 
proposal that emanated from a member elected by Grand Lodge. 
Bro. Caplen was now ill, and unable to attend Grand Lodge, but if 
he had made any mistake he had only done what he considered to 
be in the interests of the Craft. 

Clause adopted. 
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Clause 21 — Consecration ot Masonic Buildings. 

Regarding this Clause, M.W. Bro. NICCOL, Grand Secretary, ex- 
plained that Lodges often, when getting their buildings consecrated, 
overlooked the fact that the performance of the ceremony debarred 
them from afterwards using them for secular purposes. In some 
cases they had mortgages over their buildings, and relied upon the 
income derived from letting them to assist in the payment of in- 
terest. It was necessary to have rules showing under what conditions 
Grand Lodge would allow buildings to be consecrated, and it should 
be understood that when once they were consecrated for Masonic 
purposes they could not be used for any other. The proper course 
'.Tould be to direct the new Board to prepare a set of rules and submit 
them to the next Annual Communication. 

V.^V. Bro. the Rev. J. A. LIJXFORD, P.G.C., moved that that course 
be taken. He also suggeS'ted that the Board should draw up a cere- 
monial of consecration service. 

Motion agreed to, and Clause adopted. 

Clause 22 — Past Grand Rank. 

Explaining the position with regard to this question, M.W. Bro. 
NICCOL, Grand Secretary, pointed out that Clause 16 of the Book 
of Constitution said. — 

16. " No brother shall be eligible for any Grand Lodge Office, 
save that of Grand Master, Grand Chaplain, or Grand 
Organist, unless he be an Installed Master. The Grand 
Master may grant a dispensation to permit a Master Mason 
to be elected Grand Chaplain or Grand Organist, but such 
appointment shall not carry past grand rank." 

The Brothers named had been Grand Chaplains before they became 
Installed Masters, and the Board proposed now to give them the 
Past rank they had earned. 

W. Bro. WARREN took it that the same system should be applied 
in the case of Past Grand Organists similarly circumstanced. He 
disagreed with a suggestion that had been made that there should be 
a rule on the question applying automatically. Every case should 
come before Grand Lodge and be dealt with on Its merits. 

R.W. Bro. GRIFFITHS also thought that every individual case 
should come before Grand Lodge. 

R.W. Bro. CORKILL asked whether the President of the Board 
would include in his motion for the adoption of the clause the name 
of V.W. Bro. the Rev. T. G. Hammond, who was Grand Chaplain In 
1902, and subsequently passed through the chair of Patea Lodge. 
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R.W. Bro. HARDY said he had no doubt the Incoming Board would 
consider this and other cases on their merits, but he did not think 
it would be wise for Grand Lodge to act except through the Board. 

R.W. Bro. GONOL.LY moved that the new Board be asked to con- 
sider the case of W. Bro. Hammond. 

Motion agreed to, and clause as printed approved. 

Clause 23 — Initiation on deferred payment: Adopted nem con. 

Clause 24 — Representation Levy. 

In bringing forward this Clause, R. W. Bro. HARDY stated that the 
cost of the meeting of Grand Lodge in Auckland would be about 
£600. 

Clause agreed to. 

Clause 25 — Next Annual Communication. 

R.W. Bro. HARDY stated that it had been considered wise to leave 
the precise locality of the next Communication open, and allow the 
Brethren of the Wellington Division to decide amongst themselves 
whether the place should be New Plymouth, Wanganui, or Napier. 

R.W. Bro. CORKILL, in the absence of the representative of 
Ngamotu Lodge, placed before Grand Lodge the invitation of the 
New Plymouth Brethren, and moved that it be accepted. 

R.W. Bro. HARDY agreed to accede to the invitation, and moved 
that it be incorporated in the report, fixing New Plymouth as the 
town in the Wellington Division in which Grand Lodge wUl meet 
in May 1909. 

Motion agreed to, and Clause as amended adopted. 

On the motion of R.W. Bro. HARDY, seconded by R.W. Bro. 
POWLEY, the Report of the Board of General Purposes as a whole was 
then adopted as amended. 

Grand Lodge then adjourned until evening.

GRAND LODGE RESUMED. 

When Grand Lodge re-assembled in the Royal Albert Hall, at 
7.30 p.m., the attendance was estimated at about 1200 Brethren from 
all parts of the Territory, almost every Lodge on the register being 
represented. Many visitors from Lodges under the Grand Lodges 
of England, Ireland and Scotland were present, as well as some 
Irom Australia and other more distant lands. 
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The Hall had been elaborately and tastefully decorated by a host 
of lady friends who had been industriously engaged in this work for 
several days previously, their efforts culminating in a charming colour 
scheme in blue and gold, relieved and chastened by an abundant 
supply of ferns and other greenery of the forest. 

The musical arrangements for the Ceremony were admirable, the 
processions were dignified and picturesque, and the whole proceedings 
were conducted with promptitude and precision. 

The general verdict was that the function was one of the most 
successful gatherings of the Craft which has ever taken place In 
New Zealand. 

RECEPTION OF DISTINGUISHED VISITORS. 

Shortly after 7.30 p.m., the Provincial Grand Master S.C. for the 
North Island of New Zealand, R. Wor. Bro. Wm. McCullough and the 
Officers of his Provincial Grand Lodge were announced by the Grand 
Director of Ceremonies, the assembled Brethren were called to order, 
and R.W. Bro. McCullough and his Officers were conducted to their 
allotted seats near the east. 

The Grand Director of Ceremonies then announced R.W. Bro. 
W. J. Rees, Provincial Grand Master, I.C., and his Officers who were 
similarly received and seated near the east. 

The District Grand Lodge of Auckland E.G., under R. Wor. Brother 
J. R. Reed, District Grand Master, was next announced and received 
with the same honours.

At 8 p.m. the Grand Director of Ceremonies announced M.W. 
Brother F. C. Binns, Pro. Grand Master, and the Officers of Grand 
Lodge.

Entrance of the Most Worshipful Pro. Grand Master, Past Grand 
Master and Grand Officers. 
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Most Worshipful Brother Binns, Pro. G.M., assumed the Throne 
in the east, the Chair of Senior Grand Warden being occupied by 
R.W. Bro. J. H. Keesing, and that of Junior Grand Warden by R.W.

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ADDRESS BY THE INSTALLING GRAND MASTER. 

To the M. Worshipful Grand Master. 

Your Excellency,— In placing you in the chair of King Solomon I 
am performing the last and most important duty that has fallen to 
my lot during my term as Pro. G.M. and I desire to take advantage 
•of the opportunity to express my heartfelt thanks for your uniform 
kindness and for the excellent and valued advice you have on many 
occasions given me. The pleasure with which your acceptance of 
•office as G.M. some two years ago was received hy the fraternity 
throughout the Dominion will not be lessened at the present time by 
your having undertaken a further continuance of Its duties. 

We gratefully recognise the value of the services rendered during 
the past two years. These services are ample evidence of the many 
sacrifices you have made, visiting as you have done every province 
in the Dominion and many times journeying to places far away from 
the beaten track in order to be present at the ceremony of consecra- 
tion of some new Lodge. In view of the time and attention you have 
given to the office we feared that there might be some difficulty in 
again securing your services, and we learn with feelings of con- 
siderable satisfaction of your acceptance for a further term of 
the position of G.M. 

It must be a source of much gratification to your Ex-jellency to 
note the remarkable development which the Order has displayed since 
your accession — a development the most striking in the history of the 
■G.L., and which has materially and financially improved its position. 
We recognise with great satisfaction the counsel which you have given 
on every possible occasion, that Lodges should continue to exercise 
the greatest possible discrimination with regard to those seeking ad- 
mission to the Order. That these appeals have not been made in 
vain is evidenced by the fact that the various centres and districts are 
moving in the matter of the appointment of Boards of Enquiry, before 
whom the character and general desirability of the candidates seeking 
admission must be dealt with by experienced P.M. 

We recognise further that since your assumption of the duties of 
^.M. there has been an increased attraction to our ranks of men 
of better type, commercially and socially; all these features make 
for an increased influence of G.L. We are also well aware of the 
added dignity to our position amongst sister G.L. by. the occupancy 
of the G.M. chair by the direct representative of the King. In every 
way the period to which I am referring is one that can only be viewed 
with the greatest satisfaction. Not the least feature is the fact that 
-during that period 11 new Lodges have been opened. 
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I cannot conclude these brief remarks without a reference to 
the proposal as to the desirability of increasing our benevolent funds — 
p proposal which has stimulated a feeling of healthy emulation amongst 
Lodges, and has resulted in such a great addition to the fund. You 
reminded us that it was desirable that the years of prosperity which 
this Dominion has enjoyed, and appears intended to enjoy, should 
not pass without our preparing for possible seasons of distress, when 
these funds might prove a rich blessing indeed. 

It must be gratifying to you that so much has resulted by the 
appeal in the financial sense, but the very discussion of these pro- 
posals and the necessity for stating the position of these funds to 
intending subscribers has awakened the attention of the brethren 
to the potentiality of those funds for good.

Address by the 
MOST WORSHIPFUL GRAND MASTER 

Most Worshipful, Right Worshipful, Very Worshipful and Worshipful 
Brethren, and Brethren all. 
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I return you my hearty thanks for the honour you have conferred 
upon me in electing me for a third time as your Grand Master, and 
the fact that I was nominated by over 100 of our Lodges this year 
for the position is a compliment I very deeply appreciate. 

In reviewing the progress of the New Zealand Constitution duriag 
the past year, we have indeed cause for satisfaction and pride. Our 
members have increased by some 1200, and 'eight new ijodges have been 
opened. The reports of my G. Supts. are all of a sanguine character; 
and some minor difficulties to which they had to refer in their last 
reports have vanished, or are in process of disappearing. Indeed, 
where I to chronicle the whole course of the year's events, it would 
be a history of almost monotonous prosperity. However, one event 
stands out prominently, and that is the success which has attended 
the appeal which I ventured to make some two years ago to my 
brethren for substantially increasing the capital account of our W. 
and O. and A.M. Fund. 

It is the successful conclusion of this special effort which will 
mark the Grand Lodge meeting of 1908 as a red letter day in the 
history of the N.Z.C., and with feelings of mingled gratitude and 
pride I return to you, my brethren, my thanks for the splendid re- 
sponse you have made to my call, and the thanks also of the poor 
and necessitous, the widow, and the orphan. 

What such Masonic benevolence means is eloquently expressed by 
a distinguished Irish G.C., Bishop Crozier, in these words: "I have 
seen how Masonry has softened for men the bitterness and competition 
of social and business life. I have seen how it has helped to dry the 
scalding tear of almost hopeless sorrow, how it has relieved the wants 
of the sore distressed, how it has cheered the sad' room of sickness, how 
it has smoothed the pathway to the tomb, and when the spirit has re- 
turned to God Who gave it, has followed the brother's corpse to his last 
earthly resting-place. Nor has this been all, I have seen the love and 
tenderness of the Masonic brother taking the place of the father who 
has gone, and holding out a ready hand to guide the tottering footsteps 
of the orphan children cast upon the fatherhood of God." 

Brethren, if in such a spirit you continue to support the Fund, as 
you were doing before our special effort was made, your ordinary annual 
donations, combined with the capital sum now secured, should enable 
our Board of Benevolence to deal with all the cases likely to come be- 
fore it. Caution must, of course, accompany generosity, but the 
unhappy .position in which that Board has from time to time found itself 
of having to refuse genuine calls, or to give less than was really 
required, is one, thanks to your munificence, not likely to trouble them 
for some time to come. 
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Another gratifying feature in connection with the financial position 
of Grand Lodge I sliould like to call attention to. It might naturally 
have been expected that a result of the special campaign for one 
branch of our funds wotJd have temporarily diverted money from the 
other two. It is, therefore, very satisfactory to note that both 
the General Fund and the Fund of Benevolence have been increased 
more this past year than in the year before, and I feel sure you will 
join with me in acknowledging that for this steady progress we 
owe a debt to those able and energetic oflScers of Grand Lodge who 
have devoted so much time and thought to our financial well-being. 

So far, I have spoken of our increasing numbers, and our largely- 
increased funds; but these alone would not be sufficient reasons for 
concluding that all was well with us, and I, therefore, turn to the vital 
question — what sort of an example of Freemasonry are the senior 
Brethren displaying, and what Ideals of our Craft are they placing 
before the junior members of our Constitution. This is a matter which 
is much harder to reckon than pounds, shillings and pence, or numbers 
on our rolls, and I can therefore only give my personal opinion, founded 
upon visits to Lodges, conversations with local brethren, and private 
information obtained through my G. Supts. 

I am satisfied, however, that there is a general, distinct, and in- 
creasing wave of feeling towards making Masonry in this territory far 
more than a mere fraternal, social, and charitable organisation. Much 
greater care is now being exercised in ascertaining a candidate's 
character before admitting him within the porch, the reproach that our 
social evenings gave the lie to the principles we professed can but 
seldom now be made, and the number of young Masons who are not 
content with accepting Freemasonry merely "as a peculiar system of 
morality veiled in allegory and illustrated by symbols," but who are 
proud to think of it also as a means towards living a just and upright 
life, bound to others by the cement of brotherly love, self-discipline 
and self-sacrifice, is a most hopeful sign for out future usefulness. 

Weak brethren, careless ones, and even bad, there must be in 
every community, but if the majority of a Lodge are determined to 
encourage and honour those who set a high example — even though 
that majority fear they cannot attain to it themselves — the weak will 
be strengthened, the careless interested, and the bad improved. 

Brethren, I trust that you will not misinterpret these last remarks 
of mine. I am not endeavouring to ask you to copy me in cul- 
tivating such lofty ideals, nor am I suggesting that our beautiful ritual 
counts for little, or our social and convivial meetings need discourage- 
ment. 

I do not claim to rank with those earnest Masons who, in 
increasing numbers, are setting us so much more noble an ideal of 
tne meaning of our Craft — but I do ask you to join with me in 
honouring them, and welcoming their efforts to raise our ideals of 
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Freemasonry. For in them is the leaven which will raise a Lodge 
in honour amongst its fellows, secure its best members, advance the 
Craft, and exali our Constitution. As to our pleasant socinl meet- 
ings, I consider that without them Freemasonry would lose half its 
usefulness and ciiaim. At them we learn to know each other better, 
to strengthen miv feelings of brotherhood, to rub off our individual 
sharp corners, nnd to regain confidence in any of our brethren with 
whom we may not have been on truly Masonic terms of goodwill. 

And now tliere is another subject to which I invite your atten- 
tion. It is or- which was ably dealt with by my immed'ate pre- 
decessor in this-: chair, M.W. Bro. Burton, and I need therefore not 
enlarge upon i* lv.it as 1 fear little has yet been done to carry out his 
admirable adv r • i would bring the matter before you again. The 
number of unafi ached brethren made in New Zealand is very large — 
it has even been calculated at nearly half of the subscribing members 
in the Dominic Doubtless a considerable proportion of these were 
men who ougl" ' never to have entered our doors, some who became 
Masons through mere curiosity, and others who drifted away from the 
territory. But 1 am convinced there must be a fair number — I know 
there are some — who left Masonry because they were disgusted and 
disheartened by the indifferent manner in which the brethren of their 
Lodge acted up to their principles. To regain such numbers is worth 
much trouble, and I heartily commend a crusade in that direction to 
the brethren o' my Constitution, and I venture to suggest it to my 
brothers of the older Grand Lodges. If you can assure such unattached 
brethren that, Fuould they rejoin a Lodge, they will find a much better 
spirit and tone t'lan prevailed in the past, you will gain many of 
them; If you cnnnot, then it is surely time you set about a reforma- 
tion in your own Lodge. 

And now, 'f I have not wearied you, I should like to say a few 
words regarding the subject of our relations with other Constitutions 
in New Zealand Year after year an exasperating position has pre- 
sented itself; always leading to a deplorable detriment of the Craft in 
the outsider's eyes; always to misunderstandings and recriminations 
among ourselves. It is with deep satisfaction I am able to record 
that for the moment, at any rate, we are at peace, and more than 
that, on a more really fraternal mutual understanding than we have 
been for many years past. Long may it continue. 

Our lengthy correspondence with the Grand Lodge of Scotland, 
and R.W. Bro. Fowlds' interview with them, leads us to hope that we 
are beginning to see better eye to eye. As to England, a satisfactory 
compromise has in Auckl^^nd brought us together again, and I am in 
hopes that a similar arrangement may be made throughout New Zea- 
land. Regarding EnglisJi Lodges which desire to join our Constitu- 
tion, we are still in considerable difiiculties, but I am in constant cor- 
respondence with our representative, I>ord Onslow, who is placing 
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our position before their Grand Lodge, and I hope we may soon obtain 
a definite statement as to the circumstances under which they will 
permit a Lodge to raise or reintroduce the question of transference — 
a subject which has caused much misapprehension and bitterness. 
Regarding Ireland, my mother Grand Lodge, I can proudly state we 
remain as we always have been, on the best and most friendly terms. 

In conclusion, I wish, on behalf of myself and Grand Lodge, to 
warmly welcome V.W. Bro. Fielding, G.C. to the Grand Lodge of New 
South Wales, who has been specially deputed by His Excellency Sir 
Harry Rawson, their Grand Master, to represent him and them at my 
installation. This fraternal courtesy is, I can assure Bro. Fielding, 
highly appreciated by our Grand Liodge. I wish equally to express 
our pleasure and satisfaction at having this ceremonial graced by the 
presence of the Dist. or Prov. G.M. of the older Constitutions in this 
province. Their presence is one more happy event to be added to 
the prosperous opening of a new year in the history of the Grand 
Lodge of New Zealand.

BUSINESS SESSION RESUMED. 

Grand Lodge re-assembled in the Masonic Hall, Princes-street, 
at 10 a.m., there being a full attendance of Lodge Representatives and 
other members of Grand Lodge, together with a number of visitors. 
who were permitted to occupy seats in the Hall. 

The Brethren having been called to order by the Grand Director 
of Ceremonies. The Most Worshipful the Pro-Grand Master, Bro. O. 
Nicholson, and Grand Lodge Officers entered in procession, took their 
respective places, and Grand Lodge was opened, V.W. Bro. the Rev. 
E. J. McFarland, Grand Chaplain, invoking the blessing of the Most 
Pigli. 

ARRIVAL OP THE M.W. GRAND MASTER. 

His Excellency Lord Plunket, who had been detained by his 
public duties, was announced by the Grand Director of Ceremonies 
and was received and conducted to the East. 

The Grand Master having assumed the throne and gavel was 
duly saluted. 

ELECTION OP AUDITOR. 

The Grand Master announced that the first business before 
Grand Lodge was the election of an Auditor in accordance with Rule 
86 of Grand Lodge Laws. 

M.W. Bro. Nicholson proposed Bro. Richard Newman Blenner- 
hasset. Associate of the New Zealand Association of Accountants and 
a member of Lodge Albion No. 45. R.W. Bro. G. H. Powley seconded, 
and upon the proposition being put to the vote Bro. Blennerhasset was 
declared to be unanimously elected. 

REPRESENTATION LEVY FOR 1909. 
On the motion of The M.W. Pro. Grand Master, seconded by 
R.W. Bro. C. J. W. GTiffiths, Past D.G.M., the representation levy for 
the year 1909 was fixed at 9d per member. 

TRUSTEES OP GRAND LODGE. 

The existing Trustees of Grand Lodge tendered their 
resignations in order that local men might be elected in accordance 
with the usual custom. 

The resignations were accepted by Grand Lodge, and a hearty 
Tote of thanks was accorded to the retiring Trustees for their services. 
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The following Brethren were elected Trustees: —

Proposed Amendments in Grand Lodge Laws. 

ABOLISHING PLURAL VOTING. 

1. By V.W. Bro. Thomas Ross, Past President of the Board of 
Benevolence. 

Rule 41. — ^To amend the Rule by excising the words in third and fourth 
lines from bottom of Page 37, "who shall be entitled to exercise 
the votes of the Master and Wardens" also to excise the two 
paragraphs on Page 38 commencing at the eleventh line from top 
of page, "A representative shall," and ending at 22nd line, 
"proportionately reduced." 

V. Wor. Bro. ROSS, in moving his proposed amendment, said: — 
When the present rule was adopted there was no representation 
system, and the communications of Grand Lodge were sparsely at- 
tended — ^he had seen only 25 present, and 45 "was considered a big 
meeting — so that all decisions were tinged with the local feeling of 
the district in which Grand Lodge happened to meet. The result was 
that the decision of one year was often reversed at the following 
communication. When the representation scheme was adopted in 
1902, with provision for the payment of representatives' expenses, 
the present system of plural voting was tacked on to it, as an 
additional safeguard against the pressure of local feeling. Later 
experience had shown that the success of the representation scheme 
had exceeded the most sanguine expectations of Its promoters. The 
attendance had risen to 200 and 250 members, and at the present 
communication there were probably 300. The day when one district 
could carry a resolution against the wishes of the rest of the ter- 
ritory was past. Therefore there was no further need for plural 
voting. His first reason for asking for the rescinding of the rule was, 
then, that it was unnecessary. Another was that the rule was a 
dead letter. Only once in the six years — at the Communication in 
Dunedin — ^had a division been taken under it, and it was a fiasco. 
The recording of that division occupied half an hour, and then It was 
not properly recorded. The result was so unsatisfactory that ever 
since then every question had been decided without a division. No 
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system could be devised which would give a satisfactory vote by 
means of the proxies held by representatives except at enormous 
waste of valuable time. The time had arrived when a rue so cum- 
bersome should be swept out of the constitution. 

R.W. Bro. FLETCHER, in seconding the motion, agreed that now 
that the representative system was working so well it was necessary 
to wipe this blot upon it away from the Book of Constitution. It a 
division were called for on every motion on the order paper for the 
present Communication the meeting would last three weeks. Under 
a proper representation system there would be one vote for each 
lodge. 

R.W. Bro. HARDY, on behalf of the outgoing Board of General 
Purposes, opposed the motion. It was desirable, he thought, that each 
lodge should be fully represented, and therefore it would be a mistake 
to alter the present rule. 

R.W. Bro. GRIFFITHS thought the system of working under the 
existing rule could be simplified without sacrificing the principle 
involved. The resolution, as proposed, would practically disfranchise 
the lodges, because their representatives, when they came to Grand 
Lodge, would only be entitled to exercise one vote, instead of four. 
The representative's vote belonged to himself, so that he would have 
no voting power on behalf of his lodge at all. Why should not a 
representative exercise two votes — his own and that of his lodge? 
Then, if the representatives sat together in a particular part of Grand 
Lodge they could vote by show of hands, and the number of their 
votes could be multiplied by two. That, he thought, would meet all 
purposes. 

R.W. Bro. McDOUGALL, G. Supt., opposed the motion, because 
it was designed to take away from the lodges what they now 
possesed in the way of representation. He could understand the 
wisdom of an amendment to one-lodge-one-vote, but ho hzi yet to hear 
any solid reason for the root-and-branch alteration proposed in the 
motion. 

R.W. Bro. T. ALLEN, P.G.W., trusted that, in the interests of the 
country lodges, no amendment would be made. 

W. Bro. WHITMORB (Lodge St. John No. 94, Invercargill) said 
that the lodges in his district had discussed this question, and were 
unanimously opposed to the motion. The plan suggested by R.W. 
Bro. Griffiths seemed to him to meet the difficulty. 

R.W. Bro. CONOLLY, P.G. Supt, opposed both the motion and R.W. 
Bro. Griffiths' suggestion, because the lodges at a distance from the 
place of meeting would be to a certain extent disfranchised under 
either. The lodges close at hand could send their Masters and 
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Wardens, wMle the distant lodges would usually be I'lle to send, as 
a rule, only one representative each. 

W. Bro. WARREN, P.G.D., could not agree with the statement 
that the vote taken at Dunedin was a fiasco. On fli^ contrary, it was 
a very pregnant instance of the utility of the rule. But for the vote 
then taken there would have been very great dissatisfaction in a par- 
ticular district. He would vote for the retention of the ru'e as it 
stood. 

W. Bro. JOLLY (Lodge Hercules No. 36, T; ijjnul), could not 
recognise the fact that the rule had never been u-' ' as a reason for 
its aboit'on. No engineer would seriously proiio- ■ luit because there 
had not been occasion to use the emergency brak.? of a tramcar the 
brake should be discarded. He regarded this rui':- ? an emergency 
brake, in that it enabled outside lodges to be adjy , lely represented 
when any crucial question was being dealt with. 

W. Bro. D. B. WALLACE (Lodge Hokianga Nm. 60) opposed the 
motion because under it country lodges would be practically dis- 
franchised. 

W. Bro. J. M. BROWN, P.D.G.M., thought it .Mid be advisable 
for the Board of General Purposes to devise some Lj-i aud convenient 
method of voting under the present rule. 

V.W. Bro. ROSS, in replying, submitted that "lere cou'd be no 
question of disfranchisement where all lodges wei o put on the same 
level in regard to representation. He could see 'nt the feeling of 
Grand Lodge was against his motion .and tli^ic" ^ he had no wish 
to press it. If, however, plural voting was retn v._.\ he would like 
to see the Board of General Purposes draw up a i;..!''e plan of voting 
under the ru'p. 

Motion negatived by a large majority. 

The M W. Grand Master thought it woa! ' ■■-■ a good thing to 
ask the Board to consider the question of simp'i'ymg the method of 
voting. 

R.W. Bro. POWLEY, President of the Board, undertook that during 
the currenf vpar the question would be considr^^pl. But be thought 
that the gieatest difficulty in working the rule vca ri be to find hall 
accommodation for the large number of repre. eutatives it provided 
for, and possessing facilities for taking divisions. 

RULE 6.— LOCATION OP GRAND LODGE OFFICE. 
2. R.W. Bro. G. H. Powley, P.D.G.M., moved: — 

That Rule 6 be excised and the follo^in.? substituted: — 
"The Office of Grand Lodge shall te fixed for a period of 
three years, and the meetings of the Boards of General 
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Purposes and Benevolence be held for a like period of 
three years in each of the four Cities in rotation — namely, 
Auckland, Wellington, Dunedin, and Christchurch.. . Pro- 
vided nevertheless that it shall be lawful for an occasional 
meeting of either Board to be held in any part of the ter- 
ritory should the Grand Master or the President of the 
Board think fit to summon the same." 

One advantage of the extension of the period for which Grand 
Lodge office stayed in each district would lie that a fair representation 
of the Executive would be able at some time in the three years to 
visit every lodge in that district. As the country lodges contributed 
towards the revenue of Grand Lodge they had some right to expect 
to see representatives of the executive. He was not desirous of 
presrin? the motion, but he would like to see it ventilated and dis- 
cussed by the Board. 

V.W. Bro. O'CALLAGHAN opposed the motion. In Otago he had 
found that two years were ample time to enable every lodge in the 
district to be visited. 

M.W. Bro. BINNS, Past Pro G.M., opposed the motion. He 
thou''^''' there was no longer any question as to the advisability of 
having a peripatetic Grand Lodge. Every time the Grand Lodge office 
had been located m a particular centre that district had felt a distinct 
and decided benefit from its presence. But for the peripatetic system 
Grand Lo'lge would not be in anything like the position it heJd to-day. 
If that point were conceded, what was the advantage of extending 
the rer'od of location, seeing that the two-years term had worked so 
admii ably heretofore. Canterbury had just lost the office, and the 
district was lookins; forward with anxiety and pleasure to the time 
when the Grand Secretary would be located there again. Under 
the ijiti=eni o^oc^in ^uul wouid be in six jtjtut.. il tne luotiou were 
carriej Hie period v.-ould be nine years, in the case of each centre, 
and that was too long. In that time the interest would wane, the 
district would get out of touch with Grand Lodge, and much good 
that vvQuId be gained in the case of a six years' interval would be 
lost. He was safe in saying that when this question was before the 
Grand I/odare on a previous occasion the Canterbury lodges were to a 
man against it, though their district was then intended to have the 
benefit of the first three years period. 
Motion negatived. 

RULE 22.— NOMINATION OF GRAND SUPERINTENDENT. 

3. W. Bro. W. J. Gibbons, P.G., Deacon, moved: — 

To amend Rule 22 by excising the foMowing words at the end 
of first paragraph: — "Each Grand Superintendent shall also, 
every year, at the time of calling nominations for Grand 
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Lodge Officers, invite each Lodge in his District to recom- 
mend a worthy Brother as Grand Superintendent for the 
following year, and shall forward all such recommendations 
to the Grand Master." 

He maintained that the law passed on the subject last year 
took from the M.W. Grand Master one of his prerogatives. The 
Grand Superintendents were, hy custom and according to the Book 
of Constitution, the represetatives of the Grand Master, and there- 
fore it was necessary that the Grand Master himself should appoint 
them. Under whatever system the Superintendents were chosen it 
was desirable and almost necessary that the officer chosen should be 
one residing in the principal town of his district, therefore the country 
lodges could not have a wide choice. This fact, coupled with the 
fact that brethren qualified for the office were not numerous, made it 
extremely unlikely that the brethren of the country lodges would be 
a"ble to honour one of their own members by returning him to the 
office. The old system had given such good results that it was a 
mistake to put in its place a risky method which practically meant 
throwing down the office for the lodges to scramble for. 

R.W. BRO. HARDY, P.D.G.M., in seconding the motion, said that 
the words which it was proposed to strike out were inserted by a sort 
of sidewind at Invercargill last year. W. Bro. Whitmore had proposed 
that the Masters and Past Masters of a district should meet to con- 
sider the matter of nomination, but Grand Lodge had substituted the 
present law instead. He and the members of the Board were sorry 
that they did not in that instance apply " the emergency brake." The 
Superintendents of the past had done splendid work, and it was wise 
to let well alone. Grand Lodge should have sufficient confidence in 
the Grand Master to leave him freedom of choice. Therefore he con- 
sidered the motion a wise one. 

W. Bro. CHAMBERS (Lodge Bedford, No. 25) thought that this 
rule might be described as a safety valve. There might arise an oc- 
casion when it was desirable to make an alteration in a superintendent- 
ship. Very likely the rule would never be used, but it should be al- 
lowed to remain as a safety valve, so that if the lodges of a district 
desired a change they would have a means of giving a gentle hint to 
the Executive. 

W. Bro. HOLMES (Lodge Mangonui, No. 78) thought that the pre- 
sent provision amounted to a power of blackballing the Grand Master's 
selection. 

R.W. Bro. GRIFFITHS, P.D.G.M., supported the motion. Under 
the old rule the Grand Master had nominated the Grand Superintend- 
ents. There could be no feeling in the mind of the Grand Master, or 
of the Board which advised him .other than a desire for the welfare of 
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tfeg- &aft 'as a-whUe. -If, however, the lodges had the power of re- 
commending or nominating they might act from several motives — 
such, for Instance, as a brother's personal popularity, or the affection 
of a lodge for a particular brother. A Grand Superintendent ought to 
be chosen solely on account of his peculiar fitness for the oflSce and his 
linowledge of Freemasonry. These matters were more likely to be 
overlooked if the recommendations depended upon the action of the 
lodges than if the nomination — for it had to be approved by Grand 
Lodge — were left to the Grand Master, with the Board to advise him. 

W. Bro. G. J. ANDERSON (Lodge Harvey, No. 49) said that in the 
southern districts there was a feeling that the lodges ought to have a 
voice in the selection of candidates for this high ofllce. He could not 
agree that only the principal centres of districts could furnish suitable 
Grand Superintendents. A notable proof to the contrary was the case 
of the late R.W. Bro. Bree, who had made an excellent Superintendent 
of Southland. 

W. Bro. WHITMORB endorsed what had just been said about the 
suitableness of the late Bro. Bree. He was sorry to see the motion 
brought forward. 

■W. Bro. ALLEN (Lodge Lincoln, No. 33) asked the country repre- 
sentatives to be careful before, they eliminated this useful rule. There 
was a strong feeling In the lodges that these positions had In the past 
been cut-and-drled by the Grand Lodge Executive, and also a general 
desire on the part of the lodges to have some say in the election or 
appointment. The experiment of last year should have a considerably 
longer trial before it could be determined whether or not it was in the 
interests of the craft. 

W. Bro. T. HAIVTERTON (Lodge Moa, No. 110) said that under the 
rule there was not the slightest interference with the rights of the 
Grand Master. The lodges merely gave him the knowledge that 
would enable him to come to a decision. 

W. Bro. JOLLY (Lodge Hercules, No. 36, Tapanui) reminded those 
who were presenr, at the Invercarglll Communication that the question 
of encroachment upon the Grand Master's prerogative was raised there, 
and the Grand Master promptly and decisively stated that the rule in 
no way infringed his prerogatives. All that went to the Grand Master 
from a lodge was a recommendation, which he could either accept or 
discard. No one could say that the system adopted last year had yet 
had a fair trial. 

W. Bro. the Rev. W. C. WOOD (Lodge Winton, No. 108) denied 
that there was any catch vote on this question at last year's Communi- 
cation. He had said last year, and he repeated now, that he believed 
that if the lodges had the privilege of electing their own Grand Su- 
perintendent they would in most Instances choose the same brother as 
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was chosen by the Grand Master. But there was a feeling that the 
lodges had a right to know something about the personnel and the 
methods of these various appointments. 

Motion negatived by a large majority. 

4. By the President of the Board of General Purposes. 

2 .—RANK AND PRECEDENCE IN GRAND LODGE. 

Rule 5. — R.W. Bro. HARDY moved to amend Rule 5 by inserting after 
" 45 The twelve Grand Stewards of the year" on page 22, the fol- 
lowing words: — "45a Past Provincial or District Grand Officers of 
any recognised Constitution." 

V.W. Bro. HOBBS seconded the motion. 

W. Bro. WARREN pointed out that some other Constitutions had 
District or Provincial Grand Lodge officers who were only Master 
Masons. He asked the mover to agree to the insertion of the words 
"on their being installed Masters." 

To this course R.W. Bro. Hardy agreed. 

V.W. Bro. HOBBS pointed out that the motion merely gave effect 
to a decision of last year's Communication, by appointing the places 
in the order of precedence of officers who came into Grand Lodge from 
other Constitutions. 

Motion as amended agreed to. 

3.— SERVICE OP NOTICES. 

Rule 121a. — R.W. Bro. HARDY moved the adoption of the following 
new rule as 121a, to follow Rules 120 and 121: — "Any notice, Sum 
mons, or other document required to be served upon a brother by 
virtue of the.se regulations may be served either persorsll.y or by 
sending the same through the post in a prepaid and registered 
letter addressed to such brother at his last known place of resi- 
dence in New Zealand." 

V.W. Bro. J. J. DOTJGALL, Grand Registrar, explained that the al- 
teration was purely formal, and was meant to provide tor any exigency 
that might arise with regard to the whereabouts of a brother whom a 
lodge desired to communicate with. There was at present no pro- 
vision for notices or summonses being served in case his address was 
unknown, or when he happened to be in some place where it was in- 
convenient to get at him. 

Motion agreed to. 

5.— CREATION OF NEW LODGES. 

Rule 48. — R.W. Bro. HARDY moved, on behalf of the Board of General 
Purposes: — 
1. That Clause 48 of the Book of Constitution be repealed, and 
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2. That the following Clause be substituted therefor: — " Every 
application for a warrant to hold a new Lodge shall be by 
petition to the Grand Master signed by at least seven Master 
Masons regularly registered under the Constitution of any 
recognised Grand Lodge. Each petitioner shall specify the 
Lodge to which he belongs or formerly belonged, and in the 
case of any petitioner who is not a present subscribing 
member of a Lodge his clearance certificate from the last 
Lodge of which he was a member must accompany the peti- 
tion. The petition must be transmitted to the Grand Super- 
intendent or other officer In charge of the district wherein 
it is proposed to establish the Lodge, and such officer shall 
forward the same with his report thereon to the Grand 
Secretary for the decision of the Grand Master... The peti- 
tion should be recommended by the Master and Wardens of 
one of the two nearest Lodges, but If from any cause what- 
ever such recommendation cannot be obtained the Grand 
Lodge may by ordinary resolution recommend the petition." 

This motion had no relation to the troubles that had occurred at 
Auckland and Oamaru. In point of fact the Board had considered the 
matter long before those questions arose. The Board were unanimous 
in recommending the adoption of the present motion. 

V.W. Bro. HULMB seconded the motion. He suggested that the 
form of recommendation by a Lodge should read — " Recommended by 
Lodge so-and-so at its regu'ar meeting, held on such a date." 

R.W. Bro. HARDY preferred not to adopt the suggestion, as the 
Board had not considered it. 

M.W. Bro. NICCOL, Grand Secretary, observed that this raised the 
question whether the recommendation should come from a Lodge by 
resolution, or from tile Master and Wardens personally. 

W. Bro. WHITMO'RE pointed out that there were instances in 
which such a right, resting with a Master and Wardens, might be 
abused. For example, when a petition was prepared from brethren 
at Winton for the formation of a Lodge, he s^ubmitted it to the then 
Master of Lodge Southern Cross, Invercargill, who refused to sign it 
unless Lodge Aparima did so. After, however, he was informed that 
his sanction could be dispensed with, as the Master and Wardens of 
Lodge Taringatura were willing to recommend the petition, he agreed 
to sign. If the promoters had not had Lodge Taringatura to tali 
back upon, one of the best Lodges in the South could not have been 
formed. T'herefo'G he thought that the Lodges themselves should 
have a voice in the decisions of such questions. 

W. Bro. COOP (Lodge Beta-Walkato, No. 12, Hamilton) thought 
that if the requirement of the recommendation of one of the twri 
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nearest Lodges were removed, it might happen that friction in a Lodge 
would lead to the formation of a new Lodge in the same town, and 
this, in a small town, would be detrimental to the interests of the Craft. 

R^W. Bro. FLETCHER moved as an amendment to strike out the 
TfTctAs " but if from any cause whatever such recommendation cannot 
be obtained, the Grand Lodge may, by ordinary resolution, recommend 
the petition." The old rule, requiring the recommendation of one of 
the two nearest Lodges, had worked exceedingly well, and he thought 
it should be retained. The nearest Lodges were in the best position to 
decide whether the establishment of another Lodge in the district was 
desirable. 

W. Bro. F. L. SMITH (Lodge .\uckland. No. 87) seconded the 
amendment. If the proposed rule became law there was a possibility 
of three lodges being placed where there was really only room for two. 
and that would be detrimental to the Craft. 

W. Bro. WATTS (lodge Otago Kil., No. 143, Dunedln) con- 
sidered that the Board of General Purposes should be given credit for 
studying the interests of the existing Lodges and of the Craft in gen- 
eral when dealing with petitions. 

W. Bro. G. J. ANDERSON (Lodge Harvey, No. 49) thought the 
amendment \^ould make matters worse than they now were. The 
present rule provided that a petition must be recommended by one of 
the two nearest Lodges, whereas the new proposal said that it should 
be so. recommended. .\t least they ought to provide that it must be 
recommended, but he would prefer to throw the motion out. The 
Lodges in a district knew more about the local conditions than any 
Board of General Purposes could know. 

W. Bro. HILL (Lodge Rotorua, No. 153) thought that on account of 
local jealousies it was safer to leave such m.atters to the Board of 
General Purposes than to any single individual. , 

M.W. Bro. NICHOLSON, Pro-Grand Master, cited the Instance of a 
Lodge which it was proposed to form at Mount Eden, adjacent to Lo^ge 
Auckland. Lodge Auckland did not see their way to recommend the 
petition, and though he, as Grand Superintendent, could not see eye to 
eye with the Lodge, he respected their objection, and proceeded no 
further. If the nearest Lodge could not support a petition, it would be 
lowering to the dignity of the Craft to have the matter brought up for 
discussion in Grand Lodge. 

R.W. Bro. FLETCHER withdrew his amendment, in order that a 
straight-out vote' might be taken on the main principle. 

W. Bro. FORREST (Lodge Ohinemuri, Paeroa, No. 107) move'd to 
add to the motion the words " provided that there are 20 signatures to 
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the petition." If there were twenty signatures Grand Lodge might 
fairly consider the matter without the recommendation of a Lodge. 

W. Bro. F. M. KING (Lodge Albion, Devonport, No. 45) seconded 
the amendment, which was immediately put and negatived. 

V.W. Bro. HOBBS, Past Grand Treasurer, said that in framing the 
Few rule the Board had been actuated by only one desire — to uphold 
the dignity of Grand Lodge, as the governing body of Freemasonry in 
the Dominion. Looking through the Book of Constitution they found 
that in one particular a Craft Lodge was superior to Grand Lodge. It 
was not within the power of Grand Lodge, even if it desired to do so, 
to add to the number of Lodges without the consent of a Craft Lodge. 
That seemed to the Board an absolute anomaly, and they had strongly 
recommended the new rule in order to remove it. At the same time 
the Board recognised the value of local opinion in such matters, an;] 
therefore they laid down the principle that the brethren who desired 
to form a new Lodge must first apply to the local Lodges. It was felt 
that local knowledge was so important that the nearest Lodges should 
have a voice in the matter. But it was also felt that those who were 
refused what they asked for had the right to resort to some court of 
appeal — that they should be entitled to appear in Grand Lodge and 
state their reasons for desiring a charter, while the Lodge which re- 
fused its assent should have the corresponding right to state its 
reasons for refusing. Surely there could be nothing fairer. This 
proposal was not singular to the Grand Lodge of New Zealand. In one 
of the American Grand Lodges a similar, question had arisen. Its Board 
of General Purposes reported against the proposal, but the Grand 
Lodge sent it back to the Board with absolute instructions to bring in 
a new constitutional law not merely giving the power to Grand Lodge, 
but actually leaving absolute discretion to the Grand Master. The 
Board were doing their best to place Grand Lodge in the position of 
being the governing body of Freemasonry in New Zealand. 

W. Bro. HAMILTON (Lodge Waitaki, No. 11, Oamaru) said that 
last year in Oamaru some discontents from the two local Lodges ap- 
plied for a recommendation under the old rule. The local Lodges con- 
sidered the position and refused to make the recommendation, as 
there was no ground for forming a new Lodge there. The Lodges 
were in a better position to give an opinion on such a quesiton than 
any Board of General Purposes could be. If the rule were amended a 
good deal of friction would be caused. 

W. Bro. FOOKBS (Lodge Stratford, No. 75) was strongly in fa- 
vour of retaining the old rule. The nearest Lodges must know best. 

R.W. 'Bro. KEESING, P.G.W., thought it was undesirahle to have 
dirty linen washed in Grand Lodge. Such washing-days should be 
held outside Grand Lodge. Besides, if the resolution were carried it

would be taking away one more privilege from the Lodges. The only 
outcome of it would be the planting of an enemy in the midst of 
friendly people. 

R.W. Bro. CORKII.L, Grand Superintendent, held that every Free- 
mason had the right of appeal to Grand Lodge. As the law now stood 
where was the provision for appeal from the decision of the local 
Lodges ? The brethren who had been described as discontents had- 
equal rights with all other brethren, but there was no tribunal to which 
they could appeal. The resolution was a genuine attempt by the 
Board to remove that anomaly. 

W. Bro. FIELD WICK (Lodge Otago, No. 7) asked what the Board 
meant by " Masters and Wardens." Did it mean those officers per- 
sonally, or that they represented a resolution of their Lodge ? 

V.W. Bro. DOUG'ALL said the power resided in the Master and 
Wardens, not in the Lodge. This right came down from ancient times, 
and was a relic of the conservatism which was a conspicuous feature 
of Freemasonry. The Master and Wardens, as he understood it, were 
the individuals concerned, and the Lodge had nothing to do with the 
matter. It was optional with them to consult the brethren, but under 
both our constitution and that of the Grand Lodge of England the 
Master and Wardens were the on;y persons whose assent was required. 
On the general question, he pointed out that the Board had brought 
forward this clause believing that it would be a benefit to the Consti- 
tution to make Grand Lodge a court of appeal in regard to perhaps the 
only question on which brethren had no means of appeal against 
grievances. 

W. Bro. WARREN maintained that the issue of charters had from 
time immemorial been the prerogative of the Grand Master, without 
reference to Grand Lodge at all. Therefore the motion was an en- 
croachment upon what was really a landmark in Freemasonry. 

The M.W .GRAND MASTER did not consider that the proposal 
interfered with any of his prerogatives. He had the power to refuse 
if he saw fit. 

R.W. Bro. HARDY said that what the Board wished to do was to 
save the Lodges from themselves, it was the privilege of every Free- 
mason to appeal to Grand Lodge. If a question arose as to the forma- 
lion of a new Lodge in a district. Grand Lodge would hear both sides 
and then come to a decision. 

The question of the adoption of the resolution was then pitt. 

Ayes 115 

Noes 95 

Majority for 20 

Motion agreed to. 

Grand Lodge then adjourned for luncheon. 
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AFTERNOON SITTING. 



CIRCULAR APPEAL FUNDS. 
Rule 166:— 

6. R.W. Bro. HARDY moved, as recommended by the Board of 
General Purposes, 

1. That Clause 166 of the Book of Constitution be repealed. 

2. That the following Clause be substituted therefor: — "All 

moneys raised by Lodges by means of Circular General Ap- 
peals shall be paid into the Benevolent Fund or into such 
Special Fund as may from time to time be named by the 
Board of Benevolence, and such moneys shall in the first 
place be applied in and towards the specified object for 
which the same respectively were received and when in the 
opinion of the Board the requirement of such objects have 
been satisfied the surplus moneys (if any) shall form part of 
the Benevolent Fund. All moneys raised by Lodges by 
means of Circular Local Appeals shall be paid to and dis- 
tributed by the Lodge ireitiating the Appeal. For the pur- 
poses of this Clause ' Local Appeal' means an appeal con- 
fined to Lodges situated within the district in which the 
Lodge initiating the appeal is situated. AM other appeals 
shall be deemed to be General Appeals." 

R.W. Bro. DOUGALL said the question had arisen whether the 
funds raised by means of Circular Appeals should be controlled by the 
Board of Benevolence or by the Board of General Purposes. The two 
Boards had agreed that the Board of Benevolence was the proper body, 
and the proposed clause had been drafted to give effect to that de- 
cision. 

W. Bro. WILLS (Lodge Leinster, No. 44, Wellington) said his 
Lodge thought that all surplus moneys of the kind mentioned should 
fall automatically into the Fund of Benevolence, and be dealt with by 
Grand Lodge. 

R.W. Bro. HARDY said that in that case the difficulty would be 
that almost every case would have to be reported to Grand Lodge. 
However, as other members of the Board present saw no objection to 
the course proposed by W. Bro. Wills, he would accept it as an addi- 
tion to his motion. 

Motion as amended agreed to. 

OFFICERS IN CHARGE OF DISTRICTS.— " PROVINCIAL GRAND 

MASTERS." 

7. R.W. Bro. DOUGALL moved: — 

1. That the title "Grand Superintendents of Districts" be abol- 
ished and the title " District Grand IVI aster" be substituted 
therefor.

2. That the appointment powers and duties of District Grand^ 

Masters he the same as is prescribed in the Book of Con- 
stitution for Grand Superintendents of Districts. 

3. That the fourth paragraph of Clause 199 of the Book of Con- 

stitution be amended by deleting the word " is" in the third, 
line thereof and inserting the words " and Past Deputy Grand 
Masters and District Grand IVIasters are" after the words- 
"The Deputy Grand Master." 

It had struck him long before he come over to the New Zealand' 
.Constitution that the term " Grand Superintendent" was one which at 
all times required explanation to those who were not acquainted with 
the procedure of Grand Lodge. Since then he had found even 
brethren holding under this Constitution who were not seized with 
the idea that a Grand Superintendent was equal in rank with a Dis- 
trict G'rand Master. Outside New Zealand the term Grand Superin- 
tendent was unknown, and when one of our Superintendents went to- 
foreign parts it was necessary for him to explain what he was before- 
he would be accepted at his true rank. He (the speaker) was a Past 
Grand Superintendent, and also Grand Registrar. liately he was in 
Australia, and he naturally wished to receive credit for his higher 
rank, but he was asked so many questions as to the Superintendency, 
and had to make so many calls upon his Masonic knowledge when ex- 
plaining, that he dropped the rank of Superintendent and relied en- 
tirely upon his Registrarship, which everybody understood. By retain- 
ing the title of Grand Superintendent we were doing injustice to the 
very best men in our Constitution — the men who did the greatest 
amount of work, performed the most onerous duties, and got least 
thanks for -nhat they did. It was our duty to confer upon these men 
any dignity or distinction that was consonant with the Constitution 
and with the general working of the Craft. By giving them the rank 
of District Grand Master we should be placing them in a position which 
would be recognised throughout the Masonic world. The reference to' 
Clause 199 meant that the District Grand Master would have in his 
regalia a gilt chain. We did injustice to our Grand Superintendents, 
because other Constitutions did not recognise them as being the equals 
of Distiict Grand Masters. Tha't one argument should be sufiBcient to- 
show that the time had arrived for giving them the designation and 
the regalia to which they were entitled. 

W. Bro. SALTER (Lodge St. Andrew, No. 32, Wellington) se- 
conded the motion. 

V.W. Bro. HULME thought that while the title was being altered. 
something more dignified than District Grand Master should be chosen. 
He suggested that Provincial Grand Master would be preferable. 

R.W. Bro. DOUGALL said he preferred Provincial Grand Master,, 
but had used District Grand Master in deference to brethren who 
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thought that the tille Provincial Grand Master would raise the debate- 
able question of Provincial Grand Lodges. However, he would alter 
his motion In the direction suggested. 

Motion agreed to. 

R.W. Bro. DOUG'ALL moved that the brethren now entitled to the- 
rank of Past Gi-,-ind Superintendent should receive the rank of Past 
Provincial Grand Master. 

Motion as amended agreed- to. 

HONORARY RANK. 

R.W. Bro. }-i-\...l)Y moved in accordance with a recommendation 
fioni the Board o) General Pur;;0£:es: — 

To amend Rule 1 by adding the following paragraph: — "The 
rank of Past Provincia: Grand Master shall be conferred 
upon any Brother who has held the office of Provincial or 
District Grand Master in New Zealand, under any recognised 
Constitution, upon such Brother becoming a member of 
Grand Lodge." 

Motion secon l"d by V.W. Bro. HOBBS and agreed to. 
DISTRICT BOARDS. 

8. W. Bro. "\\ JIRKN moved the following additions to the Consti- 
tution and Laws: — 

Insert after ]i;!^e 99: — 

District Boards. 

CONSTITUTION.— In each Grand Superintendent's District there shall 
be constituted a District Board consist.ng of all registered Past, 
Masters belonging to Lodges in the District, and of all Masters 
and Wardens of Lodges in the District. The Grand Supreintendent 
shall be the Chairman of the Board, and he may appoint a District 
Secretary. In the absence of the Chairman from any meeting,, 
the Brother holding highest Grand Lodge rank shall act as Chair- 
man or appoint a Brother to preside. 

-OBJECT. — The juimary object of a District Board is to consider the- 
c'aims of, and to select brethren for nomination to the various. 
Grand Offices allocated to its particular District, and generally to- 
discuss matters affecting the welfare of the District. All resolu- 
tions must be communicated to the Board of General Purposes only 
through the medium of the Grand Superintendent, who shall also, 
give effect to any recommendations his Board may make, pro- 
viding they are not inconsistent with the Constitution and Laws 
of Grand Lodge. 
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No District Board shall have power to hear or adjudicate upon 
any subject of ilasonic complaint or irregularity respecting Lodges 
or individual il isons, but it may recommend to the Board of Gen- 
eral Purposes whatever it may deem necessary or advantageous to 
the interests of Lodges, or the better regulation of the District. 

MEETINGS. — District Boards sha'.l meet regularly once a year as soon 
as may be couvenient after the allocation of the Grand Lodge 
Offices, and as far as possible, alternately in the chief centres of 
their respective Districts — the Grand Superintendent to decide 
when and where the Annual Meeting thall be held. He may a"so 
convene the Board at any time when in his opinion it may be 
necessary. 

NOTICE OF MEETINGS.— Upon receipt of a notice from the Grand 
Superintendent calling the Board together, the Master of each 
Lodge shall immediately cause all members of the Board belong- 
ing to his Lod?.- to be notified of the date, time and place of meet- 
ing. Members to receive not less thiiii fourteen days" notice of 
an Annual Meeting, and not less than .^►^ven days' notice of inter- 
mediate Meetinss. 

QUORUM. — At the Vnnual Meeting in D^^tricts containing over 
twenty Lodges, fifteen members shall constitute a quorum; in Dis- 
tricts containing ten and under twenty-cr,e Lodges, nine members 
shall form a quorum, and in districts of under ten Lodges, seven 
members to form a quorum. All questions shall be decided by a 
majority of votes — the presiding officer, in case of equality, having 
a second vote. 

MINUTES. — All proceedings of a District Board shall be entered in a 
Minute Book which shall be in the custody of the Grand Superin- 
tendent, and shall be deemed the property of Grand Lodge. Minutes 
of a'.l Meetings shall be read and confirmed, and signed by the 
Presiding Officer prior to the rising of the Board. 

The brethren, he said, flattered themselves that they elected their 
Grand Lodge officers, but as a matter of fart rhe selection was made by 
the Grand Superintendents. The Lodges nominated, and the Grand 
Superintendent i ec oinmended, and on those recommendations the 
Board of General Purposes acted. The Lod.gea, as a rule, had no 
means of acting in concert. Instances could be cited where old and 
tried Masonic veterans had been superseded by young brethren who 
had more enthusiasm than exjie'rience to recommend them. 'This was 
a question that rather affected the districts indi\ndually than Grand 
Lodge as a whole. The members of Gratid Lodge in a district must 
know better than Grand Lodge in its corporate capacity who were fit 
and proper brethren to occupy the offices allocated to that district. He 
therefore proposed to transfer the responsibility of recommending 
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brethren for Grand Lodge office from the Grand Superintendent to a 
Board composed of all the members of Grand Lodge resident in each 
• district. 

W. Bro. ASHWOOD (Lodge Tutanekai, No. 156, Wellington) se- 
conded the motion. 

M.W. Bro. BINNS thought that if Bro. Warren wished to carry 
the motion he must now alter the words " District Boards" to " Pro- 
vincial Boards." If that were done they would come very near to Pro- 
vincial Grand Lodges. If Grand Lodge was prepared to erect Provin- 
cial Grand Lodges he was willing to agree, but he had tried a move in 
that direction two or three years ago and had been defeated. This 
motion, however, aimed at Provincial Grand Lodges with only limited 
powers, and that he objected to. 

R.W. Bro. HARDY said that the motion proposed a very grave 
change. He moved hs an amendment that the matter he referred to 
the Board of General Purposes for consideration and report. 

W. Bro. WARREN said that he would person illy prefer that the 
Board should take the matter into consideration, and would be only 
too happy to accept the nmendment. 

Question referred aofoi dingly. 

R.W. Bro. McDOUGALL suggested that the Board should take 
into account the position of the smaller districts. Hawke's Bay, for 
instance, contained nino lodges, and was 200 miles in length. If he 
were to convene a meeting in Napier to consider the merits of candi- 
dates for the offices allotted to the district he was afraid that there 
would not be a quorum. Unless the Board was prepared to allot very 
much more important offices to the smaller districts, so as to arouse 
interest and stimulate ambition it would be almost impossible to get 
a meeting. 

R.W. Bro. PCV'-EY, President of the Boavfl, premised to bear 
the point in mind. 

CENTRALISATION. 

W. Bro. ANDERSOX (Lodge Harvey, No. 49, Gore) had glvea 
notice to move — 

That Rule 6 of the Constitution be altered to read: — "The Office 
of Grand Lodge shall be permanently located in the City of Wellington, 
after the 1st May, 1910, and the meetings of the Boards of General 
Purposes and Benevolence shall be held In that City after that date. 
The members of those Boards who reside beyond a radius of 20 miles 
from the City of Wellington shall thereafter be paid a sum equal to 
their travelling fares by the nearest route to that City for the meet- 
Inge of the Boards in the months of January, April, July, and October 
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in each year, or such other meetings of the Boards held in the City 
of Wellington as the Grand Master may direct; Providing, etc. (the 
same wording as at present to the end of the rule). 

Bro. ANDERSON said lie recognised that he had no chance oE 
carrying the motion this year, and therefore he would aslc leave to 
withdraw it. He had not altered his views, but had heard opinions 
expressed which led him to think that the matter had better be held 
over for a year or two longer. He was satisfied that the time was 
not far distant when it would be necessary to have a permanent office, 
though the Communications of Grand Lodge would still be peripatetic. 
Motion, by leave, withdrawn. 

ORDINARY NOTICES OF MOTION. 
MASTER MASONS' CERTIFICATES. 

W. Bro. WARREN moved— 

"That the Board of General Purposes direct that a new Master 
Mason's Grand Lodge Certificate be designed by experienced draughts- 
men in conformity with the distinguishing characteristics of Masonic 
symbolism in general, and of the Dominion of New Zealand in particu- 
lar, and that copper plate engravings of the same executed by expert 
artists on the best quality vellum be procured at Home or Abroad, 
for future issue to newly raised Brethren." 

The inferiority of the work on the present form of certificate was 
patent. It was almost a fac-simile of the certificate issued by the 
Grand Lodge of South Australia, and was essentially Australian in its 
character and design. The coat of arms was distinctly Australian, 
and had nothing whatever to do with this Dominion — there was no- 
thing at all to show nationality. The quarterings were altered in 
a way he could not at all understand. Then the huui.mg "The Grand 
Lodge of New Zealand of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons" was 
very doubtful grammar. Our official title was "The Grand Lodge of 
Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of New Zealand." The design of 
the columns was lacking in originality. The dtsiguer evidently had 
no knowledge of the rudiments of perspective drawing, and his light 
and shade were deplorable. The column which was supposed to he 
Doric showed two faces, and the portion ahove its capital showed only 
one face. As a matter of fact both portions should be square on. 
Grand Lodge should not be afraid to spend £200, if necessary to get 
a design which it could be proud of. The expenditure would be justi- 
fied, seeing that a Mason's certificate was the most important docu- 
ment he could possess. The Board of General Purposes should make 
an effort to get a design not only of a truly Masonic character, but 
also national in its features. 

R.W. Bro. CORKILL seconded the motion. 
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The M.W. GRAND MASTER said it had given him great pleasure 
to sign many hundred certificates, but it had given him the greatest 
agony to looli; at the certificates. 

Motion, agreed to. 

BOARDS OP ENQUIRY. 

W. Bro. SCHWARTZ (Lodge Ulster, No. 62, Petone) moved— 
"That the Grand Lodge of New Zealand directs the establishment 
of Boards of Enquiry throughout the Dominion of New Zealand for 
the purpose of making enquiries into the fitness or otherwise of can- 
didates for Initiation into Freemasonry." 

He did not desire that the finding of a Board of Enquiry should 
be binding upon a lodge; it should only be in the nature of a recom- 
mendation. There ought to be in the Grand Secretary's office a record 
-of the names of the candidates proposed in all parts of the Dominion. 
He linew that at the present time there were brethren in our lodges 
who had been blackballed In one district but had removed elsewhere 
and found an entrance into the Craft, partly for want of knoweldge 
that they had been refused initiation in the place of their former resi- 
dence. Boards of Enquiry should be general all over the Dominion, 
and the information obtained by one board should be available to 
others. 

W. Bro. JOHNSTON (Lodge Mokihinui, No. 96) seconded the 
■lotion. 

V.W. Bro HOBBS said that Christohurch had a Board of Enquiry 
which had been as successful in its operations as any such hoard could 
be. To be thoroughly successful a board needed the almost unanimous 
support of the lodges in its district, otherwise they were of little use. 
In country districts It was impossible to work a Board so satisfactorily 
jis in the cities, for it was difficult to get a common meeting-place 
for scattered lodges, and also, when the members did meet, to get a 
general knowledge of men living 20, 30, or 40 miles away. Therefore 
the proposal was not feasible as a mandatory direction from Grand 
Liodge. Wlhere they could be set up by general consent of the lodges 
Boards of Enquiry were of the greatest possible value, but the time 
liad not arrived when It could be laid down as a mandate that there 
must be such boards. 

W. Bro. BALLINGER (Lodge Robert Burns, No. 139) thought that 
•districts should take the matter up for themselves, irrespective ol 
■Grand Lodge. He agreed that the Christchuroh Board had worked 
aiost successfully. 

R.W. Bro. HARDY hoped the mover would alter the word "directs" 
to "approves." He believed that in the towns these hoards were very 
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successful. But he lived in the country, and he maintained that he 
had the right to say who was going to come into his lodge. He did 
not wish to submit to any board the question of who should become 
a member of his lodge, and he objected to Grand Lodge directing what 
he should do in the matter. 

W. Bro. SCHWARTZ agreed to substitute the word "approves." 

W. Bro. the Rev. W. C. WOOD thought there was a danger, wliere 
Boards of Enquiry existed, of the brethren giving little personal atten- 
tion to candidates for Freemasoni-y, because they trusted to the boards 
doing all that was necessary. On more than one occasion he had 
heard brethren express surprise that such and such a person had been 
admitted, and state that they had heard nothing about his candidature. 
R.W. Bro. Hardy had hit the nail on the head wlhen he indicated that 
every individual brother should consider himself a member of ons 
great board of enquiry. 

Motion as amended agreed to. 

W. AND O. AND A. M. FUND. 

M.W. Bro. XICCOL. (Grand Secretary) presented the following 
table showing the contributions to the W. and O. and A. M. Fund for 
the period from 1st April, 1906, to the 4th May, 1908: — 



Bro. NICCOL, explained that it had been found necessary to take 
in this two year period because some lodges, especially in the Can- 
terbury district, had begun their special efforts before the commence- 
ment of the year just ended, so that it would be unfair to give a return 
extending over only one year. There was still a considerable sum to 
come in, and he anticipated that the total for the past year alone 
would be about £4000. The object -n-hich tlie :\I W. Grand Master 
had in view when he suggested that a special effort should be made, 
namely, the doubling of the fund, had been almost accomplished. Two 
years ago there was £5600 in hand, and now there was £10,600. 

The M.W. GRAND MASTER: Let me again express my deep 
tliankfulness and pride over the splendid response which has been 
made to my appeal to the Craft. I speak of my pride and satisfaction, 
but of course the great thing is to see what the New Zealand Constitu- 
tion is capable of. It also means a great deal for the poor and neces- 
sitous, and the widows and orphans in years to come. 
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Wiaows' and orphans' and Aged Masons' Fund.

THE MASONIC GRAND LODGE. 

The annual communication of the New Zealand Grand Lo^ge of 
Freemasons is an event of very considerable interest to a very large 
number of our worthiest citizens. And very rightly so ! Making all 
allowance for the natural infirmities of human organisation and re- 
cognising, in the words of the Grand Master Lord Plunket, that " weak 
brethren, careless ones, and even bad, there must be in every com- 
munity," Masonry may justly claim that it has had a humanising and 
ennobling influence wherever it has become established in chartered 
order. "In practically every civilised country and even in countries 
which are struggling into civilisation, grand lodges of greater or less 
standing in the Masonic world have been established, while lodges 
connected with parent bodies are to be found in the furthermost 
corners of the earth. With the differences existing between some of 
the grand lodges the New Zealander has very little concern, for the 
United Kingdom is the home and stronghold of the ancient orders, 
and the New Zealand Grand Lodge has received its lore diiectly from 
the unsullied fountain heads. Whatever may be thought of the origin 
and foundation of the Masonic institution; whether it was born under 
Chaldean stars or under the cloudier skies of Mediaeval Europe; 
whether it was in its beginning a league whose members sheltered 
truth and fostered art and science against the perils of barbarism and 
tyranny of despots, or whether it was only a great craft-guild whose 
travelling members used it for mutual assistance and protection when 
Right and Might were oftener opposed than allied; does not affect its 
relations with human society to-day. Wherever it comes from, how- 
ever it first took root among us, we know that it grew and gathered 
strength and has earned the devotion of countless thousands and 
the respect of uncounted millions, in that Britain which was for 
so long the only country in the world wherein men could speak 
and think as they would; and that from the home of its adoption 
it spread far and wide among the nations and has been carried 
wherever they went by wandering or co'onisiug Englishmen. 
Which should teach us all. Masons and non-Masons, that 
there is an inherent and instinctive sympathy !)fitwe'?n the British 
peoples and Masonry as we have it, and that it has iloiirished among 
us like the green bay tree because it meets in a peculiar fuMhion some 
craving of the British character. Nor is that craving doubtful or Ihe 
relation mysterious. Behind all its symbolising and its rituals, Ma- 
sonry carries an appeal to all that is highest and best in the heart of 
the Northern races; to their charity and to their loyalty, to 
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their desire for truth, and to their passion for order, to 
their longing to stand side by side with all men who accept 
the same ideals and seek the same aspirations, to the fundamental 
democracy which would bind kings and peasants into one great 
brotherhood of virtue, and to the ineradicable belief that (>very man 
must seek the truth for himself. It is this which has made Masonry 
great — not the mere form of it, however impressive, but the living 
faith and truth of it which through that form has won entry mA ad- 
mission to the innermost circle of men's most sacred" thoughts. 

Every human institution must be tested by Its fruits, and is so 
tested — not by human criticism, naturally imperfect, naturally prone 
to exaggerate the apparent and to overlook the actual, but by ..he 
never-failing and inexorable judgment of Time. And among many 
things that are failing to-day, among many ancient institutions \\hich 
are falling into decay, many great influences which no loiiger exert 
their old authority, none will class Masonry. The bread+h and toler- 
ance which make it possib'e for Jew and Gentile, New Zealander and 
Chinaman, Russian and Japanese and American, to join togethar in 
unpretentious fraternity and recognise one another as members of a 
common humanity have not brought it to the ground. 'S\Tiile classes 
are antagonising one another and nations hating one another, and 
races preparing for life-and-death struggles. Masonry still sees in its 
lodges men of every class, creed, colour, and condition. The man must 
be prejudiced indeed who cannot perceive that in the lesson thus 
silent'.y taught, in the unpretentious inculcation which enters thus 
into human life and moulds with unceas'ng pressiire the thoughts of 
men, there is much that is good; and the persistence and unaltering 
strength of Masonry shows that the work it does is not only felt but 
appreciated, even in this changing and unsettled generaton. And if 
we come to examine the matter it must be borne in upon ub that 
Masonry gives to its members and through its members to the niition 
and to the world, something moi'c than mere fellowship and fraternity. 
Charity is good and felowship is good, but these things of themselves 
do not wholly meet the need of modern society — and Masonry incul- 
cates furthermore the self-discipline and the self-subordination to 
simple law and essential order, without which the civilised world must 
perish. The Grand Master of New Zealand Masons followed ancient 
precedent in impressing this upon the brethren, and if we look around 
the world we can easily see that it is a phase of the order which pro- 
foundly affects civil organisation and political lite, "mierevev Ma- 
sonry is strong, order is strong; wherever Englishmen go to establish 
justice and affirm the right of the humblest to live unmolested they 
carry with them Masonic insftutions; and wherever alien nation.^ and 
alien races begin to feel the need for better and freer institutions 
their pioneers iiistinct-vely turn to Masonry for help, sympathy. ;ind 
support. We mi,t;hl ess readily commend the Masonic order for ils 
l;nown and admitted virtues were it not that thci-e who hold its h'srhtst 
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offices are never backward in pointing out that its members ever tend 
to fall short of its ideals. But though its ideals are so lofty that men 
can hardly live up to them, we all know that It is the striving after 
unattainable ideals which moves humanity upward and onwards. We' 
may rightly judge Masonry, as we should judge every human institu- 
tion, not by the shortcomings of individual men, but by the evident 
result of its existence. And as we have pointed out. Masonry stands 
the test of Time; and because of its existence and its influence the 
world is a better, a braver, and a safer world.

MASONIC. 



A very large number of the Masonic delegates who attended the re- 
cent Grand Lodge communication in Auckland returned this morning by 
the Rarawa, the berthing accommodation of the ship again being se- 
verely taxed. From one of the New Plymouth members we learn that the 
visitors had a splendid time in Auckland notwithstanding the wet and 
stormy weather which prevailed during the first two days. Most of the 
visitors from other parts of the Dominion arrived In Auckland on 
Monday and Tuesday. Those who followed by the Rotoiti on Tuesday 
night from New Plymouth did not reach Onehunga till Wednesday 
afternoon, and consequently were absent from the first business sit- 
ting of the Grand Lodge. 

The Auckland brethren had for months past been preparing for 
this \i>-!f;-(-i.'>i, .'prl a very complete programme was the resiTlt. On 
Tuesday night Lodge Ponsonby No. 54 held Its installation In the Free- 
masons' Hall, Princes-street, the building being crowded. On Wed- 
nesday afternoon the Grand Lodge was called to order in the Royal 
Albert Hall, the Most Worshipful Grand Master, Lord Plunket, pre- 
siding. During the afternoon the reports of the Boards of General 
Purposes, Benevolence, and Widows' and Orphans' and Aged Masons' 
funds were presented, considered in detail and disposed of. In the 
evening the Installation of the Most Worshipful Grand Master and of 
the Pro-Grand Master R.W. O. Nicholson, of Auckland, took place in 
the Royal Albert Hall, which had been handsomely decorated for the 
occasion. The accredited representatives of foreign Grand Lodges 
were in attendance, and the Grand Lodge of New South Wales was 
specially represented by the V.W. Rev. Feilding, who had journeyed 
specially from Sydney for the purpose. The Provincial Grand Lodges 
of the English, Irish, and Scottish constitutions were also In attend- 
ance. It was estimated that about one thousand brethren were pre- 
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sent on this occasion, but an official announcement in one of the Auck- 
land papers of the following day gave the number as one thousand four 
hundred and eighty. Thursday was again fully occupied with busi- 
ness, the Grand Lodge sitting in the Freemasons' Hall, Princes-street. 
During tte day the Grand Secretary presented a return showing the 
result of the special effort which has been made during the last fifteen 
months in aid of the Widows' and Orphans' and Aged Masons' Funds. 
This movement was Inaugurated as the result of an appeal made by 
the Grand Master to the Board of General Purposes that steps should 
be taken to largely increase the capital sum (at that time £6000) 
standing at the credit of the fund. The Grand Secretary was able to 
announce that although there 'was still a substantial sum to come in, 
no less an amount than £4662 had been received In excess of the or- 
dinary revenue of the fund for the period- Lord Plunket expressed 
his great satisfaction with the result of the effort and thanked the 
Brethren for the cordial and practical manner In which they had re- 
sponded to his suggestion. 

When the question of the place of meeting for the Annual Com- 
munication of 1909 came up for consideration the Provincial Grand 
Master of TaranakI submitted the invitation of the Ngamotu Lodge No. 
48 that the gathering should be held at New Plymouth. This was 
supported by the Provincial Grand Masters of Wellington and Hawke's 
Bay, and was agreed to by the unanimous vote of the Grand Lodge. 

The order paper for consideration was a lengthy one and contained 
several proposals calculated to provoke much discussion, but through 
the tactful and capable chairmanship of the Grand Master unnecessary 
eloquence was curbed and a good deal of needless debate avoided, the 
business being thus completed at the unexpectedly early hour of 4.30. 

In the evening the Auckland Brethren entertained the visitors 
from other districts at a reception social and dance in the Albert Hall, 
the Grand Master and Lady Plunket both being present About 1200 
guests of both sexes attended- The scene fwas a very striking one. 
After the Grand Master had entered in procession he took up his posi- 
tion on a dais with Lady Plunket by his side and the guests passed in 
order of Masonic rank, each gentleman being accompanied by a lady 
and being presented to Lord and Lady Plunket as they passed. The 
handshaking process must have been a very trjang one to Lady Plun- 
ket, who had travelled from Rotorua in order to be present at this 
function. A conversazione followed, after which there was an excel- 
lent supper and then the usual dance, the gathering being continued 
until about 3 a.m. 

On Friday morning Grand Officers were photographed, and at 10 
o'clock a very large number -were taken In four-horse brakes for a long 
drive around the beautiful suburbs of Auckland. In the afternoon 
their Excellencies Lord and Lady Plunket gave a garden party at Go- 
vernment House, which iwas attended by a very large number of in- 
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vited guests, all of whom were received by the host and hostess on 
the lawn in front of the house. The band of the Auckland Mounted 
Rifles provided an excellent programme, and afternoon tea and re- 
fresihments on a bounteous scale were served in several of the large 
apartments of the residence. In the evening there were various at- 
tractions, the chief among which being Julius Knight's Company at 
His Majesty's Theatre, where hundreds of people were turned away 
through lack of room. On Saturday afternoon the Auckland lodges 
gave a harbour excursion, when the steamer Kestrel took about 1200 
ladies and gentlemen for a three hours' trip around the hafbour, visit- 
ing several of the beautiful bays and islands, the objects of interest 
being pointed out by representative brethren. A good band and re- 
freshments served by an eflScient corps of waiters and waitresses con- 
tributed to the afternoon's enjoyment. 

In the evening a number of the Grand Oflicers and representatives 
were the guests of the Auckland Savage Club on the occasion of the 
celebration of their 21st anniversary. The function proved an interest- 
ing and pleasant one. The Savages themselves were in strong force, 
and among the visitors were Savages from Dunedin, Christchurch, and 
Blenheim, as well as a number of the original Members of the Club 
who assisted in its formation in 1887. This club has a particularly 
good orchestra, and the whole of the items on the programme were 
rendered in first-class style- Rangatira. Reid presided, and during 
the evening read letters of apology from the Governor (who had gone 
to Kawau for a few days) and other notabilities, and a cable message 
just received from London from two of the oldest members of the club. 

On Sunday morning a good number of Brethren attended service 
at St. Matthew's Church, where the sermon was preached by the Rev. 
Bro. Fellding, of New South Wales. 

Many of the Southerners are accompanied by their wives and 
daughters, and not a few have taken advantage of the opportunity of 
visiting Rotorua. Others return by the East Coast and Main Trunk 
line. A further contingent will reach New Plymouth by the Penguin 
to-morrow morning.

TO THE M.W. THE GRAND MASTER. 

MOST WORSHIPFUL AND DEAR BROTHER,— 

The past year has been in the Hawke's Bay and Gisborne District 
one of marked progress. At no time has the outlook been brighter or 
more reassuring. 

There is now practically uniformity of working in this District as 
to ritual, and I record with pleasure that a spirit of zealous emulation 
animates the Lodges in regard to a high standard of work generally. 
The wisdom of a Lodge in choosing its officers niay be most easily 
tested by observing the service of the Deacons. Upon these officers 
falls much of the responsibility of degree work, and I/Odges possessing 
zealous and able Deacons may always look forji^ard with confidence to 
the future. Judged by this standard the Lodges in my District are 
fortunate. 

I must also again express my appreciation of the good fortune of 
those Lodges in the possession of able and painstaking secretaries. 

This District has responded favourably to the special appeal made 
by you. M.W. Grand Master, on behalf of the Aged Masons' and Widows 
and Orphans' Fund. The method adopted in this District took the 
form of a resolution, passed at a meeting of representatives of Lodges, 
to the effect that for two years each Lodge at its annual Installation 
would, as is customary, take a collection in aid of the fund, and to the 
sum so contributed add from the Lodge funds such an amount as would 
bring up the total to 5s. per head per member of the Lodge. The 
desir'^ "f f^io Brethren to warmly assi'^1 in tbp 3ii<rmo"tat'"i of the 
fund Is well shown by the cordiality with which at the annual instal- 
lation gatherings my appeals on its behalf are received. 

It gratifies me to be able to report that the feeling towards Grand 
Lodge manifested by all Lodges is of the most cordial description. 
This Is always strongly borne in upon me by the kindly and fraternal 
welcome invariably extended to me as the official representative of 
Grand Lodge. The same fraternal feeling is also manifested to^fards 
those other representatives of Grand Lodge who accompany and co- 
operate with me at installation gatherings. In this connection I de- 
sire to acknowledge useful aid cheerfully given by P.M. Bro. de Lisle, 
P.J.G.W.; PM. Bro. Gibbons, P.J.G.D.; P.M. Bro. Sinclair, G.P.; and 
P.M. Bros. T. Morgan and T. Hobson. 

In my last report I referred pointedly to one Lodge In which 
friction existed. Considerable correspondence from me to the Lodge 
resulted, and in speaking of this in last year's report, I stated that this 
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correspondence "waB read to the Brethren." As a matter of fact this 
was an assertion of too sweeping a character, although at the time it 
was made I had the strongest grounds for regarding it as accurate. It 
was subsequently shown that with regard to some of the correspon- 
dence only a few Past Masters were made acquainted with its full con- 
tents, and that with regard to those portions actually read in Lodge 
there were present at the time of such reading only a very few 
members of the Lodge. I was in error, therefore, in assuming that 
what was in progress iwas officially made known to all the members of 
the Lodge. I should not refer here to the fact only that some members 
of the Lodge who did not know the nature of all the correspondence 
felt aggrieved, on the ground that my summary of the position! in- 
volved that the whole Lodge was to blame. To those members I 
tender my regret that I should have seemed to misrepresent their posi- 
tion. I am 'happy to add that this Lodge is now working harmoniously 
and fraternally. It has much work that will occupy it for a long time 
to come, and its future bids fair to be happy and prosperous. 

During the year Lodge Bedford, No- 25, built a new Lodge-room 
of ample dimensions, and this was formally consecrated according to 
antient usage. M.W. Bro. Herbert J. Williams, P.G.M., presided at the 
ceremony, and was assisted by R-W. Bro. Fletcher, Grand Superin- 
tendent of Wellington, and by myself. The zeal of Lodge Bedford in 
providing for itself such a fine meeting place is extremely creditable 
to the Brethren. 

As another noteworthy event, I may mention that this year Lodge 
Scinde, No. 5, completes its fiftieth year as a Lodge. The celebration 
of its jubilee will take place, as I am at present advised, in October 
next. The Brethren have been promised, and confidently expect, the 
cordial co-operation of Grand Lodge, and are making arrangements for 
entertaining a large number of visiting Brethren from all parts of the 
Dominion.

MOST WORSHIPFUL AND DEAR BROTHER,— 

The year has been an uneventful one, but I think the returns will 
shofw an increased nett memibership. I have visited each Lodge once 
or oftener, and attended all Installations save one where local condi- 
tions rendered it inexpedient for me to be present. Experience hav- 
ing proved how difficult it is for a Superintendent to make a proper 
examination of the books when attending ceremonial gatherings, I 
have this year made it my business to inspect on other occasions, 
when more time has been available, and think that the opportunity 
thus afforded for friendly criticism or commendation will have a good 
effect and lead to improvement in some cases where needed. Two of 
the Lodges have departed from their former practice by holding their 
installation festivities in hotel premises, an innovation which I think 
is much to be regretted. Where, as is the case in every Lodge centre 
in Taranaki, other excellent accommodation an* catering are to be 
had, it seems, to me at least, inadvisable that Freemasons' Lodges 
should entertain their guests on licensed premises. In each instance 
it has been necessary for the Lodge to make a formal application to 
the Licensing Committee for leave to be granted to the licensee t» 
permit portions of his house to be used after hours. Although an ab- 
stainer, I am no bigot nor prohibitionist, but I sympathise with those 
Brethren in the Lodges referred to who object to what has been done. 
Grand Lodge will be moved to consider this matter. 

The special appeal in aid of the Widows and Orphans' and Aged 
Masons' Fund has been responded to by a total subscription of some- 
thing over £100 from this District. Some of the Lodges have done 
their share, but others have not, in one or two cases through stress of 
circumstances. 

The Board of Enquiry In New Plymouth continues its excellent 
work, and its investigations are often far-reaching and very thorough. 

As in the past, it has been a pleasant task to correspond with 
Grand Lodge OflSce, and our M^W- Bro.

I have the honour of again submitting to you my Annual Report 
on the condition of Freemasonry in the Wellington District during the 
past twelve months. 

The year just ended has been one of considerable progress and 
Masonic advancement in the District over which I have the honour to 
exercise supervision. I have officially visited every Lodge (some of 
them twice) under my charge, now numbering thirty (30), the largest 
District in the Dominion, and as the Representative of Grand Lodge, I 
have on all occasions been most cordially received and kindly wel- 
comed, which compensates in no small degree for the great amount of 
time spent and long journeys undertaken in the performance of the 
duties attached to the office of Grand Superintendent of such a large 
district as Wellington has now become. 

I have been invited, and in almost every instance have had the 
honour to conduct the Installations, the local Brethren rendering able 
and valuable assistance. 

During my visitations I seized the opportunity of examining the 
Books and Records of Lodges, and have to compliment the Secretaries 
on the capable and painstaking manner in which they carry out their 
important duties. 

I had the honour, rwith the assistance of P.G.M. Bro. H. J. Wil- 
liams, of Consecrating and Dedicating a fine new hall, 'built by the 
Brethren of Lodge Rongotea, in April last; the suitability of the build- 
ing was commented on by me in my last report 

On October 29th, 1907, I had the honour, M. Wor. Grand Master, 
of accompanying you to Martinborough, on the occasion of the opening 
Lodge Waihenga. No. 150. The function passed off successfully, and the 
Brethren evinced much satisfaction at your presence. The new Lodge 
was started under the most favourable conditions, the Brethren having 
built a very substantial hall for their meetings. The district is a 
thriving one, and good material is available. 

A Petition for a Charter was received by me from a number of 
Brethren at Island Bay, a suburb of Wellington, to establish a Lodge 
there; it was highly recommended by Lodge Hinemoa, Nou 122, and 
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after consideration I recommended the same to Grand Lodge. A war- 
rant of Constitution having been granted, Lodge Tutanekai, No. 156, 
was regularly Constituted and Consecrated, on January 29th, 1908. I 
was commissioned to perform the requisite ceremony, and again liad 
the able assistance of M.W. P-G.M. Bro. Williams, and other Grand 
'JgOdge Officers; great enthusiasm was shown and the Lodge was 
launched on its Masonic career under the most favouraljle auspices. 

The Brethren of Lodge Manawatu Kilwinning, Palmerston North, 
are just completing the construction of a handsome building for the 
purposes of Freemasonry in that town. The Consecration has been 
arranged to take place early next month. I have been commissioned 
by you to perform the Ceremony in your unavoidable ahsence. 

The Special Appeal which Your Excellency has promoted on be- 
half of the Benevolent Fund of Grand Lodge has, I believe, received 
ready response throughout this District, and I am led to hope that a 
substantial addition to that Fund will result. 

On my visits to Lodges, I have constantly draiwn the attention of 
the Officers and Brethren to the necessity of exercising care in select- 
ing candidates who present themselves for admission into the Crafit, 
and I believe the interests of Freemasonry are being protected in this 
direction. 

loyalty to Grand Lodge is everywhere being manifested by the 
Rtil€rs of tire Craft, and I am glad to report that peace aSd harmony 
have prevailed throughout the district during the year. 1 trust this 
happy state of affairs may continue to exist. 

A year of most pleasant official relations has ended, a year to me, 
in which new friendships have been formed and old ones cemented. 
The hearty welcome received from the Brethren that I come in con- 
tact with, is a source of satisfaction and happiness to me. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my best thanks to those Wor. 
Brethren who have at all times, whenever possible, rendered me 
valuable assistance by help and advice, especially M.W. Bro. H. .1.

In submitting this, my first report ' on the condition of Free- 
masonry in this District, I have the pleasure to inform you that the 
Lodges, without exception, are making very substantial progress, and 
from my own personal observations can compliment the oflScers of 
the various Lodges for the interest and zeal exhibited in the work. 

I have had the privilege and pleasure of attending and presiding 
at the Installation meetings of all the Lodges under my supervision, 
with one exception, that of Lodge Unanimity, of Blenheim, but am 
pleased to state that on my visit to Lodges Havelock and Waitohi 
for the purpose of presiding at the Installation meetings of those 
Lodges, I was able to attend the regular monthly meeting of Lodge 
Unanimity on March 20th, and wish to avail myself of this opportunity 
of returning my sincere thanks to the Brethren in general of the 
different Lodges for their cordial reception and kindly expressed 
wishes. 

In reviewing the progress made during the year, one incident 
has occurred that will commend itself to all who wish to see the true 
spirit of Freemasonry carried out. I refer to the brotherly spirit 
shown by the members of Lodge Southern Star, Nelson, English Con- 
stitution, who formulated a scheme, whereby Lodge Victory, No. 
40, N.Z.C.. was enabled to purchase one-half share of their commo- 
dious and ilasonically-fltted hall, under the most liberal terms, and, 
as a. consequence, the reproach that has existed for many years 
past of two Masonic Lodges in the same town meeting in different 
places, has now been wiped out, and there is every indication of the 
two Lodges in particular working together with the greatest harmony 
and goodwill. 

Another pleasing feature was the information gleaned during my 

visits of the activity shown by Lodges Havelock and Waitohi to 

acquire property of their own, freed from the trammels usually 

existing when a Masonic Lodge is compelled to b):-e rooms, very 
often unfitted for our purposes. 

Lodge Havelock now possesses a very suitable building for the 
purposes of Lodge meetings all but free from debt^ wbile with 
regard to Lodge Waitohi, that Lodge has the proud satisfaction of 
knowing their hall is absolutely free. The foregoing results in- 
dicating enthusiasm on the part of Officers and Brethren that de- 
vjpives every commendation. 
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Lodge St. Cuthbert, Collingwood, our youngest branch ef hardly 

three years' existence, is at the present time seriously discussing 
ways and means of providing a building more suitable for their 
purposes than their present rented one, and from information lately 
received there is every probability of this, becoming an acconiplisbed 
fact in the near future. 

Lodge Walrau, of Blenheim, has during the past year made con- 
siderable additions to their property, further increasing the comforts 
and conveniences of the members attending Lodge meetings. 

Upon receipt of the printed reports of the proceedings of Grand 
Lodge for 1906-7, I immediately issued a circular letter to the Wor. 
Masters of all the Lodges in the distict, calling attention to the 
amount of contributions that had been forwarded for the previous 
year by this district as a whole tO' the W. and O. and A.M. Fund, 
also directing their attention to the special effort to be made to 
considerably augment the above Fund during this year. 

I received notifications from all the Lodges without exception, 
that every effort would be made to further this worthy object. 

I desire to return my sincere thanks to my predecessor, R. 
Wor. Bro. J. Connolly, who kindly invested me with the insignia of 
oflace as Grand Superintendent of Nelson and Marlborough at the 
installation meeting of Lodge Wairau, in June of last year, prac- 
tically introducing me to the Brethren, for his courtesy and general 
Information as to the duties of the oflBce, also to many distinguished 
and experienced Brethren who have so kindly assisted me at the 
various functions throughout the year. 

Although the work of the year has been marked by the large 
number of new candidates proposed for membership, I am given to 
understand that every precaution is being exercised to accept those 
only who are actuated by the best of motives and likely to reflect 
honour on our choice. 

We have to mourn the loss by death of our late respected Brother, 
W. Bro. Stead Ellis, of Lodge Victory, who has recently passed away 
from his earthly labours. Wor. Bro. Stead Ellis was one of the 
first members who formed Lodge Victory, and for many years past 
had been one of our most consistent and regular attendants, ever 
cheerful and wilJing to assist in the work at either instruction or 
the regular monthly meetings of the Lodge. 

In conclusion, I have been greatly impressed by the manner in 
which the ritual work is so efficiently performed by the Wor. Mas- 
ters and Officers, a fact which augurs well for the future welfare 
of the Craft in this district in particular.

I have been privileged to visit nearly all the Lodges in the dis- 
trict at least once, with some exceptions, in which cases I have 
been again indebted to M.W. Bros, the Pro-Grand Master and Grand 
Secretary for ever ready help courteously and willingly afforded. 

In those cases where time permitted I have duly inspected the" 
books of the Lodges, and have pleasure in testifying to the careful 
and correct manner in which all are kept. I have not always been 
able to devote the requisite time for such purpose, and it se<?ms to 
me that if it was the intention of Grand Lodge to have a thorough 
inspection made every year of all the books of Lodges, some further 
provision is required to make it operative. I have, however, -not the 
slightest reason for thinking that any such course is necesoury in 
this province. 

During the year St. Augustine No. 4 lost, by death, one ot its 
early members (and a nephew of its first Master) W. Bro. W. H. 
Gundry, a P.D.G.M. of the D.G.L. of Canterbury, E.C., who had but 
recently rejoined his mother Lodge. Our late Brother devoted a very 
large part of his time and undoubted ability to furthering the in- 
terests of Freemasonry in this province for some years, and a large 
number of Brethren attended the Funeral Lodge held In compliance 
with one of his last requests. 

In January I journeyed to Akaroa at the special invitation of the 
Phoenix Lodge to open a new refectory. 1 found the Brethren had 
erected a fine large room, well furnished and adapted for their pur- 
pose, and better still, free of debt, and I had much pleasure in 
congratulating ithem on their unselfi'sh efforts to further the in- 
terests of their Lodge. During the evening the officers exemplified 
the ceremony of the Third Degree in excellent style. 

Several of the Lodges in this province who were previously 
under the parent Constittitions are anxious to get possession of their 
old charters, and I should be glad if this could be arranged. As far 
as I can ascertain, none of those which were at one time under the 
Grand Lodge of England have received back these mementoes of 
old associations. 
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The good work of the Boards of Enquiry and Casual Relief is 
being carefully carried on, and it Is with much gratification that I 
am able to report that candidates joining our fraternity are only 
such as -will reflect credit upon It. — Long may It so continue. 

During the last month I have transmitted to you a Petition 
for a new Lodge It Is proposed to establish in Christchurch under 
the designation of " Civic." The names of many earnest and en- 
thusiastic craftsmen were appended thereto. I have confidence that 
this new body will commence work under the most favourable 
auspices. 

The Masters and Past Masters Lodge, No. 130, has continued it"? 
CTeer of usefulness during the past year. Under the fostering care 
of Its LP.M., W. Bro. Cuming (during the absence of the W.M. In 
England) many interesting lectures and debates have been held. 
Whilst the attendances have much improved, it is stilT a matter for 
regret that more of the younger Brethren do not take full advantage 
of such an excellent opportunity of acquiring Masonic knowledge. 

The question of unity has been before the Brethren on more than 
one occasion, and in more than one place in the last twelve months; 
and I am satisfied that if the method had been easier, or at least 
more definitely laid down, large accessions would have been made to 
our Grand Lodge. 

W.O. AND A.M. AUGMENTATION FUND.— The Lodges have well 
responded to the appeal made in this matter, and when the final 
results are made known I am hopeful that this district will be shown 
to have done its share. No effort has been wanting on the part 
of the Brethren forming the Committee and Its two secretaries to 
bring the affair to a successful issue. 

In conclusion, I am pleased to have this opportunity of tendering 
my heartfelt ...anks for the help so willingly given by present and 
past Grand Officers in the district, and to the hospitality extended 
to me by the Brethren in the country. The work in this large dis- 
trict has been materially lightened by these courtesies at all times.

M. WOR. AND DEAR BROTHER,— 

I have the honour to submit the following report on the condition 
of Freemasonry in the Lodges under my jurisdiction. 

With one exception the Lodges have made steady and solid pro- 
gress during the year. As a whole the officers are capable, faithful, 
and enthusiastic, due attention is paid to Ritual, and the greatest 
care is exercised in the admission of members. In this connection 
I am glad to report that Lodge Robert Burns has raised the initiation 
fee from five to seven guineas, and has passed a resolution adopting 
the N.Z. Ritual for the First and Second Degrees. 

The only troubles, so far as I know, that have marred the har- 
mony of Lodges, have been a dispute between two Brethren of Lodge 
Aorangi, Dennlston, and the non-confirmation sf the minute of the 
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election of W.M. of Lodge Robert Burns, Reefton. In tne former case 
the dispute still awaits settlement; in the latter an emergency meet- 
ing was summoned, another Brother, a P.M., was elected, and duly 
installed by me at a later meeting. 

During the year I have visited all but one of the Lodges in 
this District, and conducted the Installations. I was prevented, 
through illness in my family, from visiting Lodge Moklhinui, Sed- 
donville, but the work of Installation was undertaken at very short 
notice by Wor. Bro. Neve, Westport, assisted by Wor. Bro. Mumm, 
P.G.D. To these Brethren my best thanks are due for their very 
able and ready assistance. 

Since my last Report the Roll of Lodges in the district has been 
increased by the addition of Lodge Kawatiri- Westport, No. 152, which 
was Consecrated and Constituted on May 27th, 1907. The formation 
of this JjOdge, already one of the strongest and most flourishing on 
the West Coast, was the outcome of the refusal by the M.W.G.M. of 
Grand Lodge of England to grant permission to Lodge Phoenix (E.G.) 
to reconsider the question of transfer of allegiance. The Pro-Grand 
Master, M. Wor. Bro. Binns, accompanied by M. Wor. Bro. Niccol 
P.G.M., Grand Secretary, V. W. Bro. F. W. Hobbs, Grand Treasurer 
(as Director of Ceremonies), and V. Wor. Bro. Rev. McKenzie Gibson, 
Grand Chaplain, journeyed overland from Christchurch to perform 
the ceremonies of Consecration and InstaHation. M.W. Bro. H. J. 
Williams, P.G.M., was also present from Wellington, and took part. 
With such an array of Grand Lodge officers it is needless to say 
that the ceremonies were most ably and impressively rendered. The 
after meeting was notable for the excellent speeches delivered by 
visiting Grand Lodge officers, and by some of the officers of the 
new Lodge. 

A movement is on foot among the Brethren at Runanga, a rising 
township near Greymouth, to establish a Lodge in that place. They 
expect to get at least thirty signatures to a petition tor a new 
Lodge. They have the approval of the two nearest Lodges (Mawhera, 
Greymouth, and Advance, Brunnerton), and are already devising ways 
and means for the erection of a hall. 

In conclusion, while the Lodges in the District are on the most 
friendly terms with the Lodges of the E.C., they are at the same time 
intensely loyal to the Grand Lodge of New Zealand.

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ALABAMA, 1907. 

444 Active Lodges 19,966 Members. 

This werks out at an average of 45 per Lodge, but as some 
Lodges in the State have over 350 Members, it follows that many 
others are numerically very weak, and we notice that suspension of 
work occurs frequently, a condition of affairs rarely found in New 
Zealand. 

A pleasing feature recorded in their Annals is that 1044 (over 
5 per cent, of the total membership) are clergymen. 

Many features Jn their form= of government strike us as ul 
familiar, but everything is done systematically and methodically. 
For instance, instead of our management of everything by our Board 
of General Purposes, their Grand Master appears to give general 
supervision throughout the year, and exercises almost autocratic 
powers, but he reports all his actions, decisions, &<:., to Grand Lodge 
in minute detail, together with such recommendations for Amendment 
of the Laws and Regulations as his experience leads him to think 
necessary and desirable. The Grand Master conducts correspondence 
directly with the Lodges upon every conceivable subject, issues dispen- 
sations, pays frequent official visits throughout the territory, and 
practically acts as Managing Director of the whole concern. 

One wonders how he finds time to fulfil his multifarious duties 
without detriment, etc., etc. 

The decisions of the Grand Master are subject to review by Grand 
Xiodge through a Committee appointed for the purpose, and are 
frequently challenged and reversed; this is hardly consistent with 
the generally accepted theory that the Grand Master's authority Is 
.absolute, besides leading to great confusion and uncertainty as to 
Tvhat is really permissible. 

Among the recommendations made to the Grand Lodge by Grand 
Master Jacobs we are heartily in accord with the following: — 

"(3) That before one can take the station of Master in a sub- 

•ordinate Chartered Lodge, in addition to other qualifications, he must 

lave a Certificate from the Chairman of the Committee on Work 

that he is able to open and close the Lodge, and 

can confer the three degrees." 

"(4 That it shall be mandatory on every Lodge to present to 
each Initiate a lambskin apron." 

"(5) That the Commissions of Grand Representatives who are 
absent from three consecutive Annual Communications be revoked.' 
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While the following is in harmony with our ideas on the suhject 
•of qualification of candidates: — The Committee on Masonic Jurispru- 
dence reported, and Grand JJodge adopted Its dictum, that while not 
disagreeing with the Grand Master's ruling: 

" Should a candidate for Masonry be mentally, morally, intellec- 
tually and physically capable of learning and teaching the ritual, I 
hold that he is eligible to Masonry, and the Lodge should be the judge 
of this qualification." 

it was nevertheless best that the section of the constitution defining 
the qualifications of candidates should be set forth in full in substitu- 
tion for that ruling: — 

" Section 7. No subordinate Lodge shall proceed to confer any 
of the degrees of Masonry upon any person who is not a man, free 
born, of the age of twenty-one years or upwards, of good reputation, 
■of sufficient natural and intellectual endowments, with an estate 
office, trade or occupation, or some other obvious source of honest 
subsistence from which he may be able to spare something for works 
■of charity and for maintaining the ancient dignity and utility of the 
Masonic institution. He must also be free from such corporeal 
deformity as would render him incapable of practicing and teaching 
the ritual of the fraternity." 

Grand Lodges in America do not have separate Benevolent Funds, 
and theoretically each Lodge is expected to provide for its own poor 
and distressed, but Masonic Homes for Aged and Indigent members 
-of the Craft, and the widows and orphans of such, are a favourite 
form of exemplification of charity, and most of the Grand Lodges o£ 
the United States have such institutions. 

The Grand Lodge of Alabama has decided upon starting one, and 
vigorous measures have been adopted to raise the necessary funds. 
They do not rely on voluntary contributions alone, as we do, but 
promptly enact laws providing for a levy of one dollar per annum 
from each of their twenty thousand members, and the rest is easy; 
hut we prefer the voluntary system. 

They appear to keep a fairly tight rein on their Lodges; for 
instance, we notice that permission must be obtained from the Grand 
Lodge before a subordinate Lodge can sell or mortgage its 'property, 
and dispensations are required for atl sorts of things. 

Perhaps as the result of this spoon-feeding policy, their Lodges 
do not exercise self-reliance to the same extent as ours, petty disputes 
are numerous, and appeals to Grand Lodge an everj^-day occurrence. 
Many of these on matters far too trivial, it seems to us, occupy the 
time of such a large assembly. . 

Alabama has the representative or iiroxy system, but does not 
pay the expenses of transit to Grand Lodge Communications. The 
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question was raised recently. " Has a Liodge the right to instruct its 
representative how he shall vote on measures before Grand Lodge? " 
and it was decided in the negative. 

The report on Foreign Correspondence is by Wor. Bro. W. Y. 
Tit comb; it covers 330 pages, closely printed, and deals exhaustively 
with the proceedings of 64 Grand Lodges. Regarding New Zealand, 
he says: — 

'■ Our New Zealand Brethren are to be congratulated on the 
decency, order and dignity of their deliberations, and especially on 
their great advancement and systematic benevolence. 

'• A very considerable portion of these Proceedings is taken up in 
a presentation of the dispute with the Grand Lodge of Scotland, 
including correspondence extending over two years. In that matter 
the Grand Lodge of New Zealand is undoubtedly in the right. On the 
other hand, the Grand Lodge of Scotland holds to the view it has 
assumed with bulldog tenacity. There is no reasonable doubt that 
Grand Lodges in general will approve the attitude of the N.Z. Grand 
Ix)dge in said dispute. 

" We will not call the Grand Lodge of Scotland ' freebooter,' but 
we undertake to affirm that she is as obstinate as a mule. So surely 
as day follows night will the eyes of that ' Foreign and Colonial Com- 
mittee ' at Edinburgh be opened, sooner or later, to see that the 
independence of those N.Z. Lodges (S. C.) of foreign rule is inevitable. 

" We wish to give the Grand Lodge of Scotland its due; 

therefore gladly quote the Grand Secretary of said Grand Lodge, Bro. 
David Reid, to the effect that his Grand Lodge has refused to grant 
a Charter to a proposed JjOdge at Kangsland, N.Z. 

■ We had elsewhere expressed our abhorrence of an attempt to 
plant new Lodges (S. C.) in New Zealand after recognition of the 
Grand Lodge of N.Z.. and we now take pleasure in exonerating our 
Scottish Brethren, so far as this particular case is concerned." 

Touching upon the difficulties experienced by English Lodges in 
obtaining permission to take a deciding vote on the question of transfer 
of allegiance, Bro. Titcomb trenchantly says: — 

■■ If the settled policy, in the British Grand Lodges, is to prohibit 
any agitation of the question of transfer of allegiance, then, in that 
case, the rule adopted at the London Conference, requiring concur- 
ence of two-thirds of the Lodges in a given territory, in an effort to 
transfer, in order to bring the matter under consideration, is a travesty 
on equity and fair dealing. 

" To the Grand Lodge of England we would say: ' Take your iron. 
collar from the necks of your New Zealand Brethren, and let them 
declare their 'wishes as to transfer of allegiance. So doing, you would 
liave no more devoted friends than those of N.Z.' "' 

The limits of space prevent our indulging in further extracts 
from this interesting review. 
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ALBERTA 1907. 

20 Lodges 1627 Members. 

This Grand Lodge was established in October, 1905, at Calgary, 
Canada. It is an offslioot of the Grand Lodge of Manitoba, and although 
It commences in a very modest way, is destined to exercise jurisdiction 
over a vast territory in the North-West of Canada. 

In contrast with the difficulties experienced in Australia and New 
Zealand in securing Masonic independence, it is pleasing to note how 
cordially and with what truly maternal spirit the Grand Lodge of 
Manitoba assisted the movement to create the Grand Lodge of Alberta. 
The Grand Master of Manitoba, M.W. Bro. W. G. Scott, undertook the 
long and trying journey to Calgary to Invest the Grand Master of 
Alberta, and on behalf of the Mother Grand Lodge to felicitate its 
offspring on arriving at maturity. 

The process of bringing the new Grand Lodge into being is strik- 
ingly similar to that which was adopted in our own case eighteen 
years ago, and the subsequent steps taken by the infant Grand Lodge 
to announce its advent and to obtain recognition from its older 
Sisters followed closely the method we pursued. So far as we are 
aware, no difficulty whatever has been experienced in securing official 
recognition, even from " Conservative England," but, alas! for its 
reputation for courtesy the "Mother of Masonry" has apparentlv not 
thought it consistent with its dignity to communicate to Alberta the 
fact of its having deigned to recognise the " birth of the brat! " The 
Grand Master of Alberta in his address on 20th February, 1907, 
says: — 

"I did read in a ne^ivspap«r Llia.t i-lie uu.tcj Cfidiid L^d^je of 
England has given us recognition, but am bound to confess that the 
paper appeared to possess more information than I have, and, I believe, 
than your Grand Secretary has." 

The new Grand Lodge appears to be well organised, and is going 
about its business in a sensible and careful manner. 

The Address of the Grand Master, M.W. Bro. Kealy, is a clearly 
expressed manifesto, and gives evidence of considerable thought upon 
the stock subjects which usually engage the attention of newly 
established Grand Lodges, foremost among which is the question of 
Ritual or Work. 

They appear to have as great diversity in Canada in regard to 
Ritual as prevailed in New Zealand twenty years ago, but a Committee 
has recommended the adoption of the Canadian or "Ancient York" 
work, and that will probably come into general use, as the Grand Lodge 
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proposes to obtain a stock of these and to issue three copies to each 
Lodge under very strict regulations and a stiff olDllgation. 

Alberta has also set up Committees on Formation of Grand Lodge 
Library, on the Establishment of a Masonic Home, etc., etc. 

With regard to Foreign Correspondence Report, it was resolved: 
" That each Representative of Sister Grand Lodges near this Grand 
Lodge be requested to furnish a report of the Grand Lodge which he 
represents, the report to be inserted in that on Foreign Correspond- 
ence." 

Alberta has a permanent home In Calgary, the oflSce of the 
Grand Secretary being located there, but the Annual Meetings are 
held in different parts of the territory; the 1908 meeting took place at 
ESdmonton, in February last.

ARIZONA, 1907. 

19 Lodges 1394 Members. 

We have not been receiving the Procedings of this Grand Lodge 
recently, our latest copy being that of 1905, so that to some extent 
we are indebted to the comments of other reviewers for our inspira- 
tions. 

It will be Interesting for New Zealanders to know the usual 
routine observed in American Grand Lodges on the occasion of each 
Annual Gommunication. 

The Brethren being assembled, and before Grand Lodge is opened, 
the roll of officers is called, this is followed by ascertaining whether 
the Constitutional number of Lodges are represented; if this proves 
satisfactory, the Grand Master or highest officer present takes the 
Chair in the East and appoints temporary officers to fill any vacancies. 

Grand Lodge is then opened (with prayer by the Grand Chaplain) 
and the Minutes of the previous Meeting having been read or taken 
as read, the Presiding Officer nominates or the Grand Lodge elects a 
Committee on Credentials, and Grand Lodge takes a short recess to 
enable the Committee to prepare a report. Grand Lodge having 
resumed, the Committee submits full lists of Grand Officers, Past- 
Grand Officers, Grand Representatives, and Lodge Representatives 
present; this Report the Grand Lodge adopts and proceeds to business, 
which, by the bye, does not come before Grand Lodge in '' cut-and-dry " 
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manner as 'with us, but has all to be gone into by Special Committees 
set up for the purpose, and which Committees sit, deliberate, and 
report during the Session of Grand Lodge. The Nomination and 
Bilection of Grand Officers for the ensuing year also takes place while 
Grand Liodge is sitting, the Installation and Investiture being conducted 
In very simple fashion compared with our Ceremony. 

In many of the States of America it is not customary for members 
of Lodges to rely on their M.M. Certificates for proof of their standing. 
Card Receipts for dues taking the place of the Certificate or Diploma, 
and Arizona has recently been exercised over a proposal to introduce 
the " Card Certificate " system. Here is the report of the Committee 
on Jurisprudence, to whom the matter was referred:. — 

" To the M.W. Grand Lodge of Arizona, — 

Your Committee on Jurisprudence, to which was referred the 
recommendation of the M.W. Grand Master relative to ' Card Receipts ' 
for dues, has given the matter careful thought, and begs to report 
that there is nothing in our Constitution or the by-larws relative to 
receipts for dues, or the form thereof. It appears to your Committee 
that anything 'which shows a Brother has paid dues up to date is an In- 
dication that he is in good standing. The possession of a ' Card Receipt' 
would not be a guarantee that the Brother holding it was not suspended 
or expelled; nor would the Grand Secretary's certificate on the back 
be evidence that the charter of the Lodge had not been arrested. 
The desire for these changes in old customs and methods no doubt 
arises because members see things used by other societies, and there- 
fore think that Masonry is not up with the ' spirit of the times ' unless 
She adopts each new-fangled invention. It may 'be that in this case 
the desire of a printer for new business is responsible. There is 
nothing in our Constitution or by-laws to prevent a Lodge from issuing 
a card or any other form of receipt it sees proper to use. 

" Our Constitution provides for the issuance of a diploma by the 
Grand Secretary, under the Seal of the Grand Lodge, showing that, at 
the time of issuance, the Brother named therein is a Master Mason 
in good standing. This is documentary evidence, and your Committee 
does not believe that any Grand Lodge, or its constituent Lodges, 
would reject it. To rule otherwise would be to say that one Grand 
Lodge could legislate for another, or that a Member from Arizona 
would have to carry a variety of receipts suiting the whim or fancy 
of each Grand Lodge he might .wish to visit. 

" Your Committee, therefore, recommends that no action be had."

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ARKANSAS, 1907. 

519 Lodges 18,293 Mefibers^ 

Honorary, 1632. 

Average strenqth of Lodges, 35 Members. 

The number of Honorary ilemtiers strikes us as unusual and 
disproportionate; it may be explained by some peculiarity in their 
Constitution, but we have not a copy to refer to. 

Our Grand Lodge is fortunate in being represented near Arkansas 
by M.W. Bro. A. B. Grace, Past-Grand Master, with whom we hare 
occasionally corresponded, and their representative in this territory 
is R.W. Bro. G. H. Powley, Past D.G.M., who occupies at present the 
responsible position of President of our Board of General Purposes, 
so that "we ta,ke special interest in the affairs of the Grand Lodge of 
Arkansas. The headquarters of the Craft are in the City of Little 
Rock (" the beautiful City of Roses," as Brother Grace poetically 
describes it), and the capital of the State. 

They have a Masonic Temple, which appears to be somewhat of 
a "white elephant," and proposals to sell it were recently adopted, 
but we gather from their 1907 Report that the question had been 
reconsidered, and that repairs and alterations to the tune of forty 
thousand dollars were contemplated. 

So far as outsiders may judge, we are inclinad lo think ic were 
better ended than mended''; but perhaps our venturing an opinion 
savours of Impertinence. 

As usual in the Reports of American GTand Lodges, we find a 
long arrav nf " decisions" by the Grand Master on a variety of sub- 
jects, and most of them "thrice beaten straw" but amongst new 
ones we notice that M.W. Bro. Grace was asked, " Has a Lodge the 
right to bury a Brother who dies while suspended for non-payment 
of dues, but which dues were paid immediately after his death — Is he 
then entitled to Masonic burial?" Bro. Grace replied that as the 
tree falls so it must lie, there being no law authorising the payment 
of a Brother's dues after his death, so as to reinstate him and entitle 
him to Masonic honours. 

Although our friend's decision is no doubt strictly in accord with 
the letter of the law, we would have preferred to find him leaning 
towards mercy in this case, for, as he himself quotes, a little further 
on, " Masonic Charity knows no bounds." 

We entirely agree with Bro. Grace in the following: — 
" In this connection I wish to say that, in my opinion, a rapid 
and continuous increase in the number of Lodges is not conducive to 
the best interest of the institution of Free Masonry. We have now 
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in this grand jurisdiction more than five hundred Subordinate Lodges, 
or an average of seven for each county in the State. Many of these 
are situated in very sparsely populated sections, and are both finan- 
cially and numerically weak, and likely to continue so. Last year 
sixteen Lodges (including one new Lodge under dispensation) failed 
to make any returns to the Grand Secretary, and twenty-one failed to 
pay their Grand Lodge dues. Many Lodges have not exceeding eight 
to twelve members, and are barely able to pay their necessary 
' operating expenses ' and Grand Lodge dues, leaving nothing for 
■charity. Now, as I see it. Masonry is not merey a social organisation, 
nor does it exist only for the purpose of teaching lessons of morality. 
One of its prime objects is to afford the means of ready, though quiet 
and unpublished, relief to the worthy Brother in distress, or his widow 
and orphans. I do not think that this object is best accomplished by 
a large number of weak Lodges." 

M.W. Bro. Grace lets himself go on behalf of the younger fry in 
the Lodge. We would hardly have thought such an appeal necessary, 
for as a rule it is the Younger Set with us who are most zealous and 
most ambitious, but evidently in Arkansas the young men are afflicted 
with modesty. 

" Under this head I wish to impress upon all Subordinate Lodges 
the Ireneflcial effects of rotation in office. Many Lodges get into a rut 
and die of dry rot by the simple process of electing the same old set of 
•offlcor^ vear nfter year. The effect is inevitably to choke down the 
laudable ambition of the younger members, and in mogt cases to 
destroy or impair their zeal. Try and forget the idea that old Brothers 
Smith, Brown, and Jones are the only members of the Lodge who are 
capt.';le of filling the stations, and give the young Masons a chance. 
New broom<5 sween clean, and the hour always produces the man. 
Put the young brethren in office, and start them to work ii you would 
build up your Lodge. They will, no doubt, be ' green ' and awkward 
at the start, but responsibility will develop their energy, and natural 
pride will cause them to take an interest in their work and qualify 
themselves for their duties. Again, I say, most earnestly, give the 
young Masons a chance: utilise the zeal o£ the new converts, and you 
will aeon have a live, active Lodge." 

The other side of the case is thus put by Bro. Robbins, of 
Illinois: — 

" Bro. Grace gets on dangerous ground when he tries to impress 
■upon all Lodges lLc beneficial effects of rotation in office, the tendency 
to which needs repression rather than encouragement. He thinks 
many Lodges get into a rut and die of dry rot by electing the same old 
■officers year a°ter year. This has an element of truth in it if too 
long pe;-3iotcti in, but deterioration — worse than decadence — is sure to 
follow iwhen a Lodge gets the idea that its chief business is to turn out 
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Past Masters, and, what is worse is the deterioration of the Grand 
Jjodge when every year is dumped into it a large proportion of unripe 
members — unripe in everything but ritualistic facility, and hence the 
ready prey of any plausible leader upon the floor of that body- who, 
in his own unripeness, may seek to draw them away from the land- 
marks of Masonry, so sorely beset by the environment of this com- 
mercial age." 

" Exemplification of the Work " is frequently an important feature 
in the programme of American Grand Lodges, and we think our Grand 
Lodge might with advantage give more attention to such matters, 
so as to secure uniformity at any rate on essential points. In America 
degree work (especially the third) Is conducted very dramatically and 
with full accessories, as witness the following extract from the address 
of M.W. Bro. Grace: — 

" By reference to the oflBoial programme It will be observed that 
at half-past seven o'clock this evening the degree of Master Mason will 
be conferred on a candidate by Magnolia Lodge No. 60, of this city, 
assisted by Brethren of Western Star Lodge No. 2. The beautiful work 
of the degree is to be exemplified in full, with appropriate costumes 
and magnificent electric and scenic effects, and by a thoroughly trained 
corps of craftsmen." 

The reviewers for Grand Lodge of Louisiana make the foUoiwing 
comments upon this: — 

"The third degree was exemplified in the Scotch Rite Cathedral. 
From the cast we note that the 'twelve Craftsmen' were not the same 
individually as the ' fifteen Fellowcraft,' and in the synopsis of scenery 
we find Number Five was ' The Seacoast About Joppa, with Seafaring 
Man,' and Number Eight (mark the numbers) was ' The Forest in the 
Hill Country, with Wayfaring Man."' This Indicates a considerable 
elaboration of the tragedy as given in the legend of the York Rite, and 
this, again, suggests some exceedingly important considerations of the 
scope of the duties of the keepers of the work, whether they be called 
' Overseers ' or ' Committee.' Is it expedient that the work be elabo- 
rated? If it can be more effectively taught by elaboration beyond the 
bound of the legend in the shape and form and words that we have 
inherited, for ourselves we are quite ready to declare that such 
elaboration is expedient. But who is to do the elaboration? The 
reply will probably be: The custodians. But, as custodians and 
keepers, dare they make themselves architects of new work? 

"Again, if these brethren are to he conceded the privilege of 
elaboration, what is to become of the provision for uniformity — that 
every Lodge shall do the same work, and that all must do the work 
of the Committee in every word and letter? Some Lodges could de 
the work as it was done in Little Rock; many could not. Are we to 
have an abbreviated work and an amplified one? These are not idle 
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questions. They are issues, possitily only half alive as yet, but issues 
that the work of Little Rock makes evident as those that will stand 
before us in the near future full of vigorous life." 

We note with pleasure that Arkansas is about to estaJblish a 
Masonic Home at Batesville, at an estimated cost of £8000, exclusive 
of furniture and equipments. 

The citizens of Batesville have donated the site, and have agreed 
to provide a complete and adequate system of sewers and waterworks, 
and also electric light, in good time before the commencement of the 
construction of the building. 

The Grand Lodge adopted the following resolution relative to 
public grand honours: — 

" Resolved. — That the public grand honours (not funeral honours) 
should be given by raising the hands above and a little in front of the 
head, and clapping them once, and then letting them fall to the side, 
repeating this action twice, making three times that the hands are 
brought together." 



BRITISH COLUMBIA, 1907. 

42 Lodges 3258 Members. 

Average strength of Lodges, 77 Members. 

The Annual Report of this Grand Lodge is a book over three 
hundred pages, of which one hundred and seventy-three are occupied 
by the report on Foreign Correspondence. Their method of conducting 
the affairs of Grand Lodge is distinctly American, the reports of the 
Grand Master and Grand Secretary taking the place of our Boards 
Reports, and the officers in charge of Districts are District Deputy 
Grand Masters, as in the United States. We note that these districts 
are not nearly so large as with us, there 'being nine districts for the 
fortytwo Lodges. 

This Grand Lodge publishes in its Annual Report full statistics 
of dispensations issued, a summary of the work of the Lodges, Degrees 
conferred, etc., a synopsis of the items of revenue of each Lodge, a 
full list of names and officers, Past Masters, and Memibers of each 
Lfldge, with particulars and names of those initiated, passed, raised, 
suspended, demitted, etc. 

There is also the printed report of a Committee on the returns of 
Lodges, with comments on varying degrees of neatness, punctuality, 
correctness, etc 
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Another Appendix, covering 23 pages of closely printed matter, 
gives rulings and Grand Lodge regulations (145 in number), extending 
over a period of nearly thirty years, and dealing with all sorts of 
vexed questions. 

They have an officer called the Grand Historian and Librarian, 
who submits a report giving a list of books, etc., acquired toy gift or 
purchase during the year, there being an annual appropriation of three 
hundred dollars (£60) for the Library, and another hundred dollars 
(£20) for the Librarian, who also acts as Chairman of the CJommittee 
on Foreign Correspondence, for which there is a further appropriation 
of one hundred dollars (£20). 

During the Session of Grand Lodge, the Mayor of Vancouven W. 
Bro. Bethune, was received, introduced to the Members of Grand 
Lodge, and delivered an address, which is embodied in the Report of 
Proceedings. This is quite in accordance with American custom. 

Two Lodges in Yukon Territory, which had been working under 
the Grand Lodge of Manitoba, having petitioned for Charters from 
the Grand Lodge of British Columbia, these were granted, as " Yukon " 
is unoccupied territory, but we see no mention of the Grand Lodge 
of Manitoba having been consulted on the matter- and on the face 
of it this certainly should have been done. 

The Grand Lodge donated to the Anti-Tuberculosis Society of 
British Columbia the sum of five hundred dollars (£100) from the 
Charity Fund. 

Turning to their Report on Foreign Correspondence, we find that 
Bro. De Wolf Smith (the Reviewer) found little in our proceedings 
to comment upon. He disposes of us somewhat summarily: — " There 
is no report on Foreign Correspondence, but the volume is hand- 
somely i";:=tr"'!:ed," ird as o-jr Brother "•'- l:e sarrastic on occasions, 
<we are wondering whether this is complimentary or otherwise. 

Bro. De Wolf Smith is consistently opposed to the recognition 
of South American Bodies, such as Valle de Mexico and Guatemala, 
which owe their origin to Supreme Councils of the A. and A. S. Rite, 
and in reference to Grand Lodge Valle de Mexico he says: — 

" In 1902 we reported on a similar request from the same Grand 
Ix)dge, and at that time pointed out that the Grand Lodge Valle de 
Mexico was the lineal descendant of the Gran Dieta Symbolica, a body 
which removed the Great Light from its altars; made Masons of 
women, and indulged in other irregular practices. This is the same 
Grand Lodge, although just at the present time the Great Light is 
displayed on the altars of the Lodges and they are prohibited from 
making women Masons. 

" Another strong objection to the recognition of this Grand Lodge 
and, indeed, of any alleged Masonic body in Mexico, is its origin. The 
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Lodges in that country are, without exception, creatures of the A. and 
A. S. R., which has ho authority, and never bad authority, to confer 
.the three Degrees of Masonry or to -warrant Masonic Lodges. 

" We, therefore, recommend that the request of the body calling 
itself • The Grand Lodge of A. F. and A. M. "Valle de Mexico ' for 
recognition be denied." 

One cannot help feeling saddened by the reflection that our parent 
Grand Lodges of England and Scotland extended oflicial recognition 
to this doubtfully conceived body of evil reputation, presumably because 
neither Grand Lodge had any interest in the territory; indeed, the 
Grand Registrar of England breezily announced that fact in justiflcation 
of the step. Does not this indicate deplorable blindness or indifference 
to the responsibilities attaching to the high position occupied hy the 
" Mother Grand Lodge" ? 

And may we not logically deduce that self-interest has largely 
influenced the policy of England and Scotland in regard to Queensland, 
Western Australia, and New Zealand?

315 Lodges 36,126 Members.

The largest net gain in membersihip was 93, made by South Gate 

Lodge, NO. 320, situated in Los Angeles. 

The devastation wftught by the earthquake and resultant fire in 

April, 19,06, has of course left its mark in San Francisco, but the- 

extraordinary recuperative i)0wer of American cities under such cir-^ 
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cumstanees Is fully demonstrated in the rapid restoration of the 
" Queen of the Pacific." 

It is almost ancient history already how the Freemasons of 
America poured money into San Francisco for the relief of their 
distressed Brethren in those first dark months, but now that the 
thing is over what most commands our admiration is the order and 
system that prevailed in Masonic matters in the midst of the general 
chaos. There 'were undoubtedly capable men at the head of affairs, 
and Grand Master Flint and Grand Secretary Johnson deserve every 
credit for the method and regularity observed in everything connected 
with the distribution of relief. Tihe total amount received from the 
Craft by the General Masonic Relief Fund Committee was, in round 
numbers, 310,000 dollars, equal to about £62,000, 20 per cent, of which 
was refunded to the contributors after all just claims upon it had 
been met. 

We quote from the report and correspondence of the G'rand 
Master: — 

" When the great calamity of April, 1906, befel San Francisco and 
vlcinitj', the Masons from all over the world, with spontaneous gene- 
rosity, poured forth upon the stricken district their offerings of love 
and sympathy, and the financial aid thus rendered made it possible 
to prevent the untold suffering which must otherwise have ensued. 

" The administration of the trust imposed upon the chosen officers 
in disbursing the funds thus freely given has been, we believe, careful 
and judicious, and yet no worthy case, so far as we know, has been 
overlooked; and now. as we are about closing the work of relief- we 
find a considerable balance of the fund which was contributed un- 
expended. 

We do not feel justified in applying any portion of the money to 
any purpose other than that for which it was intended — viz.. the relief 
■of suffering growing out of the great disaster, and it is the judgment 
of the Fraternity in California that the imused balance should be 
returned pro rata to the donors. 

" Thus is closed in Masonic history the greatest episode of its 
kind that has occurred in the centuries of the existence of Free- 
masonry; it has reflected honour, and only honour, upon ulie Craft, and 
has placed a living cro^vn of light upon the teachings and professions 
of our Fraternity. Man's hand is powerless against Nature's resistless 
sway, and it was in consequence thereof our unhappy fate to raise 
perforce the signal of distress, to cry help for the Widow's Son; the 
cry was heard, and Masonic precepts burst with splendour into life; 
overflowing bounty poured forth upon us, and while the offerings of 
love from the entire world were spontaneous and free, uninfluenced by 
any consideration as to how our Masonic duties might in limes past 
have been discharged; yet, there is to us a measure of compensation 
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in the' records made by our Boards of Relief since the system was 
estaiblished by the Grand Lodge some fifty years ago; for direct 
appropriations from the Grand Lodge for their support, amounting to 
more than 300,000 dollars, have been made, every dollar of which has 
been devoted to the relief of distressed sojourning Brethren, their 
widows and orphans, from other jurisdictions, and no fraction of which 
has been returned, and this amount has been very largely increased 
through the per capita assessments contributed monthly by the Lodges 
tributary to the several Boards. Our capable Grand Secretary informs 
us that, after careful investigation, he has found that, owing no doubt 
to our geographical position and benign climate, California's expendi- 
ture of this character has been, not only more than similar expendi- 
tures of any other American jurisdiction, but possibly nearly as large 
as all others combined. This work has truly been a work of love, ne 
sordid thought has ever cast a darkling shadow, the only consideration 
has been a high and worthy purpose to exemplify Masonic truths; yet 
when our hour of tribulation came, which chilled our hearts with 
distress and trial, warmth and gladness came to us from the generous 
glow of sympathetic love of our Brethren throughout the world, and 
we took comfort in the reflection that it also had been at times 
past our priceless privilege to extend to others the helping hand." 

New Zealanders who have visited the Masonic Temple in San 
Francisco will remepiber tha it occupied a prominent position in the 
<:ity and was a fine building, but it was utterly destroyed. The land 
has recently been sold for 750,000 dollars (equal to £150,000) and the 
Grand Lodge of California is now looking for a site for a new temple, 
which will no doubt be worthy of the city and its energe.tic citizens. 

Meantime Grand Lodge meets at the Golden Gate Commandery 
Building. 

For the purpose of providing the funds for erecting and controlling 
the new Temple. " The Masonic Temple Association of California " has 
Tseen incorporated, and the by-laws and articles of incorixiration are 
given in the Proceedings. 

It is practically a co-operative effort, in which Masonic bodies and 
individual members of the Craft unite to provide accommodation and 
conveniences for the purposes of Freemasonry, combined with which 
there will be business premises to let for revenue. 

The Grand Lodge of California has lately discussed a question 
which occupied our minds at our last Communication — namely, the 
expediency of modifying the clause in the Contribution requiring the 
recommendation of one of the nearest Lodges to the Petition for a 
new Lodge. 

They ultimately conferred upon their Grand Master the power 
to disregard that provision if, in his opinion, the interests of the Craft 
called for it, and to issue a Charter without such recommendation. 
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Among the decisions reported by the Grand Master, the following^ 
is of general interest. In answer to a question whether a Past Master 
of a Lodge in another jurisdiction, aflSliating with a Lodge in California. 
carries~^the title of Past Master into this new Lodge, he says: — 

In answering this question I advised that, in my judgment, a Past 
Master of a Lodge of Free and Accepted ilasons, under any jurisdic- 
tion recognised by our jurisdiction, is a Past Master for life and carries 
with him that title and recognition at all times. That he should be 
carried on the rolls as a Past Master. 

This was modified by the Committee on Jurisprudence- who, while 
agreeing that the answer was correct so far as it related to one who 
had served a term as Master of a Californian Lodge, hold that not 
only has the Past Master of another jurisdiction, although affiliated 
with a Californian Lodge, no right to a vote in the Grand Lodge of 
California, but is not entitled to rank as a Past Master in that juris- 
diction, basing their opinion, which was concurred in by the Grand 
Lodge, upon the language of their Constitution, under the head of 
Definitions, from which they quote; — 

" Past Master. — This title applies only to one who has been regu- 
larly elected or named in a Charter and installed, and has served a 
term as blaster of a Chartered Lodge within the jurisdiction of this 
Grand Lodge, and who remains a member in good standing of one of 
its Subordinates." 

The following summing-up of the case by Bro. Robbins. of Illinois, 
is entirely in accord with our views on the subject: — 

" Once a Brother has achieved the rank of Past Master by having 
been installed and served as Master of a regular Lodge, he is entitled 
to be recognised as such among all regular Masons, entirely regardless 
of jurisdictional lines- just as one who has been made a Master Mason 
in a regular Lodge is entitled to recognition as such mider similar 
conditions, and on the same principle — namely, that all regular Masons 
are bound to give full faith and credit to the lawful Masonic acts of 
any regular Masonic body in any matter over 'Which such body has 
rightful jurisdictioe." 

They have a well-equipped Masonic Home, but the following 
extract from the Grand Master s report, after close personal inspection 
and full consideration, should be borne in mind by those who advocate 
this system: — 

■■ It it were to do over again, it may be that it wouid have been 
better not to have built the Home, but to have created a fund of some 
sort which could have been used to help subordinate Lodges when 
necessary to support their aged and unfortunate members, their widows 
and orphans, they to remain among their friends in the places where 
the Lodges were located, and the associations were due to them." 

California has temporarily dropped her report on Foreign Corres- 
pondence, but we confidently anticipate that it will be resumed at 
an early date. 
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CANADA. 

388 Lodges 37,628 Members. 

Average Strength, 97. 

The designation of this Grand Lodge is apt to confuse outsidevs, 
the more correct title is " The Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and Ac- 
cepted Masons of Canada, in the Province of Ontario." 

There are now nine independent Grand Lodges in the Dominion of 
Canada, namely, Alherta, British Columbia, Canada, Manitoba, New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island, Quebec and Saskat- 
chewan. 

The ofHcial headquarter.- of tie Grand Lodge of Canada are at 
Hamilton, but the Annual Communications are held at different parts 
of the territory. The 52n(l took place in the City of Ottawa In July, 
1907, and the 53rd was to he held at Niagara Falls in July of this year. 

Before the opening of Grand Lodge the Mayor of the City, accom- 
panied by a number of the Aldermen, was introduced and offered a 
hearty welcome to the Graurf Master and Grand Lodge. 

Canada is intensely loyAl and patriotic and the concluding words 
of Mr. Scott's address, which we quote, have the right ring in them: — 

"I am informed, Sir, that it is the object of Freemasonry in this 
country to inculcate in iti-i members principles of religious and civil 
to'eration and liberty; thii ■ teaches fidelity and truthfulness, loyalty 
to the King, and strict huumu in all the affairs of ;ife; that it practices 
kindness and benevoleni", anmotes broad-minded toleration, relieves 
distress and comforts th<- itHicted. If this be correct, and I doubt it 
rot, may God bless you in your undertaking and guide you in your 
council. Would that we could build up in this country a lively Cana- 
dian national spirit, putting aside all sentiments or prejudices that are 
inconsistent with it, and patting aside all religious differences what- 
ever. Let us have a Can.idian national spirit which will ever lead us 
on to a still firmer devotloo. lo our great King Edward the Seventh and 
will make us greater Britoa.s. and that we make Canada worthy of the 
honorable position she hoI<l.s to-day as the strong right arm of the 
greatest empire upon wliivh the sun has ever shone. 

Fellow countrymen, ii,'"-i i welcome you most heartily to the city, 
and thank you for the hano' conferred upon us by coming here." 

The Most WorKhipfuI G. and Master marie suitable reply, and tiie 
deputation retired. 

The Committee on Ctedentials reported that there were ;!98 Lodges 
on the Register, 297 wore i-^presented personally or by proxy, 101 not 
represented. There weic- >y^.2 names registered, having a total of 
12r,2 votes. 
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They do not appear to have a representative scheme like onrs, nor 
do they pay travelling expenses, but trust to the proxy system to se- 
cure representation. 

The M.W. the Grand Master granted permission for the admission 
to the rear of Grand Lodge of all Master Masons in good standing as 
visitors. 

The Grand Secretary read the rules and regulations for the go- 
vernment of Grand Lodge during the time of business. 

At this stage of the proceedings a deputation from the Grand Liodge 
«f New York, consisting of R.W. Bro. Thomas Penney, of Buffalo, and 
R.W. Bro. A. Crook, of Brooklyn, was introduced by M.W. Bros. A. A. 
Stevenson. Hugh Murray and W. A. Sutherland. 

After having been cordially welcomed by the Grand Master, each 
of these brethren made eloquent replies to the words of greeting of 
the Grand Master. 

THE MASONIC PROTECTIVE ASSOCIATION. 

The Grand Master reported as follows: — 

"In January last a. Bill was sent me entitled 'An Act to Incorporate 
the Masonic Protective Association of Canada.' introduced into the 
House of Commons by Mi. (and Bro.) Parmalee, M.P. for Shefford. 
Quebec, to incorporate six persons of Granby in said county, together 
with such other persons as became shareholders in the association. I 
Immediately consulted the Deputy Grand Master and several Past 
Grand Masters, and with M.^'. Bro. Murray, Grand Secretary, went to 
Ottawa for the purpose of opposing the passage of the Bill, or to have 
it amended by the elimination of the word 'Masonic' This Bill, if 
passed, empowered the company to do business throughout the Do- 
minion. Remembering the unfortunate experience the Craft in our 
jurisdiction had with respect to two Masonic assurance companies, the 
members of Grand Lodge desired and determined, if possible, to pre- 
vent a recurrence of that experience, or to have any company or body 
of men use the word ' Masonic' for business purposes. 

The Ontario companies were essentially life assurance companies, 
a.s distinguished from the sickness, accident and death benefit plan, 
being contracts of indemnity. M.W. Bro. Murray and myself met 
Bro. Parmalee at Ottawa, and subsequently a deputation composed of 
Messrs. Parmalee and two of the promoters of the Bill (all Masons) 
came to see me at my home, and we went fully into the methods upon 
which their company were to do business, and thereafter It was agreed 
that they would consent to striking the word " ilasonic" out of the 
name of the company, and thereupon further opposition was with- 
drawn. The Bill became law, the company being called ■ The Pro- 
tective Association of Canada.' 
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The receipts of the Grand Lodge of Canada for 1907 were $37,360, 
Including interest on investments, and the expenditure for all pur- 
poses $34,350. 

Over $20,000 was expended in benevolence, including $1000 to Ja- 
maica Relief Fund. 

The accumulated and invested funds amount to aibout $150,000, or 
£30,000. 

The territory of the Grand Lodge of Canada is divided into 21 
Districts under the supervision of as man.v Deputy District Grand 
Masters, who submit lengthy reports, giving very close details of the 
doings of each Lodge, with a table showing total membership, degrees 
conferred, affiliation and joinings, resignations, suspensions — N.P.D. 
and other causes, deaths, number of meetings, average attendance, 
amount disbursed for benevolence, number of members 12 months in 
arrears, total of arrearages, date of last G.L. Return, Financial Stand- 
ing and prospects of Lodge, whether W.M. can work all the degrees or 
not, amount of insurance, etc., etc. 

These reports occupy over 200 pages of the Annual Report of 
Grand Lodge. 

Then there are Reports of Committees on a variety of subjects. 
We extract with approval the following from the Report on the condi- 
tion of Masonry: — 

" The secretarial work is reported, as a rule, to be accurately and 
intelligently performed. District Deputy Grand Masters comment fa- 
vorably upon the value of permanent Secretaries, especially where the 
Secretary is a Past Master, well skilled, taking an interest and pride in 
the recording of all matters of importance occurring in connection with 
the Lodge. The Board again calls attention to the value of keeping 
careful records, so that the necessary data may be available when the 
history of the Lodge comes to be written up. Xext to the Master the 
Secretary is the most important ofHcei- in the Lodge, ahd the longer a 
Secretary is in office the more valuable he 1)ecomes. He is a reservoir 
■of information upon every subject, and is thus able to assist and advise 
the Master and aid him to become en rapport with the spirit of the 
Lodge and the state of its affairs." 



COLORADO, 1907. 

109 Lodges 12,226 Members. 

Average strength of Lodges, 113.. 
Largest Lodge: Denver, No. 5 706 Members. 

Special Communications of Grand Lodges in America are held for 
a variety of purposes. In the Proceedings of Colorado we find seven 
such meetings recorded: — 

(1) For constituting a Lodge; (2) for laying the Corner-stone ot 
the Carnegie Library Building; (3) for Conferring Maisonic Burial upon 
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the remains of a Past Grand Master; (4) to welcome to Cloloraclo the 
Brethren of Capitol Lodge, No. 3, of Omaha, Nebraska, acting as 
"Escort to the Travelling Silver Trowel"; (5), (6). and (7) for laying 
corner-stones. 

The idea of the Travelling Trowel originated in New York in 190-5, 
the oibject and intention being that it should travel round the globe, 
disseminating love and goodiwill among Freemasons, and strengthening 
the ties of peace among nations. Each Lodge or Grand Lodge which 
receives the Trowel is pledged to convey it to a neighbouring Lodge 
or Grand Lodge, until it again reaches New York. 

The Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Colorado took 
place in Denver, on September 17th, 1907, 107 Lodges oeing repre- 
sented personally or by proxy. 

The RoU-Call of Grand Representatives is somewhat more elabo- 
rately made than with us: — 

The Grand Representatives were invited to the East, where they 
were received and welcomed by the M.W. Grand Master as folloiwB: 

" Brethren : For this manifestation of the goodwill which your re- 
spective Grand Jurisdictions bear to the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge 
of Colorado I give sincere thanks. Your presence here to-day betokens 
that fraternal fellowship and brotherhood which constitute the ' Rock' 
on which the fabric of our institution is erected. 

" In token of our appreciation of your presence, I will thank you 
to convey to your respective Grand Jurisdictions the cordial good will 
and fraternal regard of this Grand Lodge. Kindly be seated among us." 

M.W. Brother Ernest LeNeve Foster, in behalf of the Grand Re- 
presentatives, responded as follows: 

"Most Worshipful Grand Master: The words of welcome and 
Ijrotherly love which have just fallen from your lips sound most ac- 
ceptable. 

Among Masonic writers and in some Grand Lodges the question of 
the utility of the Grand Representative system has often been a topic 
of discussion, there being those who ihave decried it, attempting to tear 
down without offering a substitute to rebuild more firmly or more 
strongly, but. Most Worshipful Grand Master, if there is nothing more 
to it than these -expressions of mutual friendship which occur annually 
in this Grand Lodge, as well as in others, it would be sufficient to 
warrant the continuance of the system. Years ago, when it was first 
my privilege to become a member of this Grand Lodge, this custom 
had not been inaugurated in this or any other Grand Jurisdiction, and 
the significance and honour attached to the office w^as thereby be- 
littled. If X am not mistaken, Colorado was the first to introduce this 
ceremony, .which has now spread to many other Jurisdictions; the cus- 
tom, for it may be called such now, was first adopted in this Grand 
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Lodge by Past Grand Master William D. Todd in 1889, when he pre- 
sided over the Cratt, and lias evei- since been an annual feature of our 
Grand Communications, it has most assuredly been productive of 
greater respect tor the position and rendered it more honourable to 
those to whom it nas been entrusted, we congratulate the Grand Lodge 
of Colorado that in fchls custom as in many others, it has not merely 
heen an imitator, but a pioneer and originator." 

We quote from the Report of the Committee on Foreign Corres- 
pondence: 

" With regard to the application of the Grand Lodge of Queens- 
land, which we have had under consideration since 1904, we would 
say we have delayed recommending any formal action out of courtesy 
and deference to the three Mother Lodges, England, Ireland and 
Scotland. 

" From the triparate agreement among these Grand Lodges, "With 
regard to the steps to be taken before a new Grand Lodge can be 
formed in the Colonies, any such organisation in the future would seem 
to be an impossibility. Much of the history of the formation of the 
Grand Lodge of Queensland has been given in previous reports ,and it 
is unnecessary to dwell upon it at this time. From the data at hand, 
upwards of fifty Lodges are upon its roll, and others are acknowledg- 
ing its authority from time to time. Recognition has been granted by 
the Grand Lodges of New South Wales. New Zealand, Western Aus- 
tralia, Canada, Nova Scotia and New Brimswick, and some twenty of 
the Gland Lodges of the United States. A most hopeful sign, and 
one that augurs well for its future, was the election last June of Lord 
Chelmsford, Governor of the Province, Grand Master. 

" Nothing can be accomplished by further delay. We, therefore, 
recommend the adoption of the following resolution: 

" Resolved, That the M.W. Grand Lodge of Colorado hereby re- 
cognises the Grand Lodge of Queensland, and cordially welcomes her 
Into the sisterhood of Grand Lodges." 



CONNECTICUT, 1907. 

110 Lodges 20,752 Members. 

Average Strength, 188. 

Under this Grand Lodge, Brethren who have been thirty years or 
more on the books are exempt from dues, and no less than 4863 come 
under this category. 

The 119th Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge ol Connecti- 
cut took place in the City of New Haven in January, 1907, 109 Lodges 
being represented. 
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The Grand Master's address is businesslike and tihoughtful. He 
liad attended the 125th Anniversary of Wooster Lodge, No. 10 of Col- 
chester, and had done a fair amount of visiting generally. 

He speaks in terms of praise regarding their Masonic Home, and is 
grateful to the Order of the Eastern Star for much assistance in con- 
nection therewith. 

It is the custom in Connecticut to have what is called i Grand 
Master's day ?it the Home once in each year, and Grand Master Turner 

says : — 

" The morning -was pleasant and not excessively warm when about 
eighteen hundred assembled to visit and inspect the Home. The ar- 
rangements of Brother Rowland were ample for the comfort and en- 
joyment of the many who accepted the invitation, while the ladles of 
the Eastern Star of Wallingford provided sufficient lunches so that all 
were served. 

" About the usual order of exercises was observed, and all listened 
with pleasure to the excellent music furnished by Sphinx Temple Band 
of Hartford. May the observance of this day never cease, an^ the 
attendance continually increase until all the brothers know and appre- 
ciate the good work which is being done." 

The Correspondence Review is by M.W. Bro. J. H. Barlow, the 
Grand Secretary, and he devotes two pages to New Zealand, principally 
extracts from the address of our Grand Master. 



DELAWARE. 

22 Lodges. . .• 2888 Members. 

Average strength, 131. 

The 102nd Communication was held at Wilmington on the 2nd 
October, 1907. The late Grand Secretary, R.W. Bro. B. P. Bartram 
died that morning, and R.W. Bro. Virginlus V. Harrison was elected 
to fill the vacancy. 

Amongst other matters of interest, the perennial subject of the 
sacredness of the ballot was under review by a Committee, who re- 
ported as follows: — 

"CRITICISM OP THE BALLOT. 

" There are three things to be observed in the consideration of 
the ballot: — 

" 1. — The ballot must be unanimous. 
" 2. — It must be independent. 
" 3. — ^It must be secret. 
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" The second proposition only is under discussion. Independence 
of all responsibility is an essential factor in the exercise of the ballot. 
A Mason is responsible to no human power for the vote he casts on 
the petition of a candidate. To his own conscience alone he is to 
answer for the motives that have led to the act and for the act itself. 

"Of course, 11 is wrong in the exercise of this inherent right of 
independent ballot to be influenced by unworthy and un-Masonic 
motives but whether a Brother is or is not influenced by such motives 
no one has a right to inquire or to question, nor can he be called 
to account for the vote he has deposited. A Lodge Is not entitled to 
know how any of its members has voted. No inquiry on this subject 
can be entertained. No information can be received. The independ- 
ence of the ballot should be preserved as the great safeguard of its 
purity, and no Master, Lodge, Grand Master or Grand JLiOdge has any 
right or power to interfere in reference to the ballot for a candidate, 
notwithstanding apparent injustice may have been done to an upright 
and excellent man by his rejection. Neither can the Grand Lodge nor 
the Grand Master afford any redress." 

According to American ideas, our system of allowing Lodges to 
decide by by-law whether one, two, or three black balls shall reject 
is altogether " heterodox." 

The Delaware Reviewer is flattering to our Grand Officers, as 
witness the following extract: — 

■ The Proceedings are contained in a neat volume of 200 pages, 
bound in blue. Among its pages are fine portraits of eminent Brethren 
— ^the Grand Master of New Zealand, M.W. Brother Lord Plunket; the 
Pro. Grand Master, M.W. Brother Frederick Charles Binns; the Grand 
Secretary, M.W. Brother Malcolm Niccol, and Past Grand Master, M.W. 
Brother Alfred Henry Burton. 

'• Besides these are groups of the Grand Officers for 1906-7, and 
Grand Superintendents of Districts — all distinguished looking Masons." 



DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

31 Lodges 7999 Members. 

Average Strength, 258. 
Largest 738 Smallest 44 (just opened) 

The 96th Annual Communication of this Grand Lodge took place 
in Washington D.C. on 19th December, 1906, and they are already pre- 
paring for the celebration of their Centenaiy in 19'0. 

The following American Grand Lodges have been in existence over 
One Hundred Years, namely: — 
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South Carolina, founded in 1777; Virginia, 1778; New York, 1781; 
Maryland, 1783; New Jersey, 1786; Pennsylvania, 1786: 
Georgip 1786; North Carolina, 1787; New Hampshire, 1789: 
ConnefMcut, 1789; Rhode Island, 1791; Massachusetts, 1792; 
Vermont, 1794; Kentucky, 1800. 

The King Solomon Lodge No. 31, under the Grand Lodge of Dis- 
trict of Golum! ia, obtained its Charter in 1905 under the quite excep- 
tional condition that it shall meet in the daytime. "We do not remem- 
ber to have met with a similar case. 

Our Amer' -an Brethren experience the same difficulties as we 
have had occasion to complain of in relation to the unauthorised pub- 
lication of Masonic information, and the following resolution on the 
subject was submitted by a Committee: — 

" Resolved : That no member of this jurisdiction shall publish or 
give out for publication, in any newspaper or periodical, any of the 
proceedings or correspondence of this Grand Lodge, except with the 
authorisation and approval of the Grand Master." 

Our law upon this question is as follows: — 

"115. No brother shall print or publish, or cause to be printed or 
published, the proceedings of any Lodge, or any part thereof, except 
in the recognised organ of the Craft, without the consent of the Grand 
Master, or r-'if ov publish, or cause to be -,-,uM:ch?^.. anything which 
by the Laws .ind Regulations of Freemasonry is improper to be pub- 
lished. Nor shall any Brother publish or circulate any document re- 
lating to any case of Masonic complaint before the regular'.y consti- 
tuted authorities until after final adjudication thereon, and then 
only if the =""ic. be proper to be publi=!h°r! ?'ccoT-d''T' to tVie Laws of 
Freemasonry. 

" This law does not extend to furnishing printed copres of docu- 
ments for the use of any Board or Committee investigating such case 
of Masonic complaint, provided the same are sent through the Grand 
Secretary, or (he Secretary of such Board or Committee respectively. 
nor to the writing, printing, or publishing of any notice or summons 
issued to the members of a Lodge by the authority of the Master, nor 
to the proceedings of any Festival or public meeting at which persons 
not Masons nre permitted to be present." 

The Report on Foreign Correspondence is prepared by a Commit- 
tee, of which il.V/. Geo. W. Baird, P.G.M., i; chr-irL-.a-^. 

We extract the following from the review of our 1905 report — 

" A lengthy correspondence is printed between the Grand Lodges 
of Scotland and New Zealand for the purpose of oMminating their dif- 
ferences, but without avail. It seems that both the Scottish and the 



English Grand Lodges desire to retain the right of holding suibordlnate 
lodges in New Zealand, even after a formal recognition of the Grand 
L/Odge of New Zealand. There is evidently a marked distinction be- 
tween our understanding of the sovereignty of a Grand Lodge and 
theirs. Sovereignty Is like a Avoman's virginity, it is absolute or 
■exists not. We understand that a Grand Lodge must be sovereign, ab- 
solutely, or it is not a Grand Lodge. There is no qualification. 



ENGLAND. 

Lodges Members 

Ow.ng to the absence of puMished or authentic tables, it is im- 
possible to ascertain either the number of active Lodges under the 
Gr_. :'rlge of England, or ('t' number of mem'bers, either in detail 
or in the aggregate. 

There are probably about 2500 English Lodges all over the world, 
and, es' mating these at an average strength of 80, we arrive at a taible 
of "":^ "-'^ Memtc-s. 

Tbp published reports of the Grand Lodge of England' are not 
nearly ' o full as those of America, Canada, Australia, or New Zealand, 
an'i '"• iTiformation given is almost entirely restricted to matters af- 
fecting tne domestic and family affairs of the Mother U'land Lodge, but 
we ore onally get side lights from these reports npon questions which 
are of "-'leral interest to the Craft. 

■We extract Lue following from the Report of the Board of General 
Pii. .■ '.'• ■! 1908: — 

"C e complaints investigated by the Board during the past few 
mon', ' ive shown that there pre Lodges where great laxity prevails 
with ' ect to the examination and admission of visitors; and it is 
fell ; lasters and Tylers cannot pay too strict a regard to the rules 
and r rements of the Order. Great care ought also to be exercised 
■5^jth T loct to visitors from abroad, and none admitted unless hailing 
from idictions recognised by the Grand Lodge of England, as shown 
in t endar. The Board is making enquiries with respect to cer- 
tain " inental and other bodies, the result of which will appear in 
due : but in the meanwhile it would state, in answer to numerous 
en~" *^r't Tip^ther the Grand Orient of France nor the Grand Lodge 
of i Is ?, Zl-icnio body recognised, or entitled to recognition, by 
th( , Lodt,e of England." 

irand Lodge of Bng' ' 1 has for seven years been wrestling 
wi' -"h'em of how best to improve Freemason's Tavern, and ap- 

pe, ar from a isolution as ever. Meantime, the letting value of 
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the premises- iad vanished, and the estimates for alterations keep 
mounting up rather alarmingly. 

Meeting after meeting considers fresh proposals, but the matter 
gets no " forrader," and the time of the meetings appears to be largely 
occupied in deciding " points of order" instead of proceeding on busi- 
ness lines. 

However, the last resolution carried has a common sense ring about 
it, namely: — "That it be an instruction to the Board of Gfineral Pur- 
poses to take immediate steps to put the Tavern premises in proper 
order at as small a cost as possible, and to act." So that we may ex- 
pect something to be done at last. 

Commenting on the proposed expenditure for renovating the 
Tavern, an American reviewer s^ys: — 

" The Board was authorised to expend £20,000 ($97,200) on fiu'ther 
improvements of the tavern. This makes £50,000 in all for the Im- 
provements. ' ' We wonder how this will strike some of our Western 
prohibition jurisdictions ? We originally received our Masonry from 
England, and naturally look to English Grand Lodge for example. 

" The members of the Grand Lodge now number about 36,000, and 
though it is impossible to get but a fraction of that number inside of 
Freemasons' Hall, the place is so large that it is impossible for a man 
to make himself heard all over the room." 

The position of Past Grand Stewards under the Grand Lodge of 
England has recently been placed beyond question by the following 
Amendment of the Book of Constitution. We give also the discussion 
on the point. 

W. Bro. J. S. Granville Grenfell, M.A., W.M. No. 46 (President of 
the Board of Grand Stewards) : Right Worshipful Deputy Grand Master, 
the Motion which I have the honour to propose is to supply what ap- 
pears to be an omission in the Book of Constitutions. The rules of 
that book nowhere define the status of Past GTand Stewards who are 
Members of Grand Lodge. It is, therefore, with a view to supply this 
deficiency that I ibeg to move: — 

" That Rule 6 of the Book of Constitutions be amended by adding 
immediately after Number 62 the following, viz., 63. Such 
Past Grand Stewards as are Masters or Past Masters of Pri- 
vate Lodges." 

The motion was seconded by W. Bro. J. Campbell Inglis (Grand 
Steward No. 4). 

The Grand Registrar: If I may say so. it has always appeared to 
me that something was wanting here. If the Grand Stewards of th« 
year are Grand Ofiicers, surely Past Grand Stewards are Past Grand 
Officers. ("No.") A Brother may s.ay "No," but that is my opinion. 
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and that Is the advice I give the Grand Lodge as its adviser, that it 
would be better to remove that injustice by adopting what Is suggested 
and aclrnowledge them as being entitled to come after the Grand Stew- 
ards of the year. As a matter of fact, a Past Grand Steward when 
visiting always puts down in the boolc that he is a Pajst Grand Steward, 
and why should we not legalise it ? It Is an act of injustice which 
has been too long delayed. 

The Resolution was put and carried. 

We recommend our Grand Lodge to talie similar action. 

The Report of the Board of General Purposes of June, 1907, upon 
the Queensland question, led to some very pertinent remarks from M.W. 
Bro. Sir Gerard Smith, from which we extract the following: — 

"R.W. Bro. Sir Gerard Smith: Most Worshipful Pro-Grand Master, I 
rise, not with the intention of moving any amendment to the adoption 
of this portion of the Report, but I desire to offer a few words of cri- 
ticism upon it which Brethren may not think will come inappropriately 
from myself, holding as I do the patent of the Grand Lodge of Western 
Australia to represent them in this Grand Lodge of England, and hav- 
ing been their fiiist Grand Master. I confess I do not like the Report; 
I do not like the wording of it. There are some expressions which I 
might reasonably take exception to. For instance. I do not like the 
words : ' the outside interference of New South Wales and Western 
Australia.' I do not think the word ' interference' Is a nice word to 
have used; but, coming now to what is really the essence of the whole 
paragraph, undoubtedly we must admit there has been irregularity. 
That, I think, is established by the evidence which has been placed 
before us on previous occasions and on this occasion. Whether that 
Irregularity could have been avoided by the exercise of a little more 
of that tact and discretion 'which the Board hasten to attribute to the 
District Grand Master of Queensland and his officers, I cannot say. 
We have been accustomed here in this Grand Lodge always to accept, 
and, I think, rightly to accept the statements of the Board of General 
Purposes as being based upon the evidence before them, and they are, 
I think, with the exception I have already mentioned, couched In lan- 
gruage of discretion, and so far as facts are concerned we are all ready 
to accept the facts of a case as they state them. But what I say is 
that in consequence of this irregularity, which I have stated is un- 
doubted, we are on the verge of a crisis in Freemasonry, and I think 
this Grand Lodge and the Board of General Purposes have left out of 
account the large difference there is in Masonic feeling in England 
and Colonial Masonic feeling. It is a thing very difficult to describe, 
but undoubtedly that feeling of sturdy independence and desire to 
govern themselves extends not only to State affairs, but to the Ma- 
sonic Craft. That being so I am quite sure that the Board of General 
Purposes have, in considering this matter a little, lost sight of that. 
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Their difficulty seems to be now very great. What I am afraid of is 
that the Board are drifting, and may force the Grand Lodge of Eng- 
land into something like a policy of coercion, and I hope that that may 
not be the case. Now, in this Report they state the difficulty which 
the Grand Master of New South Wales seems to have laboured under, 
he desired to remove by proposing to resign as Grand Master; and, 
again. Brother Bray, the Grand Secretary of New South ' Wales,, 
■ solved the difficulty apparently by resigning his English rank.' Does 
this make for unity among Masons ? I think we want unity, not se- 
paration. I do not want to see distinguished Brethren resigning their 
rank in order to solve difficulties which should never have arisen. 

" The M.W. Pro-Grand Master: Why do they do illegal things ? 

" R.W. Bro. Sir Gerard Smith: We have all made mistakes, and it 
is said that those who never make mistakes never do anything. When 
we do make mistakes in Freemasonry we should be in the hahlt of 
putting the most generous construction upon all the words and actions 
of our Brethren. I am a little in doubt whether the Board of General 
Purposes have entirely acted up to that. As I said before, it is not my 
intention to throw discord into the question more than I can help, and 
therefore I shall content myself with an appeal to the Board of (Jeneral 
Purposes that they will stay their hand until they have an opportunity 
of seeing before them the erring Brethren, who, I suppose, are the 
Grand Masters of New South Wales and Western Australia." 



FLORIDA. 

171 Lodges 7598 Members. 

The 79th Annual Communication was held in January, 1908, there 
being 162 Lodges represented. 

During the Session the question of simplifying the taking of the 
ballot in Grand Lodge was under discussoin, and the following recom- 
mendations were adopted, but the process appears to us cumbrous and 
likely to occupy considerable time. 

'■ Resolved, That the Representatives of Lodges and Past Masters 
be seated in numerical order of Districts, beginning from the East, the 
odd-numbered Districts on the South side of the Grand Lodge, and the 
even-numbered Districts on the North side of the Grand Lodge. 

" That each District Deputy shall be seated with his District at 
each session of the Grand Lodge, and they shall collect all ballots of 
their respective districts in boxes provided for that purpose, and shall 
deliver the boxes to the tellers, who shall canvass the votes. 
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■' In case of the absence or disability of a District Deputy, the M.W. 
Grand Master shall appoint a Brother of that District to perform the 
above duties. 

" That the ballots of the Grand Officers and those seated on the 
platform be delivered to the Senior Grand Deacon, who shall deliver 
them to the tellers. 

" That during the election of oflficers all visitors shall retire except 
those who may remain by the express permission of the M.W. Grand 
Master. 

" That, in order to carry out the provisions of this document, the 
Grand Secretary be authorised to procure a sufficient number of ballot 
boxes for the purpose set forth." 

Bro. Silas B. Wright is the reviewer for Florida, and he furnishes 
a very interesting commentary on the sayings and doings ct other 
Masonic jurisdictions. Under the heading " New Zealand," l:e deals 
with our 1905 Report, and summarises the salient points. 

Touching upon the Queensland difficulty, he says: — 

" The unfortunate conditions existing in Australia concerning the 
new Grand Lxjdge of Queensland indicate trouble and heart-burning. 
We sympathise with the new Grand Lodge, and W^sh to aid them in 
every way possible. We think the action of the Lodges forming the 
Grand Lodge, regular, and that they were fully justified. We depre- 
cate the action of the Provincial Grand Masters in refusing to permit 
the other Lodges lo participate. We regret the action of the Grand 
Lodges of Scotland and England in forcing the issue, and going to the 
extremes of issuing an edict of expulsion against the GTand Master of 
the new Grand Lodge. They seem determined to go to further ex- 
tremes and expel the Masters and Wardens of the few lodges of their 
oliedience who took ])art in the organisation.' 

We also reproduce Bro. Wright'.s remarks anent the much-dis- 
cussed question in America of how the legitimate members of the Craft 
can best be protected against (he illegitimates: — 

"The question of clandestine'sm in the States is causing action to 
Iji- taken to protect the regulars against the irregulars. The Grand 
Lodges of Illinois, Xew York, Rhode Is'and, Minnesota. Xew Hamp- 
shire, South Carolina, Wyoming. Indian Territory, Missouri, Ohio, 
Massachusetts, British Colimibia, Manitoba, and Xova Scotia have 
adopted • regulations requiring that all iiersons applying to visit shall, 
-before' examination, present documentary evidence of membership in 
some regular lodge. In some States such regulations have been de- 
cided -by .lurisprudence Goommittees illegal and un-Masonlc. That, 
the time immemorial method of ' due examination' is the only require- 
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ment authorised. Tliis is an important matter, and should receive tho 
most careful consideration. Regular lodges and members shoud re- 
ceive every protection possible, and action of some iiind should nor be 
long dela5'ed. By reference to our review of New York, it will be 
seen that there they have gdne so far as to have special laws passed 
by the State Legislature under which they intend to proceed in cri- 
minal courts against all fradulent degree peddlers." 



GEORGIA. 

505 Lodges 28,420 Members. 

Average Strength, 56. 

The 121st Annual Communication was held in the City of Macon In 
October, 1907. 

The whole of the Lodges on the Roll appear to have been repre- 
sented and, in addition, some 550 Past Masters not representing 
Lodges were present, so that the assemblage must necessarily have 
been very large. 

The address of the Grand Master is of the poetical and pyrotechni- 
cal order. 'S^'e quote his opening: — 

" My Brethren: I stood one day upon the shores of the Atlantic 
ocean. The sun shone down resplendent on a summer sea. The sky 
was cloudless, and the birds sang sweetly. It was indeed a perfect day. 

Xearby. a stately ship was putting out to sea. Upon her decks stood 
strong men. fair women, and little children. Laughter and music 
filled the air. And from the shores farewells were spoken, and flutter- 
ing signals bade God-speed to friends and loved ones. 

"Suddenly, at the masthead, the Stars and Stripes appeared, ;md 
proudly floated in the summer air. And as the throng on ship and 
shore beheld that banner of the free — the glorious flag that typifies our 
country's power, a mighty shout arose, and many a bosom throbbed 
and many an eye was dimmed with joyful tears. To those who jour- 
neyed far to foreign lands, that flag meant home and country, safety 
amid unknown dangers, the great Republic's might, resistless, strong, 
unconquerable. 

■ It was the symbol of a people's greatness, a nation's power, the 
hope and glory of mankind. 

■ We. too, my brethren, possess a symbol great and strong. To us 
it stnnds to.- life's dearest, holiest noblest aspirations. 
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" An open Book on yonder altar lies. Upon it rest the compass 
and the square. They represent the word of God, rectitude of llle, 
passions subdued, strength to resist temptation's power — in lite, our 
comfort; in death, our solace and our hope. With them, we too can 
safely journey -unto unknown shores. We, too, can freely mingle with 
our fellowman in every land beneath the sun. We too can stand up- 
right and true, mid trials and disasters, and win our way through every 
peril to safety and to peace. 

" Standing this day within the shadow of that Book of Books, we 
open with hymn and prayer, with thanksgiving and praise, our One 
Hundred and Twenty-first Annual Communication. We represent 
three times ten thousand Masons tried and true, an anny of morality 
and love, a mighty host by deathless ties united. 

" How wonderful this gathering ! How powerful tor good ! How 
irresistible for righteousness and truth ! No selfish motives here, no 
greed for gain, no yearning for aggrandisement and power. It Is In 
truth an inspiration and a blessing to meet and greet these sturdy sons 
of light, assembled to promote the best and truest interests of mankind. 

" With words of cheer I greet you, one and all. With tidings of 
great joy I stand before you on this day of days to render an account 
of the great trust you have to me committed." 

This worthy Brother has occupied the Grand Master's Chair for 
fieven years, and is evidently a man of unbounded energy and great 
ability, but some of his compatriots do not appear to approve of his 
methods, and are pretty free in their comments. 

One of them sums up Georgia as follows; — 

" When we read the Grand Master's address and see how, year 
after year, he holds the position of Grand Master, we wonder whether 
it is by his goodness or his political power. And as for disiiensatious 
granted, it makes one wonder whether there is any Masonry left in 
Georgia, or whether any of the Lodges hold regular communications as 
long as they have such a Grand Master. Page after page devoted to 
conferring and balloting out of time; eight Fellow Crafts made Master 
Masons in a bunch out of regular time; ten Fellow Crafts in a bunch 
rushed through in irregular order; Entered Apprentice after Entered 
. Apprentice rushed through the next two degrees in one night out of 
regular time; Fellow Crafts made Masters without any examination 
whatever; eighty Fellow Crafts made Master Masons at any odd time 
in bunches or in singles. The only thing that he asked was that ap- 
plications .be signed in person and not by jn-oxy. Then he calmly 
states that Masonry has nothing in common with a circus, and cfinnot 
receive a part of the proceeds of the same, as it lends to lower the 
dignity of the Institution, ap]>arently oblivious of the tact that, owing 
to his abuse of the dispensing power, there hnsinpen n circus lioing on 
in the Lodges all the year. 
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" The Jurisprudence Committee accepted all he did as most wonder- 
ful, and prayed that the Grand LiOdge of Georgia may be blessed with 
his great services for many years to come. And once more he was 
elected to succeed himself. 

" Fifty-six" of the Georgia brethren were expelled for un-Masonic 
conduct, and the long list of names is published. They rush out nearly 
as many as the Grand Master rushes in. 

"Eight new Lodges were granted dispensations; fourteen new 
Lodges were constituted: seventeen corner-stones laid. 

" The Grand Lodge adopted a resolution to consider, devise and 
suggest at the next Annual some means whereby the Craft might be ac- 
commodated, when in Grand Lodge assembled, and whether it would 
be advisable to sell the old Temple and erect a new one. 

The Grand Master appointed once more his usual enormous com- 
mittees: Law 97, General Welfare 95, Grand Master's Address S.S, 
Grievances 98, Returns SO, Charters 100, Memorials 80, By-Laws 80^ 
Relief 70, and Unfinished Business 75 members, all drawing pay most 
likely. Besides this, 470 Past Masters present at so much per day. 
The pay roll was immeni-e, n7.000.00 for 190o. Also 5500 for Grand 
Master's stenographer, $900 to Grand Treasurer, $l.i00 to Grand Secre- 
tary, $50 to Grand Tyler. 

"' As the Grand Lodge voted to have a hundred dollar portrait of 
Grand Master Meyerhardi painted, and ordered a Past Grand Master's 
jewel for him, this may mean they are at last tired of the general riot 
that has been the rule of the Grand Master for these manv years."' 



INDIANA, 1907. 

534 Lodges 47,353 Members. 

Largest Lodge, 641 Members. 

The 86th Annual Meeting was held in the City of ludlanopolis in 
May. 1907, tihis being the 90th year of this Grand Lodge's existence. 

This Grand Lodge has an officer designated the Grand Inspector, 
whose duty it is to inspect and instruct Lodges throughout the terri- 
tory. It can be easily conceived what a stupendous task it must be 
for one man to undertake the supervision of over five hundred Lodges, 
and we are forced to the conclusion that better results would be se- 
cured by a division of labour. 

The Grand Master says in his address: '■ More trouble has arisen 
iu this jurisdiction over tihe misuse of the blackball than from an,\- 
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other source; the judicious use of this bulwark of defence against un- 
worthy applicants is one of our greatest blessings, but the malicious 
or spiteful wielding of this power is a rock which has imperilled the 
prosperity of many of our Lodges." 

In America unanimity of election is regarded as a landmark, and 
the Indiana reviewer, referring to our system of allowing each Lodge 
liberty to decide by its by-laws whether one, two, or three black balls 
shall exclude, remarks: — "If there is a well-defined landmark of 
Masonry, it Is the unanimity of the ballot; take that away, and the 
great Masonic structure stands on ropes of sand." 

This sounds lofty, but the every-day logic of experience has 
taught us that it is unwise to trust such tremendous power to one 
man, and our phenomenal success under the alternative system goes 
to prove that ropes of sand are not such a frail foundation after all, 
provided the fabric is fittingly cemented and adorned. 



ILLINOIS, 1907. 

752 Lodges About 85,000 Members. 

Average strength, 113. 

Largest Lodge, 1195 (Garden City, Chicago); smallest Lodge, 16. 
There are quite a number over 500 strong. 

What strikes us forcibly is that in these very large Lodges a man 
might be ten years a member without becoming personally known to 
the Brethren of his own Lodge; we are of opinion that close personal 
friendship should exist between the members of a Lodge, that there 
should be thorough sympathy born of mutual knowledge and regard 
running through the institution, and that each member should be 
able to interest himself in the affairs of his fellows. Then the pro- 
spects of getting into ofiice in these large Lodges are very remote, 
and we cannot ignore the fact that most men have the ambition to 
" rise to eminence." Our experience strongly convinces us that a 
Lodge with about one hundred members presents ideal conditions for 
capable handling and the maximum of success. 

The Correspondence Review is conducted by that Nestor among 
us, Bro. Joseph Robbins, who is generally regarded as one of the best 
informed and most reliable authorities in Masonic matters. 

The following extract from his last report will be of general 
interest: — 

" With these explanations your Committee presents the following 
list of fully recognised Grand Lodges, to which Is added a supple- 
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mentary list of Grand Lodges to which qualified recognition has been 
given to the extent that will warrant the Masons of the obedience 
of the Grand Lodge of Illinois in visiting their Lodges, with the 
consent thereof, and will warrant Illinois Lodges in receiving on like 
terms the members of the obedience of any of the bodies therein 
named, as v.sitors or as applicants for affiliation: — 

" Alabama, Alberta, Arizona. Arkansas, British Columbia. California, 
Canada in the Province of Ontario. Colorado, Connecticut, Cuba, Dela- 
ware District of Columbia, England, Florida. Georgia. Idaho, Indiana. 
Indian Territory, Iowa, Ireland, Kansas, Kentucky. Louisiana, Maine, 
Manitoba, Maryland, Massachusetts. Michigan. Minnesota, Mississippi, 
Missouri Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, New Brunswick, New Hamp- 
shire, New Jersey, New ilexico, New South T^'ales, New York, New 
Zealand, North Carolina, North Dakota, Nova Scotia, Ohio, Oklahoma, 
Oregon. Pennsylvania Prince Edward Island, Quebec, Queensland, 
Rhode Island, Saskatchewan, Scotland, South Australia, South Caro- 
lina. South Dakota, Tasmania. Tennessee, Texas. Utah, Vermont, 
Victoria Virginia. Washington, Western Australia, West Virginia, 
Wisconsin, and Wyoming (all accorded full recognition): and the three 
Prussian Grand Lodges — The Three Globes, the Grand National Lodge 
of Germany, and the Royal York of Friendship, at Berlin; the Grand 
Lodge of Concord (Zur Bintracht), at Darmstadt;; Eclectic Union, 
Frankfurt; Saxony, Dresden; The Sun (Zur Sonne), Bayreuth; Ham- 
burg, Hamburg; Holland (Groot Oosten der Nederlanden) , the Hague; 
National, of Eg>-pt. Cairo. Also the Lodges composing The Free 
Association of Five Independent Lodges in Germany — viz. Minerva, 
of the Three Palms, and Baldvrin of the Linden, both at Leipzig; Archi- 
mides of the Three Tracing Boards, Altenburg; Carl of the Wreath of 
Rue. Hildburghausen ; Archimides of the Eternal Union, Gera (all 
accorded qualified recognition). 

" The following bodies are deemed to he without authority in 
Syrnbolic or Craft Masonry, and the memhers of their obedience in- 
eligible to visit or affiliate with Lodqea in Illinois ; — 

" Grand Lodge Alpina, Zurich, Switzerland; Grand Orient of Argen- 
tine Republic, Buenos Ayres; Grand Orient of Belgium. Brussels; 
Grand Orient of Brazil, Rio Janeiro; Grand Orient of Chili, Valparaiso; 
National Grand Lodge of Denmark. Copenhagen; Grand Orient of 
France and Grand Lodge of France, Paris; Grand Lodge or Supreme 
Council of Luxemburg, Luxemburg; Grand Orient of Greece and Grand 
Lodge of Greece, Athens; Symbolic Grand Lodge of Hungary, Buda- 
pest; Supreme Council of Mexico, and all Grand Lodges in Mexico; 
Grand Orient of Guatemala and Grand Lodge of Guatemala; Grand 
Lodge of Costa Rica, San Jose; Grand Orient of Italy, Rome; Grand 
Lodge of Norway. Christiania; Grand Orient of Lusitania (Portugal), 
Lisbon; Grand Lodge of Peru, Lima; Grand Lodge of the Dominican 
Republic, San Domingo; Grand Orient of Hayti, Port au Prince; Grand 
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Orient of Colombia, Bogota; Grand Orient of Spain, Madrid; Grand 
Lodge of Spain, Cadiz; Grand Orient of Uruguay, Montevideo; Grand 
Orient of Paraguay, Asuncion; Sovereign Grand Lodge of Porto Rico, 
San Juan; Grand Lodge of Syeden, Stockholm; any Grand Lodge 
(however named) at Leipzig, Germany; Grand Orient of Venezuela, 
Caracas; and all supreme councils, sovereign sanctuaries, or other 
powers, however named, wherever situated, of whatever rite — exccpt- 
iii(j regular Grand Lodges of Free and Accepted Masomt — assuming to 
erect Lodges with authority to confer the three degrees of Symbolic 
or Craft Masonry. — Fraternally submitted. Joseph Robbing, Com- 
mittee." 

Bro. Robbins has closely followed the course of Masonic evolution 
in Australasia, and as an intelligent and unprejudiced onlooker he 
makes the following comment upon our relations with the parent 
Grand Lodges: — 

" The correspondence with the English Masonic authorities over 
the alleged revival of a defunct Lodge — Lodge Franklin No. 2138 — 
and setting the same at work in a new location, under the pretext for 
removing a living Lodge, still continues, and tihe patronising tone of 
the letters from the English Board of General Purposes does not pro- 
mise an early termination of the controversy. 

" The fruits of the mulish course pursued by England and Scotland 
towards New Zealand, Queensland and New South Wales Is driving 
those dependencies of the British Empire closer together and hastening 
the day when a great English speaking nation will set up business for 
itself In Australasia. Nobody sees this tendency more clearly or 
more quickly than the rulers sent out to govern these territories, or 
more bewail the blindness of the Home authorities. Lord Plunket, 
the Governor of New Zealand, in his address after being Installed as 
Grand Master, alluded to this aspect of affairs in a most significant 
way." 

We regret that pressure of space prevents us from making furthpr 
extracts from this very valuable report. 



IDAHO, 1907. 

49 Lodges 2395 Members. 

Average Strength, 49. 

The fortieth Aiiuual Communication was held at Boise on 10th 
September, 1907, there being twenty-seven Lodges represented. 

In their Proceedings we find also the report of two Special Commu- 
nications for Foundation-stone laying, a feature of Masonic work which 
is very prominent in America. 
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The correspondence reviewer quotes from our 1906 report a few 
figures and facts indicating the progress we are making, and gives 
extracts from the addresses of Past Grand Master Burton and M.W. 
Bro. Lord Plunket. 

As showing the close study which is given by American Grand 

Lodges to " burning questions," such as territorial jurisdiction and 

the establishment of new Grand Lodges, we reproduce the following 
on the Queensland question: — 

" Special report of Committee on Foreign Correspondence in regard 
to the M.W. Grand Lodge of Queensland, which is as follows: — 
'To the M.W. Grand Lodge of Idaho, A.F. and A. Masons: 

' Your Committee on Foreign Correspondence has been charged 
with the duty of reporting upon the application for recognition by 
this Grand IjOdge of the Sovereign Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and 
Accepted Masons of Queensland. 

' Queensland is a British colony, occupying the whole of the north- 
eastern portion of Australia. The whole of Queensland comprises 
678,600 square miles, nearly eight times the area of Idaho. 

' The territory of Queensland was occupied by three District Grand 
Lodges, presided over iby three District Deputy Grand Masters, holding 
allegiance respectively to England, Scotland, and Ireland. There were 
158 subordinate Lodges working under the three constitutions above 
mentioned— 63 English, 69 Scotch, and 26 Irisih. 

' Two efforts were made to establish a Grand Lodge in Queens- 
land — one in 1887 and the other in 1897 — without success. March 23, 
1904, a convention of delegates was held at Brisbane, at which 36 
Lodges, 22 belonging to the Irish constitution and 14 to the Scottish, 
were represented. At a second convention, held April 25, 1904, the 
final steps were taken, there .being present representatives from 25 of 
the 26 Irish Lodges and 14 Scottish Lodges. 

Notice of the movement was sent to every Lodge under the Eng- 
lish, Scotch, and Irish constitutions in Queensland. It might be said 
in passing that the discussion of the proposition was forbidden in the 
Scotch Lodges and was so hedged about in the English Lodges that 
discussion was scarcely possible. However, 14 Scotch Lodges decided 
to join in the movement, their Deputy Grand Master to the contrary 
notwithstanding. This left 119 Lodges in Queensland which took no 
part in the movement. 

• After reading many pages on both sides of this controversy as 
to the formation of the Grand Lodge of Queensland, your Committee 
believes that it has been regularly formed and worthy of recognition, 
and recommend the adoption of the following resolution: " Be it there- 
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fore, Resolved, That the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Idaho hereby 
extends fraternal recognition to the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of 
Queensland, 'with best wishes for its continued prosperity."

"On the motion of Bro. James A. Pinney the report was adopted, 
and the recommendations contained therein concurred in," 



IOWA, 1907. 

508 Lodges 37,838 Members. 

The sixty-fourth Annual Communication opened in the City of 
Clinton on 4th June. 1907, there being 453 Lodges represented (69 by 
proxy only). Total attendance of members of Grand Lodge, 647. 

This Grand Lodge usually has a public parade or procession prior 
to opening but on this occasion the Brethren assembled in the Opera 
House at 8.30 a.m.! when a musical programme, lasting an hour, was 
gone through. Then followed an Invocation by a Rev. Brother, a 
quartette by two ladies and two gentlemen (designated the Rose Croix 
Quartette), and an Address of Welcome by a local Brother. 

A large number of citizens and a goodly number of ladies were 
present to witness the Public Exercises, in addition to the great con- 
course of Brethren. 

After more music and the acceptance of invitations from the 
Y.M.C.A., the Elks, and the Wapsipimmecon Clubs, the profane retired 
and Grand Lodge settled down to business. 

After roll-call and other preliminaries had been gone through, 
the Grand Master read a thoughtful address and comprehensive report, 
ocupying some twenty-six printed pages. 

This document, it may be explained for the benefit of Australasian 
readers, takes the place of our Board reports, ibut sober prose ia 
lighted up with flashes of poetic imagery like the following opening 
sentences: — 

' It has been well said that there is no beauty in lite, but in that 
part of it which is everlasting. No merit in effort, except such as 
leaves the impress of its aims in permanence on the edifice of human 
development. The splendour of the sunlight is the grandest glory 
of physical nature, but the brilliancy of yesterday would be forgotten 
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in the glare of to-day if we did not linow that in the warmth of its 
rays are borne the seed of life, the germ of ever-recurring generation 
and regeneration. So in the moral world of thought and spiritual effort 
those achievements only are memorable and cherished which link 
themselves into our consciousness and hope of an ever-ascending 
progress. 

" We are living in an age of wonderful activity in all the avenues 
of human energy; awakenings of all descriptions are stirring the 
nations; the wizard spell of science shoots out from the innermost 
parts of the earth to the remotest stars, and promises to revolutionise 
all ideas of life and matter. 'We are heirs of all the ages in the 
foremost files of time.' 

" As a people we are confronted lay many perplexing governmental 
and sociological problems; there is an awakened public conscience, a 
demand for unquestioned integrity upon the part of those holding 
positions of trust and responsibility. As Masons we should ever wel- 
come all movements having for their abject the assured honesty of 
those who occupy high places, in both public and private life." 

The Grand Lodge of Iowa possesses a very fine Masonic Library; 
probably there is no better anywhere. It is housed in a very hand- 
some building, and is altogether a possession they are justly proud of. 

" The largest and best equipped Masonic Library in the United 
States, if not in the world; a beacon light of Masonic knowledge, of 
ever-increasing brilliancy, to be viewed with pride by this generation, 
and one of the landmarks that will be cherished by generations to 
come." 

Printed Rituals are an abomination in the eyes of most of the 
American Grand Lodges; they foster and maintain uniformity of work 
through the medium of Boards of Custodians and instruction is given 
orally only. This Board licenses District Lecturers, and Iowa has 
now 45 of these, who hold " Schools of Instruction " within their 
respective districts. 

These Lecturers are paid travelling expenses and a rate per day 
(usually three dollars per day). 

It may be mentioned that the expenditure of Iowa Grand Lodge 
for mileage and per diem for the year 1907 for Lodge Representatives, 
Grand Officers, Lecturers, etc., reached nearly £2000. 

Their Review of Correspondence is very good as far as it goes, 
but for some reason is confined to America — the Munroe Boctrine 
applied Masonically, we presume. Nevertheless, an intelligent interest 
in Australian matters is in evidence, as witness the following extract 
from the "Postlude": — 

" In retrospect, the Masonic world seems at perfect peace. No 
widesiwead unrest prevails, and no serious danger appears imminent. 
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The single note of disoord is the continued refusal of the Grand 
Lodges of England, Scotland, and Ireland to recognise the newly-formed 
Grand Lodge of Queensland. To an ajhsolutely impartial onlooker the 
position of these venerable bodies seem unsound, irrational, unfra- 
ternal, dogmatic, and unjust. The seat of the trouble me judge to be 
with England and Scotland, as the Grand Lodge of Ireland shows a 
wholesome willingness to do what is fair, but is guided by the wishes 
of the other two. Many American Grand Lodges have postponed 
recognition solely because of their fraternal relations with these Grand 
Lodges, and we sincerely trust that in the interests of justice and 
fair-dealing a way may soon be opened for a cordial and thoroughly 
fraternal consideration of the whole matter." 



INDIAN TERRITORY, 1907. 

Lodges, 184 Members, 8476. 

This Grand Lodge held its thirty-fourth Annual Communication 
at South McAlester, Choctaw Nation, in August, 1907, there being 
representatives of 135 Lodges present. 

In view of the probability of the United States Government con- 
stituting the territories of Indian Territory and Oklahoma into a State 
under the designation of Oklahoma State, considerable thought and 
talk has taken place in the two Grand Lodges of these Territories 
upon the question of the amalgamation of the two Grand Masonic 
Bodies into one. The outstanding feature of these discussions is the 
fraternal spirit displayed by all concerned, and the common-sense, 
business methods adopted to bring about the blend. 

We quote from the report of the Joint Committee set up by the 
two Grand Lodges as follows: — 

" No one at all familiar with the mental calibre of the two Grand 
Bodies could for a moment seriously consider the ' aibsorptlon ' theory, 
as neither would consent to be absorbed. Both Grand Lodges are 
sovereign bodies, owing allegiance to no higher authority, holding no 
Charter from any superior organisation, hence have none to surrender. 

"There can be no question of coercion. The jurisdiction of 
each Grand Body is clearly defined within prescribed limits; each Is 
supreme; no invasion could be attempted or tolerated. The United 
States Government will possibly — at least we are fondly hoping for it — 
wipe out these dividing lines, for ever obliterating Indian and Okla- 
homa Territories by creating the State of Oklahoma. 

" There can, then, be no question of ' Mother ' Indian Territory 
receiving ' Daughter ' Oklahoma Territory back to the deserted home- 
stead; nor is the 'Mother' ibreaking xip housekeeping to go and live 
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with the 'Daughter,' but mutual concessions must me made, and a fra- 
ternal anion established, on which we shall proceed to erect the Grand 
XjOdge of the great new State of Oklahoma, rebuilding mis temple 
without the sound of iron discord or wooden strife. 

" Brethren, to me it is simply a plain case of taldng aown the 
cross fence, throwing both herds Into one pasture, and rebranding. 

" The I.T. and O.T. brands will have to be laid asScre, and here- 
after the Masonic branch of the coming great State will use the plain 
' Circle O ' brand. 

" When the powers that be confer upon this people the Inestimable 
boon of Statehood, we shall see this Masonic union consummated with 
dispatch and harmony. 

"Until this much desired legislation is an assured fact the dis- 
cussion of attending details is, In our judgment, premature." 



IRELAND, 1907. 

451 Lodges Membership not stated. 

Out of the total nimiber of Lodges on the Register about forty are 
in the Colonies and Dependencies of Great Britain, ana there are six 
Regimental I^odges. 

Ireland Is, therefore, much more compact and self-contained than 
the Sister Grand Lodges of England and Scotland. 

There are now only four Irish Lodges in New Zealand. 

The annual report of the Grand Lodge of Ireland consists almost 
entirely of addresses delivered at a Stated Communication and a 
Special Communication by the Deputy Grand Mastei (Sir James C. 
Meredith) . 

In these Addresses, however, we find much that is of special 
interest to us in the Colonies; for instance, we may quote the 
following as showing the kindly feeling displayed by Ireland towards 
Brethren who hold rank in the Grand Lodge of Queensland, although 
that Grand Lodge has not been formally recognised. 

" Our Brother, Doctor W. S. Byrne, has visited us not for the 
first time. He was an active member of Irish Pi-eemasonry when we 
had a Provincial Grand Lodge in Queensland. He held prominent 
rank as a member of our Provincial Grand Lodge there. He was 
Provincial Deputy Grand Master at one time, and we received him in 
this hall upon a former occasion when he held that office. The Breth- 
ren of that Colony have formed themselves into an Independent Grand 
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Lodge, and we welcome to-day upon the platform here our Brother 
William S. Byrne, an Irishman, the son of an Irishman, the Brother 
of Irishmen, the uncle of Irishmen, and a 1 of them members of this 
Grand Lodge. Our Brother John Byrne, perhaps, we have not seen 
amongst us for a long time, but we all remember him well, and we 
know his heart is with us here to-day, and that he is thinking of 
the meeting of this Grand Lodge. Our Brother Doctor Byrne has been 
called to much higher rank, and he now holds the position of Past 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Queensland, and I can only say 
to him that the more frequently he visits us the better we shall be 
pleased. (Applause.) " 

In some parts of America it is considered "the correct thing" for 
a visiting Brother to demand a sight of the Charter before submitting 
to examination. 

Here is what R.W. Bro. Sir J. C. Meredith has to say about 
that: — 

" Visiting. — I was asked by a learned and energetic and active 
Brother — I do not know whether he is present to-night or not — as to 
the right of visiting Brethren. If an unvouched Brother wishes to 
visit a Lodge, and demands that the Warrant should be brought Into 
the ante-room in order that he might see it before proceeding to 
answer any questions put by the Brethren sent out to examine him, 
what is to be done? All I can say is, that in my personal opinion any 
man who comes to visit a Lodge must wait until he gets inside — If 
he can prove himself to the satisfaction of the examiners to be a 
Mason — to see the Warrant. If he does not see it there, I think the 
sooner he retires from that assembly the better. (Laughter and 
applause.) 

Masonic Jewels. — This is the title by which they designate their 
GMrls' School, Boys' School, and Victoria Jubilee Annuity Fund, of 
which they are justly proud. Dr. Meredith says regarding them: — 

" I now want to say a 'word or two about a matter connected with 
the Fraternity of which I think we ought to be extremely proud— I 
want to say something about our Masonic Jewels. I do not mean 
the badges we wear on our collars or on the breasts of our coats. 
To my mind the term Charity is one that I do not like when applied 
to Masonic Institutions. We are all brethren of one family, and when 
one member of the body suffers we have high authority for knowing 
that the other members suffer also. (Hear, hear.) When aeath, or 
old age, or sickness visits our brethren, do not let us use the word 
charity in their cases. I believe that our Masonic Female Orphan 
School, our Orphan Boys' School, and our Victoria Jubilee Annuity 
Fund are the brightest jewels of Masonry that can be seen in this 
country or elsewhere." 
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KANSAS, 1907. 

Lodges, 379 Members, 30,468. 

Average Strength, 80. 

Largest Lodge, Albert Pike, No. 303. 509 Members. 

The fifty-second Annual Communication was held at Topeka in 
February, 1908, there being present 361 representatives of Lodges and 
234 Past Masters, representing 285 Lodges in all. 

The Grand Master delivered an address, and when he arrived at 
the Record of Necrology, the report says: — 

■■ (Here followed roll-call by the Grand Secretary, prayer by the 
Grand Chaplain, 'taps,' and the rendering of 'The Lost Chord' by the 
quartette.'" 

The Grand Master reported the laying of a numiber of corner stones, 
but thinks there should be some outward and visible sign of such 
events engraven on the building, and we agree with him in the 
following remarks: — 

'' The ancient custom was to have the name of the Grand Master 
of Masons carved upon the stone, as well as some distinguishing guild 
mark. Before the Fraternity became speculative, it was the invariable 
custom for corner-stones to bear these guild marks, and innumerable 
•edifices in Europe bear testimony to this custom. Times and condi- 
tions have changed, and on account of the institution being greater 
than the man, a Grand Master should not now have his name carved 
on the stone. It is believed, however, that a Grand Master shou]d 
never employ the privileges of his high ofiice to assenrble the Craft 
for the performance of a public ceremony without leaving an imprint 
of Symbolic Masonry on that which is performed at such ceremony. 
Corner-stones can be laid and buildings erected without the Services 
of the Fraternity of Free and Accepted Masons, but when these ser- 
vices are invoked and rendered, the Craft should have the right to 
preserve its ancient customs and traditions. 

It is, therefore, recommended that a standing regulation be 
adopted providing that hereafter it shall be unlawful to lay any corner- 
stone which shall not have carved on one of its exposed sides the 
year of Masonry, the name of the M.W. Grand I^odge, and the dis- 
tinguishing symbols of the Craft. 

Kansas (like most of the American Grand Lodges) possesses a 
Masonic Home, and is very proud of the institution. 

It has about eighty inmates, and the weekly cost of maintaining 
these is about lis. 6d. per head (men, women and children). 
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Mention is made in the annual report of the Grand Secretary 
that the Grand Lodge of Kansas has issued 444 Charters since its 
organisation, and no less than seventy have been destroyed by fire, 
flood, etc., and required to be replaced. 

We make no apology for reprinting in its entirety the folloiwing 
very valuable report on the basis for recognition of newly-established 
Grand Lodges: — 

" To the M.W. Grand Lodge of Kansas: 

" The broad challenge of the Grand Lodges of England, Scotland 
and Ireland in the Queensland matter compelled an examination and 
investigation by the Masonic jurisdictions of the world to ascertain 
If there was any settled law as a basis for recognition, by which the 
regularity of the formation of a Grand Lodge could be determined. 

" The result of this investigation was a concensus of agreement 
on the general question of recognition to which a very large majority 
of the Grand Jurisdictions with surprising alacrity and unanimity have 
subscribed. 

" There are some matters, ho-wever, which belong to this and all 
cases of recognition which are yet unsettled and unadjudicated. Your 
Committee, in performance of its duties relative to fraternal relations 
with other Grand Bodies, has been met with two questions continually 
recurring, and which are now up for consideration in connection with 
the recognition of other Grand Bodies, and which should be settled 
by some general agreement of the Grand Bodies of the world to wit: — 

" 1st. When a Grand IjOdge is organised in a Colonial possession, 
in an autonomous territory, has any other Grand Body or association 
of Grand Bodies any right to exercise any jurisdiction therein except 
by the courtesy and acquiescence of such Grand Lodge? 

2nd. What are to be considered necessary essentials before grant- 
ing a request for recognition from another Grand Lodge? 

Considering the first question, it is a well recognised principle of 
international law that ' as respects its own government, a nation 
becomes independent from the declaration thereof, but as regards 
other nations, only when recognised by them.' This opinion is predi- 
cated upon a principle which is believed to be undeniable, that the 
several States which composed this Union, so far, at least, as regarded 
their municipal regulations, became entitled, from the time they 
declared themselves independent, to all the rights and powers of 
sovereign States, and that they did not derive them from concessions 
made by the British King. The treaty of peace contains a recognition 
of their independence, not a grant of it. From hence, it results that 
the laws of the several State governments were the laws of sovereign 
States, and as such were obligatory upon the people of such State from 
the time they were enacted.' 
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"We have made the foregoing quotations from our Federal deci- 
sions as a basis for a consideration of their applicability to the existing 
Masonic situation in Queensland, and possibly other Colonial Grand 
Bodies, formerly owing allegiance to one or the other of the British 
Grand Lodges, from which they emanated, from which allegiance they 
have abso'ved and separated themselves by a declaration of inde- 
pendence, and an assumption of sovereignity, in accordance with 
Masonic custom. 

" In our last year's report we advanced the propositions: — 

" 1st That the Lodges of Queensland had an inherent right to 
organise a Grand Lodge within its autonomous territory. 

" 2nd. That the organisation of the Grand Lodge of Queensland 
was regular. 

"We think it follows by parity of reasoning from the principles 
of international law we have quoted above, that thereafter Queensland 
possessed sole and exclusive Masonic sovereignty in that territory. 
That under such sovereignty no foreign Masonic jurisdiction, no matter 
how it acquired a foothold in such territory, had any right to claim 
any permanency of jurisdiction. That it is only by a quasi waiver of 
jurisdiction that the bodies organised by it in such territory have 
any show of authority for a continuance of existence. The right of 
sovereignty exists in the local jurisdiction, but there is a waiver of 
' a part of that exclusive territorial jurisdiction, which has been stated 
to be the attribute of every nation.' Extending the parallel further, 
by the change of the word nation to jurisdiction, and the doctrine of 
inherent Masonic sovereignty is complete. 

" The action of the Grand Lodges of England and Scotland, sup- 
plemented by the lagging acquiescence of Ireland In the pronuncia- 
mento of their ' agreement ' (or the ' bund,' as we prefer to charac- 
terise it) has precipitated consideration of a question of a graver 
character, to wit — the right of either England, Scotland, or Ireland, 
or all combined, to exercise any jurisdiction whatever in the territory 
of Queensland, except by the acquiescence and courtesy of the Grand 
Lodge of Queensland. The same courtesy and acquiescence one 
civilised sovereign nation shows to another when it exempts the person 
of the foreign sovereign from arrest or detention within its territory; 
or the immunity it allows to foreign ministers; or where it allows thft 
troops of a foreign nation to pass through its territory. 

" Masonry, while a law unto itself in every jurisdiction, has wisely 
enacted by universal custom, a general law under which the Lodges 
in autonomous territory can by organization acquire the right of sole 
and exclusive sovereignty. This is the supreme law of Masonic self- 
propagation, and any jurisdiction attempting a variance from it must 
first acknowledge that such variance is subordinate, subject, and in- 
ferior to such supreme law. and lives only by its sufferance. As within 
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its own territory the nation is absolute, and as Chief Justice Marshall 
has said: Any restrictions upon it, deriving validity from an external 
source, would imply a diminution of its sovereignty to the extent of 
the restriction, and an investment of that sovereignty to the same 
extent in that power which could impose such restriction,' so within 
the Masonic territorial jurisdiction the Grand Lodge duly organised 
according to general Masonic custom is absolute, and the attempt to 
fasten upon it a restriction of its absolute sovereignty in any particular, 
by arbitrary enactment is contrary to (with apologies to Wheaton) 
' those rules of conduct which reason deduces as consonant with jus- 
tice.' From the nature of the society existing among independent 
Grand Bodies, and the crudeness of statement of the requirements 
generally made in such cases among the English speaking Grand 
Lodges alone, and realising the additional difficulties attending juris- 
dictions spealcing foreign languages, is it not time to banish prejudices 
occasioned .by race, language, religion, environment, perhaps ignorance, 
and approach a solution of the difficulty with a well-balanced judgment 
upon some reasonable basis? We have failed to get together on 
immaterial things after two hundred years, still disagreeing upon a 
ritualistic basis ; whils between those ' capable of doing their lord's 
work ' and those who attribute to themselves the felicity of being 
' perfect youth ' there is an impassable gulf fixed.' If in such matters 
agreement seems impossible to American Masons, it is not strange 
that basic questions of weightier moment should develop chaotic 
conditions. 

If, in arriving at this proposed basis, wo were as considerate and 
exacted no greater conditions than were demanded from the Grand 
Bodies of the United States, it would make our task a very light one. 
In those Colonial days lodges of all kinds, which derived their autho- 
rity from five different sources — the Moderns of the 1717 Grand Lodge; 
the Ancients of the Scottish, Irish and English Constitutions, and the 
lodges formed by ' immemorial usage ' (that is by the simple agreement 
of Masons to organise), all of these met together by their representa- 
tives in convention at various places, and using the Declaration of 
Independence as their model, renounced their allegiance to any and 
all authority of any bodies from which their lodges had originated, and 
following the primary law of nature, ' in union is strength,' assumed 
the title and prerogative of Grand Lodges. What many of these 
original lodges were, whence they originated, whether they ever had 
any lawful warrant from any body even assuming the name, preroga- 
tive or function of a Grand Body, none can tell, but it seems to have 
been the usage then for such bodies to exercise thS* powers ot Lodges, 
and on the organisation of Grand Lodges to accord them equal con- 
stitutional rights, and to accept without question their united consti- 
tutional claim of legitimacy as constitutional Grand Bodies. Like 
conditions affecting the early development of Masonry in various 
other countries of the world may have existed. If this be so, it may 
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help to a solution of the question now confronting us and demanding 
consideration. 

" The Grand Lodges of these countries are now seeking recogni- 
tion. Can we unite upon some equitable and fraternal basis for such 
recognition? Should we hold against them their foreign language, 
their racial peculiarities, the outside local religious intolerance towards 
Masonry; or should we not rather hold these to be suificieni reasons 
for us to render every assistance toward their acquisition of harmoni- 
ous Masonic relations of union with us. whereby they may better 
maintain growing and prosperous Grand Lodges? 

" Is there not an existing necessity for an unified Masonry, com- 
prehending within its circle of environment everything that under 
ancient usage was essential to, or recognised, or required by Masonic 
obligation of the three Symbolic degrees? When Tve shall have 
formalised a basis of agreement under a comprehensive plan based 
upon the essentials of Masonry, the quicker will that day dawn when 
the universality of Masonry will cease to be a dream, and become a 
living entity. 

" In its formulation of such reasonable basis, your Committee 
recommends that each Grand Lodge seeking recognition be required 
to furnish a statement of its Masonic antecedents and origin, and in 
addition thereto make specific answers to the following essential 
questions, viz.: — 

" 1st. Is the Masonry of your Grand Body founded upon and 
does it require of its initiates a belief in the existence of God and in 
the immortality of the soul? 

" 2nd. Are the obligations of its initiates taken in the name of 
God. upon the Holy Scriptures or Book of Faith, recognised by the 
candidate as the Word of God? 

" 3rd. Is your Grand Lodge in every respect sovereign, and inde- 
pendent of control by any other Body whatever ? 

'" 4th. Is the work of your Grand Lodge limited to and does it 
have to do only with the first three degrees of Symbolic Masonry? 

" Your Committee makes the foregoing report in lieu of one upon 
a number of Grand Lodges, upon the question of whose recognition 
your Committee cannot properly report until specifically satisfied in 
each case by answers upon what we consider essentials. Wliile your 
Committee is entirely satisfied that the Kansas position in regard to 
the question of the absolute sovereignty of the Colonial Grand Lodges, 
enunciated in general terms last year, is the correct one, we have 
taken occasion herein to furnish reasons in support thereof. This 
question is not unlikely to be raised hereafter from foreign sources 
in regard to American Colonies, and in our judgment should be met ax. 
the outset by a declaration of Masonic principle, based upon the 
American Magna Charta." 
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Turning to their Correspondence Review, we extract the following 
regarding the transfer of Victoria Lodge No. 147, Invercarglll: — 

" It is always a mattei of surprise to us that all the difficulties in 
that section of the Masonic world seem to arise between the Colonies 
and the English or Scottish Constitutions. We can recall none wltti 
the Irish, and this brotherly action in reference to Victoria Lodge, 
taken by the Provincial Grand Lodge I.C. and the Grand Lodge of 
Ireland in permitting one of its largest Lodges to depart In peace with 
the parental blessing, may well serve as an example wortliy of imita- 
tion by the other Constitutions. 

" New Zealand had to act strenuously in her days of adolescence, 
made a brave light, and conquered, and early received recognition 
from Kansas. New Zealand Brethren of the early days entertained 
kindest feelings towards the Kansas Grand Lodge for its backing, and 
sent grateful letters of acknowledgment. Kansas notes with wonder 
and a gratified pride the wondertu' growth and progress of every kind 
among the Craft of New Zealand, and is pleased to note the start It 
has made toward a closer bond of unity through the Correspondence 
Circle, and acknowledges with gratified pride the honour it does our 
jurisdiction in its selection for publication of our Queensland report, 
and action, for the consideration of the IWasons on the other side of 
the globe. Be assured. Brethren, of our fraternal ponsideratSon, 
regard, and esteem.'' 



KENTUCKY, 1907. 

Lodges, 521 Members, 30,630. 

"Free members" (Ministers and fifty-year Bretliren) included in 

above 830. 

The strength of Lodges varies from 14 Members to 947 Members. 

The 107th Annual Communication opened at Louisville on 15th 
October, 1907, " in ample form on the third Degree." There were 22 
Past Grand Masters present out of a total 24 who survive. One vener- 
able Brother has a record of Masonic service of 65 years, having been 
initiated In 1842; first attended Grand Lodge as representative in 184fi, 
and was elected Grand Master in 1853. 

This Grand Lodge, like many others in America, is wrestling with 
the Ritual problem, and a Committee reports as follows: — 

"Our Grand Lodge has so repeatedly condemned and prohibited 
the use of written or cipher rituals that we can not suggest that plan. 
We have tried the ' Grand Lecturer plan,' and for some reason that did 
not accomplish the desired results. 
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" We know of no other way, then, than to adopt ' The School of 
Instruction' plan, which is being so successfully carried on in some of 
our sister States." 

Kentucky has an Old Mp.jons' Home and a Masonic W. and O. 
Home, and is having the usu'^l experience, that no matter how commo- 
dious such institutions may be, they always prove too small. We feel 
more convinced than ever that our method of granting Annuities Is 
preferable to erecting and maintaining Homes. 

We extract the following from their review o€ Correspondence 
Tinder the heading of New Zealand: — 

" Much of the volume before us is taken up with correspondence 
between the Grand Lodges of Scotland and New Zealand in the matter 
of the right of Scotland to continue the performance of acts of 
sovereignty in New Zealand after having recognised the Grand Lodge 
of New Zealand. That dog-ln-the-manger policy of the Grand Lodge 
of Scotland is diflaoult of understanding by American Lodges, and can 
Be characterised only as intolerable. The Grand Secretary of the 
Grand Lodge of New Zealand, Bro. Malcolm Nicool, replying to a letter 
from the Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Scotland, put the 
matter sufficiently and unanswerably when he said: 

" 'We have refrained from discussing the statement advanced by 
you that " the recognition of a Grand Lodge by another Grand Lodge 
•exercising sovereign jurisdiction in the same territory does not imply 
the surrender by the latter of its jurisdiction in that territory," because 
your contention is based on the erroneous idea that you ever had 
sovereign rights in New Zealand, whereas you only enjoyed a right 
common to all Grand Lodges so long as New Zealand was unoccupied 
territory — namely, that of creating lodges. But immediately you re- 
cognised the existence in this territory of a regularly established Grand 
Lodge your common right ceased, and the onlj' sovereign authority in 
this territory is the Grand Lodge of Xew Zealand." 

The following, under " Queensland," is also of much interest to 
ns: — 

" We regret that the limitations of a review will not permit the 
copying in full of comments of certain Masonic journals on the ' Queens- 
land Question.' as it is designated, allusion being to the attitude as- 
sumed by the Grand Lodge of England toward the Grand Lodge of 
Queensland, and on 'A Grand Registrar's Record,' reference being 
tTiereby made to the act of the Grand Lodge of England in voting 1000 
guineas to the Grand Registrar, Bro. John Strachan; and certain et- 
ters, correspondence between the Grand Secretaries of the Grand 
Lodges of England and New South Wales, together with an able dis- 
cussion of a certain paper, emanating from the Grand Registrar of the 
Grand Lodge of England by Past Grand Master .1. C. Remington, of 
the Grand Lodge of New South Wales." 
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A careful review of these impresses the mind of the disinterested 
observer with the conviction that the Grand Registrar has not ac- 
quitted himself in such manner as to inspire respect for his knowledge 
of Masonic law or custom; and the action of the Grand Lodge of Eng- 
land has not been such as to cause its numerous progeny elation. 

The ultimate analysis of the problem, as it appears to us, is that 
the States of Australia were unoccupied, autonomous territory. This 
being true, the Grand Lodges of England, Scotland and Ireland could 
occupy it by the chartering of lodges there, or by the establishment 
of Provincial or District Grand Lodges, only tentatively, and in no 
other way. That any other occupation by them or by any other Grand 
Lodge was impossible, and the existence of subordinates of all three 
within the same territory is such an admission of that fact by each 
of them as estops all of them from denying it. These premises being 
established, and as to the three bodies mentioned, conclusively es- 
tablished by their acts of estopel, it follows necessarily that a consti- 
tutional number of Lodges previously legally organised in that terri- 
tory, or in any one of the political divisions of that territory, possessed 
the inalienable right to unite in forming a Grand Lodge. Further than 
that, if that right be pressed to its logical conclusion, such Grand 
Lodge, when established, possessed all the legal attributes of sove- 
reignty, which, of course, includes the right — the legal rig'ht — to de- 
mand of all Grand Lodges having chartered lodges within that territory, 
to revoke the charters of all such lodges as had not united with it or 
stand in the attitude of invaders of its territory. 

It seems to us that there is but one other question connected here- 
with, viz. : What is the coiistltutional number of lodges possessing the 
right to organise a Grand Lodge under the condition which obtained in 
Australia ? 

For answer we say, certainly not two-thirds of the organised 
lodges in that territory, nor even a majority are necessary. It must 
be kept in mind that the Grand Lodges of England, Scotland and Ire- 
land occupied this territory only temporarily, and, as it were, in trust 
for the future Grand Lodge that would be established; that it was 
impossible for them to occupy it permanently. We think, then, that 
the smallest number of lodges which have ever united in the formation 
of a Grand Lodge recognised by these Grand Lodges is, at least to 
them, such constitutional number. Here, again, are they stopped by 
their own acts from denying the constitutionality of such acts per- 
formed by such a number of subordinate lodges. 

We are not in possession of facts that will .iustify us in stating 
what Grand Lodge was organised by the smallest number of subordin- 
ate lodges which has received the recognition of these bodies, nor the 
number of lodges that united in its organisation; but the Grand Lodge 
of Kentucky is in fraternal correspondence with all of them, and the 
Grand Lodge of Kentucky was organised by five (5) subordinate lodges. 
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LOUISIANA, 1908. 

Lodges 195 Members, 11,761 

The largest Lodge has 257 Members. 

The 96tli Annual Communication was held in the City of New Or- 
leans in February, 1908, one hundred and forty-five Lodges being re- 
presented. 

Masonic Temples are expensive luxuries. We note that tiouisiana 
has just expended over £4000 in renovating and improving theirs, 
which cost originally about £30,000. 

Turning to the Review of Correspondence, we find the following 
concerning our "Widows' Mite" recently inaugurated by R.W. Bro. 
Fletcher, of Wellington: — 

" We note what is styled the establishment of a new custom — the 
soliciting from each member of a contribution of one shilling, and the 
fund is termed 'The Widow's Mite.' Query: Ought not the brethren 
to give more to this object than a mite? We do not advocate the 
giving of the true 'Widow's Mite'; for that was all the living she had, 
but we do most earnestly advocate the giving to the necessitous more 
generously than in such measure that the donors themselves deem it 
but a mite." 

Our American critic is evidently under the erroneous impression 
that the " Mite" (so called) is all that each contributor is expected to 
give to Charity, and we admit that the term is misleading. The fact 
is, however, that the " Mite" is intended to be an additional giving on 
top of all other contributions, the idea being to proceed on the lines 
of the Scotch adage, " Many meikles make a muckle," and by getting 
from each Brother a mite (usually one shilling) to raise a substantial 
amount for our Widows' and Orphans' Fund each year. So far, the 
■' Mite" has amounted to about £100 a year, being pretty well confined 
to Wellington District, but if applied all over the Dominion it would 
produce £500 a year. 

Whether it does not act in the direction of shutting off bigger sums 
which would otherwise be given by those who donate the " Mite" is 
the thought which troubles many of us. 

The Louisiana Commentator thus expresses himself in regard to 
the refusal of the Grand Lodge of England to allow a deciding vote to 
be taken by Phoenix Lodge No. 1690, E.G., on the question of trans- 
ferring the Lodge to our jurisdiction: — 

" We learn that a certain Lodge on the English registry asked by 
a vote of five to one for permission to vote on the question of trans- 
ferring its allegiance to the Grand Lodge of New Zealand, and it was 
refused. It is such action that deprives the Grand Lodge of England 
of much of the respect that it otherwise would have." 
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MANITOBA, 1907. 

Lodges, 61 Members, 3871 

The 32nd Annual Communication was opened in the City of Win- 
nipeg on 12th June, 1907, there being 51 Lodges represented) 31 by 
their own oflBcers and 20 by proxy). 

The Grand Lodge of Manitoba has had unique experience during 
its comparatively short life, two other Grand Lodges having issued 
from its loins, namely. Alberta and Saskatchewan, but it is extremely 
pleasing to witness the generous spirit displayed by the parent Grand 
Lodge in parting with its progeny. 

Recognising that the promotion of the best interests of the Insti- 
tution should always be the governing principle, Manitoba sacrifices 
itself on the altar of duty, and, cheerfully submitting to the loss of re- 
venue and lessening of dignity involved, divides its territory with its 
daughters and gives them parting blessing. 

We rejoice to see that, notwithstanding the loss of about 900 
members through the hiving-off of the Lodges which formed the 
Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan, the net loss during the year 1906 was 
only some 500, and that quite a number of new Lodges were chartered 
since then, so that in that vast land of rapid growth Manitoba Grand 
Lodge will soon wipe out the scar in its side and forget the wound. 

The proceedings were conducted in accordance with American 
custom, the Grand Master being the executive head, aided by District 
Deputy Grand Masters answering to our Provincial Grand Masters; but 
the Districts are smaller than ours, the 61 Lodges being divided into 11 
Districts. 

We note with envy that they have a Library valued at about £400, 
and iapidly growing. 

On the other hand no extravagance in regalia for Grand Lodge 
Officers appears to be indulged in, judging by the following: — 

" Resolved, That the thanks of the Grand Lodge be tendered to 
Ancient Landmark Lodge No. 3 for its kindness in placing its regalia 
at the disposal of the Grand Officers during this Annual Communica- 
tion." 



MAINE, 1907. 

Lodges, 202 Members, 26,530. 

No. 1 on the Roll has 370 Members, and the Lodges average over 
130 Members each. 

The 88th Annual Communication took place at Portland in May, 
1907, there being 189 Lodges represented. 

An Amendment to the Constitution was proposed making it clear 
under what circumstances and conditions Degrees can be " Conferred 
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by Courtesy." This is a mater which our Grand Lodge would do well 
to place on a proper footing. 

Aprons: It was resolved, "That the Grand Lodge procure Aprons 
for the Permanent Members." In this connection we may remark that 
the majority of Grand Lodges in America practise the utmost sim- 
plicity of Masonic attire, and often ridicule our gorgeous Regalia. We 
find, however, amongst other amendments adopted by the Grand 
Lodge of Maine one describing the clothing of an officer of a Lodge to 
be " a blue velvet Collar, a silver jewel, and a white or figured Apron." 

The Correspondence Review is from the pen of Bro. Albro E. Chase, 
but he disposes of New Zealand very summarily, probably owing to 
our not having hitherto joined the Circle. 

The Grand Lodge of Maine has a regulation that any Grand Lodge 
Representative absenting himself from three Consecutive Annual Com- 
munications of the Grand Lodge near which he represents Maine, 
sihall be removed and another Brother appointed; and we think they 
are quite rigiht. 



MASSACHUSETTS, 1907. 

Lodges, 239 Members, 52,260 

The average strength of Lodges is therefore over 210 Members, the 
largest having 637. 

The 174th Annual Communication was held in the City of Boston 
on 27th December, 1907, for the purpose of Installing the Grand Officers 
and celebrating the Feast of Saint John the Evangelist. 

As the proceedings are somewhat quaint, we quote at some length 
from the records: — 

" The Grand Lodge was opened in DUB FORM, at four o'clock, 
prayer being offered by W. Rev. William H. Rider, D.D., Grand Chap- 
lain, and with singing by the Harvard Quartette. The Great Light was 
opened at the Gospel of Saint John the Evangelist 

" The R.W. Deputy Grand Master announced the purpose for which 
the Brethren had been assembled, and invited to the chair the Junior 
Past Grand Master for the performance of the duty assigned him by 
the Grand Constitutions of installing his successor. R.W. Brother 
Sanford assumed the chair and appointed the Fast Grand Masters pre- 
sent as a committee to wait upon the Grand Master Elect and escort 
him to the East for installation. 

" The duty having been performed, M.W. Brother Blake was con- 
ducted to the altar and the Installing Prayer was offered by W. Rev. 
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William H. Rider, Grand Chaplain. The ceremony Tvas then continued 
after the manner and form used in the previous year. 

" The Brethren present, to the numher of two hundred, then formed 
in procession and saluted His Worship In the tlme-fhonored form. The 
Grand Marshal proclaimed Most Worshipful John Albert Blake Grand 
Master of Masons in Massachusetts, and Invoked the blessing of Al- 
mighty God upon his government of the Craft. After the manner of 
John Rowe, at his installation in 1768, ' Then the new Grand Master 
called to order by a stroke of the Hammer and stood up and gave his 
Benediction to the Brethren as follows: 

" ' May the Grand Architect of the Universe pour down his bless- 
ings on this Society, and enaible me to discharge the great trust re- 
posed in me to the honor of His name and the Royal Art; and may 
there never be wanting such to fill the Chair who shall promote Mas- 
onry and the good of mankind so long as the world endureth. Amen.' " 

At the " Grand Feast" which followed the Installation, the Grand 
Master gave the regular toasts as follows: — 

"Brethren. I give you the first regular sentiment: To the memory 
of the Holy Saint John. 

(The toast is drunk by the Brethren, standing). 
" Brethren, I give you the second regular sentiment : To the 
memory of our illustrious Brother, George Washington. 

(Toast is duly honored by the Brethren, standing.) 

"Brethren, I give you the third regular sentiment: To the Presi- 
dent of the United States, Bro. Theodore Roosevelt. May God have 
him in His holy keeping. 

(Toast is duly honored by the Brethren, standing.) 

"Brethren, I gve you the fourth regular toast: To the memory 
of the Brethren who have left us. 

(Toast is duly honored by the Brethren, standing.) 

"Brethren, I give you the fifth regular toast: To the whole Fra- 
ternity, wheresoever dispersed on the face of the earth. 

(Toast is duly honored by the Brethren, standing.) 

(After the drinking of each toast an appropriate selection was sung 
by the quartette.) 

" I am now going to ask you to drink to the health of our Senior 
Past Grand Master, Sereno D. Nickerson. May his presence long con- 
tinue to brighten the celebration of the Feast of St. John. 

(The toast is drunk by all the brethren, standing, amid great ap- 
plause.) 

The venerable Grand Secretary in his response gave a very In- 
teresting account of the earlier history of the Grand Lodge, and, as is 
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customary at these gatherings in Massachusetts, indulged in the 
lighter vein occasionally, the speeches being all recorded in full in the 
Report of Proceedings. For instance, we cull the following: — 

" I think it quite likely, ^hen I told the Brethren that I was made 
a Mason in 1856, that some of them would say to themselves, ' Wihy, 
that was before I was born,' and some of them, perhaps, would have a 
little doubt whether this world was quite worth living in before they 
came into it. (Laughter.) Now, Brethren, I fwill tell those of you who 
are inclined to that thought, don't you flatter yourselves. We got 
along very well without you." (Laughter.) 

Then followed speeches from the Grand Chaplain and others, all 
lightened up by flashes of wit and fun, such as this: — 

" When the Grand Master spoke a little while ago about time, ir 
reminded me of the fellow who had been up to some kind of feast — 
they were not celebrating the Feast of St. John, either Baptist or 
Evangelist, but they celebrated — and on the way home he passed his 
Uncle's, that convenient uncle whose sign you see on many of the 
streets as you go up and down the city, and he rapped on the door. 
The place was all dark — naturally, at about two o'clock in the morning 
— but he rapped again, and kept on rapping until finally a window 
above was opened and the uncle put his head out, and he says: ' What's 
the matter now?' And the man who was on his way home looked up 
and he says: 'What's the time?' Naturally indignant, his uncle said, 
' Do you mean to tel! me that you have called me up at this hour of 
the night just to find out the time?' ' Yes, sir,' was the reply: ' I did; 
you've got my watch.' (Laughter.) Now, I seldom carry anything 
more than an IngersoU, and consequently an uncle has no use for it, 
and I keep it in my pocket." 

But the serious vein was not wanting also, and some of the ad- 
dresses indicate deep thought and sound conclusions. 

The singing of " Auld Lang Syne" concluded the exercises, and, 
labor having been resumed, the Grand Lodge was closed at 10 p.m. 



MARYLAND, 1907. 

Lodges, 111 Members, 12,310. 

32 City, 79 County. 

The 121st Annual Communication opened at Baltimore on Tuesday, 
19th November, 1907. 

It may be mentioned that Maryland also meets semi-annually. 

The Grand Lodge was opened in due form by the R.W. Deputy 
Grand Master, Then — 

" By order of the R.W. Deputy Grand Master, the Grand Marshal, 
accompanied by the Grand Pursuivant, the Grand Director of Cere- 
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monies, the Grand Sword Bearer, and other members of his staff, pro- 
ceeded to the apartments of the Most Worshipful Grand Master and 
escorted him to the Grand Lodge room. 

His entrance was proclaimed by the Grand Marshal, the Grand 
Honors were given, and the M.W. Grand Master took the gavel tend- 
ered him by the R.W. Deputy Grand Master and assumed the duties 
of the Grand Bast." 

We quote from the Special Report of the Committee on Corres- 
pondence: — 

"In the Report of the Board of General Purposes submitted to the 
United Grand Lodge of England at a Communication held in London 
on June 5, 1907, we note the following: 

" But for the outside interference of New South Wales and West- 
ern Australia means of reconciliation would ere this have 
been found by which to effect in a Constitutional manner the formation 
of a United Grand Lodge of Queensland which would command univer- 
sal recognition." 

We are encouraged by this expression to believe that some action 
is in contemplation on the part of the Grand Lodge of England looking 
to a union of the District Grand Lodges in Queensland owing allegiance 
to the Grand Lodges of England, Ireland and Scotland, so as to form 
therefrom the " United Grand Lodge" spoken of in the passage quoted 
above; but we fear that there is at least a possibility of there being at 
the same time two rival Grand Lodges in Queensland in case the union 
should fail to gain the adhesion also of the present Grand Lodge of 
Queensland. 

Under these circumstances we recommend that the consideration 
of the request of the Grand Lodge of Queensland for fraternal recogni- 
tion be deferred for the present." 

Maryland has not less than 30 Grand Inspectors, and the number of 
Lodges under the supervision of these Officers varies from one to five, 
so that there is no lack of oversight. 

The Report on Correspondence is from a Committee of which Bro. 
E. T. Schultz is Chairman. 

Dealing with the question of the right of a Lodge to assemble 
without the presence of either the Master or one of the Wardens, we 
find the following: — 

" The warrant of a Lodge is given into the custody of the Master, 
Senior and Junior Wardens. They are the only ones mentioned as 
having any authority or control over it. In the absence of the Master 
all his authority reverts to the Senior Warden; in his absence also, the 
authority reverts to the Junior Warden; should he likewise he absent, 
there is no one authorised to receive or act under the warrant, and 
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althoug^h it may be hanging up in the Lodge room, technical}-, it is not 
present, and without its pi-esence a Lodge cannot be opened, 

" We are clearly and decidedly of the opinion that in the absence 
of the Master and both Wardens, a Lodge should not be opened except 
by the Grand Master or his proxy, and we have gone so far as to say. 
that when the Grand Master thus assumes authority and control of the 
Lodge, he thereby virtually, for the time being, arrests or suspends the 
warrant, which, of course, he has a right to do at any time and for any 
cause that he may deem proper." 

And the following regarding the Ancient Regulations and what 
constitutes a Landmark is interesting, coming from one who has very 
fully studied the subject: — 

" If a proposed regulation is found to be contrary to the ancient 
charges, regulations, landmarks, immemorial usages and customs, or at 
variance with the ritual and ceremonial, then it is an innovation in 
the body of Masonry, as to which Bro. Hodson, as well as ourselves 
and all members of the Grand Lodge, before being permitted to pre- 
side over our respective Lodges, were required solemnly to declare: 
' It is not in the power of any man or set of men to make changes or 
innovations.' 

" Any right or privilege of the individual Brother, the Lodge and 
its oflBcers, or the Grand Master which is specifically recognised by the 
old regulations, or which may be derived by analogy therefrom and 
which has had the sanction of long and universal usage and custom. Is 
a Landmark. 

The present Grand Master, M.W. Bro. Thomas J. Shyrock. has been 
Grand Master for twenty years. 



MICHIGAN, 1907. 

Lodges, 405 Members, 56,010. 

The Lodge having the largest membership is Palestine No. 357. 
at Detroit, with 1142, but there are 212 Lodges with a Membership of 
over 100, and 67 of these have upwards of 200, 38 have over 300, and 
17 over 400 each. 

The 63rd Annual Communication of this very powerful Grand 
Lodge was opened in Bay City on 28th May, 1907, there being 391 
Lodges represented, and it is pleasing to note that 328 Worshipful 
Masters were present out of a total registered attendance of 531. They 
do not appear to allow Past Masters a place in Grand Lodge, probably 
for the reason that if that were done Grand Lodge would become un- 
wieldy in its dimensions. 
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Hon. Geo. L. Lusk, Postmaster of Bay City, delivered an eloquent 
address of welcome, concluding with the^e lines :^ 

" Our skies are the bluest, 

Our friendships are the truest, in this city, 
Our air is the purest; 

Cyclone changes are the surest — in this city, 
Our water is the rarest, 

Our women are the fairest, In this city; 
Our Masons are the grandest, 

But our politics the damdest — in this city." 

The Grand Master, in his Address, reports the Constitution of four 
new Lodges, the Dedication of 12 Masonic Halls, and the laying of a 
number of Corner Stones. 

He reports Decisions upon a great number of Questions, some of 
which we would like to remark upon if time and space permitted. 

Michigan has a Masonic Home which is looked after by a Board of 
Control, the Report of which is very interesting reading. There are 
about 50 inmates (both sexes), the average age of the men being 73 
years and of the women 75 years. 

Special Reports regarding the following Grand Lodges were sub- 
mitted: — 

Grand Lodge Valle de Mexico. 
Grand Lodge of Greece. 
Grand Orient of Paraguay. 
GTand Lodge Suisse Alpina. 
Grand Orient of Italy. 
Grand Lodge of Belgium. 

The last-named is in fraternal relation to Grand Lodge of Michigan, 
and we quote an extract from the report of Michigan's Grand Repre- 
sentative : — 

" As regards the celebration of the Grand Orient, it gives me much 
pleasure to say It has been a most imposing one throughout; that true 
spirit of Freemasonry which does not halt at country frontiers was 
prevailing. It was a sublime moment when Brother Bonley, of the 
Grand Orient of Prance, after having spoken at the banquet in his easy, 
elegant and most interesting manner, turned toward the German Grand 
Masters (Gartz, of Berlin; Gotthold, of Francfurt, and towards Radk- 
korst, of Bayreuth), and imparted to them the fraternal embrace and 
kisses — at the sight of this the applause of the 400 Brethren present 
would not end. The representative of the Grand Lodge of France did 
the same shortly afterward. No doubt you are aware that the Grand 
Lodge of France (not the Grand Orient) has been recognised by all 
German Grand Lodges." 
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The Report on Foreign Correspondence is from the hands ani 
hrain of Bro. Lou. B. Winsor. Grand Secretary. It covers 221 pages, 
and we would much like to dally in its pleasant pastures, but space 
limits forbid. He devotes over five pages to New Zealand, princi- 
pally quotations from our 1906 Report. 



MINNESOTA, 1907. 

Lodges, 245 Members, 22,014 

The 54th Annual Communication was held in the City of St. Paul 
in January, 1907, there being present at the opening representatives 
of 218 Lodges. 

The Question of establishing a Masonic Home was again under 
consideration. We quote what the reviewer of Wisconsin has to say 
on this subject: — 

"The Grand Lodge of Minnesota is struggling with the subject of 
a Masonic Home. As we construe this preamble, it seems to us 

it means that our Minnesota brethren intend to follow the prevailing 
style in other Grand Lodges. If their sister Grand Lodges wear ballooiL 
sleeves to their garments, Minnesota must have them of the same pat- 
tern and as large as any going. For ourselves we are content to plod 
along and content ourselves with the old style of garments, even 
though we may be considered out of date. We note, however, that 
our Minnesota Brethren are not to commence operation until at least 
$100,000 shall be secured; and as these funds are to be entirely se- 
cured through voluntary contributions, we predict that it will be a long 
time before the foundation of such a building is laid. In the mean- 
time let us hope that our Minnesota Brethren will come to a realisation 
of the fact that such institutions are expensive, are not economical, and 
fail to reach and afford relief to the most worthy and needy class of 
unfortunate Masons. That, on the other hand, every one who can 
make any showing of Masonic status, and has ruined himself by his 
own vices, will promptly take advantage of the opportunity and foist 
himself upon the Craft for permanent support." 

The experience of many Grand Lodges confirms this outspoken 
opinion of Bro. Jenks. 

Minnesota has a Masonic Veteran Association, and we note that 
the Honorary Roll of the Association records the names of no less than. 
28 Brethren Fifty years or more Masons, the very oldest having been 
Initiated in 1845. 
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MISSISSIPI, 1908. 

Lodges, 329 Members, 15,738. 

So that the average strength in this territory is under fifty. The 
ninetieth Annual Communication was held in the City of Hattiesburg 
on 11th February, 1908. 

PUBLIC RECEPTION. 

At half-past ten o'clock a.m., the Most Worshipful, the Grand 
Master, called to order a large number of Brethren and Citizens In 
the Opera House, when Brother Walter M. Conner, on behalf of Hatties- 
burg Lodge, and Brother J. D. Donald, on behalf of the City of Hatties- 
burg, welcomed the Grand Lodge in chaste and eloquent words. Mrs 
D. B. Holmes, for the local Chapter of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, also made an address of welcome, which was received 
with great demonstrations of applause, to which Brother Wiley H. 
Clifton responded in suitable terms, on behalf of the Grand Lodge. 

The Public exercises having been concluded, the Grand Lodge 
retired, and re-convened at ha'f-past one o'clock p.m. 

The Grand Master delivered a thoughtful address touching upon 
the salient features of the past year's work and the lessons for the 
future which that work had taught them. 

They are in the throes of Masonic Home realisation, and are ' 
finding it somewhat diflScult to inoculate the mass of the Brethren 
with the enthusiasm which has seized upon a select few, however the 
plunge has been made and the Home brought into existence. Grand 
Master Yawn says: — 

" The Home is no longer a dream, but a reality. The advisability 
of building it at this time is no longer a question. No matter what 
difference of opinion may have existed along this line, the Masons 
in the State, by their representatives in Grand Lodge assembled, said: 
Build it! and now its support must come from you. It occurs to me 
that we cannot depend on the uncertainty of subscriptions in this 
matter; it must be, in my opinion, a per capita tax, and one too, 
sufficiently large to meet the demands. Fifteen thousand Masons 
in our State should not only be able and willing to maintain this 
Home, but should add a substantial amount each year to the Endow- 
ment Fund." 

The Grand Master reports the laying of a number of Corner Stones, 
but he refused to perform the Ceremony in two cases where the walls 
of the buildings had been run up and a hole left in the wall for the 
Stone. 
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The Review of Proceedings of other Grand Lodges is by Brc 
H. Howard and we quote what he has to say regarding our Soclai 
Function at Invercargill in 1907: — 

" Next morning the Grand Lodge was opened again, the Grana 
Master again entering in procession with his officers. The businesp 
"before the Lodge was the opening of New Lodges; the Widows' and 
Orphans' Fund; Amendments to Constitution. These being disposea 
of the Brethren, in the evening, assembled for a Conversazione and 
Dance. The Grand Master and his Grand Officers, clothed in purp^ 
and gold, with all the necessary pounds of brass regalia, headed by 
the Standard Bearers, carrying the banners of the Grand Lodge and 
of the house of Plunket, entered the hall and passed to the EasJ;. Musir 
followed, then a banquet, the Grand Master escorting Mrs Maurice 
Thompson, and afterwards dancing with Mrs Smyth, both wives of 
the Southland District Superintendents." 

Bro. Howard winds up his review with a series of conclusions 
amongst which are: — " That England and Scotland have no more right 
now, in Australia than they have in America, and that the sense of 
justice of the Mother Grand Lodges named is on the wane." 



MISSOURI, 1907. 

Lodges 593 Members 45, 34b 

Lodges with a membership of several hundreds are numerous 
No. 1 Missouri Lodge has 683 members and it initiated 72 during thi 
year 1906; No. 299 Temple Lodge had 772 members at the end of 
1906, having initiated 51 during that year, and George Washington 
Lodge No. 9, initiated 55 and had 496 members at the close of tht-. 
year. 

We wonder how they manage to confer the degrees, and how 
many meetings they hold In a month. Missouri Lodge, for instance 
conferred no less than 230 degrees during 1906. Evidently members 
appreciate their privileges in that Lodge also, for we note with pleasure 
that only 6 demltted during 1906, and 5 only were suspended for N.P.D. 

The Grand Lodge of Missouri held its 87th Annual Communication 
In the City of St. Louis in September 1907. 

Prior to the opening of the regular session of the Grand Lodge 
the children of the Masonic Home of Missouri, in charge of Brothr 
Edward W. Deane, Superintendent, and Mrs. E. W. Deane, Matron, 
were grouped on the stage and rendered the following interesting 
programme :

The Grand Master's Address was of the usual American type; 
it begins in lofty poetic vein and steadies down into a sober prosaic 
account of the past year's goings. He reports no less than 66 Decisions 
on all sorts of questions. 

State Lodges of Instruction were held in thirty Cities of Missouri 
during the year, the Grand Master says of these: — 

" All of these Lodges of Instruction, with a few exceptions, caused 
in every case, I believe, by the inclemency of the weather, were well 
attended, and the Interest manifested was great. No matter where we 
were, whether in the cotton fields of Dunklin or the mines of Jasper, 
the rich and fertile plains of the Mississippi and the Missouri, or the 
orchards of the Ozarks, the classic shades of Columbia and Fulton, 
or the busy marts of commerce of St. Louis and Kansas City, the 
rolling prairies of Nodaway and Putnam, or the wheat fields of Carroll 
and Lafayette, we met within the tiled recesses of the Lodge Room, 
the worthy, the chosen and the select of these communities, eager to 
learn and perfect themselves in the work. Among the most pleasing, 
lasting, and precious memories of my life will be the many happy 
hours spent with my Brethren in these Lodges of Instruction." 

M.W. Pro. J. R. Parvin, Grand Secretary, submitted his annual re- 
port showing that for the second time in the history of the Grand 
Lodge he had secured returns and Grand Lodge Dues from every Lodge 
in the State; also that the collections for the year exceeded all pre- 
vious records by over 2000dol. 

From the Report of one of their numerous Committees we note 
that the value of property owned by the Lodges in Missouri is over 
a million dollars, and comment is made regarding the insufflclency of 
fire insurance. 

One evening of the Session of Grand Lodge was devoted to " Ex- 
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emplification of the Work " by the Grand Lecturer who, by the way, 
has a salary of about £450 per annum. 

Expenses of Grand Officers and Lodge Representatives attending 
the Annual Communication totalled about £1200. 

Missouri's Report on Fraternal Correspondence as they designate 
the Review of Proceedings of other Grand Lodges occupies over 2.50 
pages, New Zealand being favoured by very fu'l notice (6 pages) largely 
composed of extracts from our 1906 Report, we quote the opening 
paragraph : — 

" The first thing that attracted our attention on opening these 
Proceedings was a pyramid of regalia, including an elaborate apron, 
huge gauntlets, a chain collar with jewel attached, badges galore, 
and above it all arose majestically the pleasing and comparatively 
youthful features of 

THE GRAND MASTER OP NET\' ZEALAND, 

HIS EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR, M.W. BRO. LORD PLUNKET, 

K.C.M.G., K.C.V.O. 

Installed 9th May, 1906. 

On the next page we found a similar conglomeration of regalia, 
with the more sedate but expressive countenance, rising above it, of 

THE PRO. GRAND MASTER OF NEW ZEALAND, 
M.W. BRO. FREDERICK CHAS. BINNS. 

On the next page, with similar adornments, the venerable but erect 
form of M.W. Bro. Malco'm Niccol, Past Grand Master, the Grand 
Lecturer of New Zealand." 

We much regret that we cannot devote more space to this ex- 
cellent report of a well managed and (flourishing Grand Lodge. 



MONTANA, 1906. 

Lodges 58 Members 4421. 

The 42nd Annual Communication was held in the City of Helena 
in September 1906 and that is the latest Annual Report we possess. 
We regret to learn from the Proceedings of other Grand Lodges that 
tEe venerable Grand Secretary, Bro. Cornelius Hedges, who was in 
feeble health at that time, has since been laid to his rest. 

Montana has acquired a site for a Masonic Home described as 
590 acres of fertile soil, only seven miles from Helena, and it is 
intended to proceed at once with the erection of buildings. 
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The Special Correspondence Report regarding Queensland says: — 
'" One year ago we were in possession of the report of the organisation 
of the Grand Lodge of Queensland, and, for our own part, were quite 
ready to recommend the recognition requested, but out of courtesy 
to the Grand Lodges of England and Scotland, that were opposing 
such recognition, we passed the matter in silence. We now have 
the Second Annual Report, showing that the Lodges have increased 
from thirty-nine to forty-four and the membership to 1700. 

Grand Master G. S. Hutton, who has served faithfully for two 
years, declined an unanimous re-election, and proposed the election 
of His Excellency, Lord Chelmsford, which was received and endorsed 
with enthusiasm. This occurred as recently as June 11th, 1906, and 
was evidentlj' for policy's sake to secure favourable action from the 
Grand Lodges of England and Scotland. We hope it may prove so. 

At any rate, our course now seems clear, the demands of justice 
outweigh those of courtesy, and we cheerfully advise recognition with- 
out further delay." 

The Correspondence Review of 1906 was written by the late Bro. 
Hedges when suffering from the severe illness which ended his days, 
and his remarks are therefore invested with additional weight. He 
says of those who are sticklers for "strict observance': — " They call 
themselves ' conservatives,' ' observers of tradition,' and are particu- 
larly strong on ' landmarks ' and ' traditions.' But even at the risk of 
being ranked as a member of the ' Modern Improvement Society,' we 
shall always prefer to follow and exalt the spirit rather than the 
letter of the law in Masonry." 

He says of New Zealand:; — " Though this Grand Lodge is fifteen 
years old and has been recognised by all the British Grand Lodges, 
reserving the control of such of the lodges as chose to continue 
their allegiance to the mother Grand Lodges, there are still thirty- 
nine Lodges under the Grand Lodge of England, eleven under that of 
Scotland, and five under that of Ireland. Two of the Scotch Lodges 
recently united with the Grand Lodge of New Zealand. There is 
evidence of some friction between the Grand Lodge of New Zealand 
and that of Scotland, which latter is accused of having established one 
new Lodge since extending recognition and of using old warrants 
to revive and relocate others. This condition of things is very galling 
and unsatisfactory. But the Grand Lodge of New Zealand has become 
so strong, numerically and financially, that its future integrity is 
assured." He also remarked: — 

" The several addresses of Grand Master Burton are models of 
eloquence, sentiment and good sense." 
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NEBRASKA, 1907. 

Lodges 238 Members 15, 728. 

The 50th Annual Communication was held in the City of Omaha 
in June 1907, occupying three days. 

Representatives of 239 Lodges were present. 

" A Lodge of Master Masons was opened in ample form as re- 
quired by the Law of Freemasonry in Nebraska, after which the first 
stanza of ' America ' was sung by the Grand Lodge standing." 

Nebraska has a Masonic Home which is jointly provided and 
maintained; 69 shares out of a total of 179 are held by the Grand 
Lodge, 35 by the Grand Chapter R.A.: 15 by the K.T. Commandery; 7 
by the Grand Council R. and S.M.; 5 by the Scottish Rite Bodies, 
and the remainder by Lodges and individuals (one share each). 

There are usually about 30 inmates, and the cost of maintenance 
is about £38 each per annum. 

Nebraska has also an Orphans' Educational Fund amounting to 
about £12,000, but there is nothing in the report to indicate whether 
the fund is operative or not. 

Turning to their Report on Correspondence we quote the fol- 
lowing from their review of New Zealand for 1906: — 

" May 9th, in Choral Hall, in the city of Christchurch, the Grand 
Lodge was convened and opened, the M.W. Grand Master-Elect, His 
Excellency the Governor, Lord Plunket, present for installation, M.W. 
Alfred H. Burton, Grand Master, presiding. 

In his address the Grand Master discloses a most prosperous con- 
dition of things pertaining to the Craft in that Grand Jurisdiction. 
The Grand Lodge has had its troubles with the Grand Lodges in the 
British Isles, especially with that of Scotland. The Grand Lodge of 
New Zealand was duly organised in 1890, and afterwards received 
fraternal recognition at the hands of nearly all English-speaking 
Grand Lodges and entered into fraternal relations with the Grand 
Lodges of England and Ireland, and, as was supposed, with Scotland; 
but Scotland, disregarding the rule recognised by all other Grand 
Lodges, still claimed the right to warrant Lodges after the erection 
of the sovereign Grand Lodge of New Zealand, and in the territory 
of the latter. This is rank violation of the true rule, that upon the 
erection of a sovereign Grand Lodge, it only can warrant new 
Lodges. All the Australasian Grand Lodges have been more or 
less hampered by obstructions erected by the Grand Lodges of 
England, Ireland and Scotland, but none so exasperating and unjust 
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as this claim made by Scotland tliat it could continue the warranting, 
of new Lodges. The Bishop of Perth, Grand Master of Western 
Australia, vigorously discussed these interferences in the Colonies. 
(See extracts under our review of Western Australia.) 

The whole Masonic world is fast coming to the proper under- 
standing of the unreasonable claims of the mother Grand Lodges, 
and this is especially true in all the English Colonies. And it is 
equally true of all our American investigators of the question involved. 
American Freemasons should he especially interested because the 
doctrine of sovereign Grand Lodge jurisdiction is largely a growth 
of our country. 

New Zealand's Grand Secretary, Brother Malcolm Niccol, in his 
very able report to his Grand Lodge, fully sets forth the history of 
their controversy with the Grand Lodge of Scotland; but we have 
not the space to quote him here, as we should like to do. He also takes 
up the subject of the hardships imposed on Queensland, and most 
ably espouses her cause. His report is intensely interesting to every 
student of Masonic jurisprudence." 

We cannot refrain from reproducing from their review of Illinois 
the following vigorous and forceful remarks of Brother Joseph Robbins 
anent the formation of Grand Lodges: — 

" There is a masonic law growing out of the world's usage, 
analogous to the international law which has grown out of the con- 
census of the nations of the world. The masonic law applicable to 
such matters may or may not be reflected in the enactments of any 
Grand Lodge, and it is immaterial whether it is or not, so far as 
the rights of those engaged in forming a new Grand Lodge in 
independent open territory is concerned, for no Grand Lodge can 
give to its enactments extra jurisdictional force. As no nation can 
defy the conceded principles of international law and make that 
defiance effective beyond the range of its guns, so no Grand Lodge 
can defy the principles of Masonic law into which the world's 
Masonic usage has ripened, and make that defiance effective beyond 
the jurisdictional lines, which, defining either territory or subject 
matter, that law concedes to be the rightful possession of such body. 

The law of the Masonry that is over and above all Grand Lodges 
long since established the principle that, proceeding by certain re- 
cognised regular methods, the Lodges in independent open territory, 
suflicient in number to form a Grand Lodge, become seized of absolute 
jurisdiction over the whole subject matter relating to the establish- 
ment of a Grand Lodge therein. 

This law is the same for all latitudes and longitudes, the same 
in Queensland under the Southern Cross as in Alberta under the 
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glare of the aurora borealls, where on the same lines a new Grand 
Lodge has just been formed. Its applicability and force has been 
illustrated in the formation of every Grand Lodge in the United 
States; in every province of the Dominion of Canada, throughout 
Australasia and in the British Islands themselves, and it is soon 
to be illustrated in Alaska and Hawaii, and doubtless with the same 
absence of friction that characterised the formation of the new Grand 
Lodge of Alberta. 



NEVADA, 1987. 

Lodges 31 Members 1241. 

The 43rd Annual Communication was held in the City of Reno In 
June 1907, there being 22 Lodges represented. 

The Committee to v-'trm was referred the application of the 
Grand Lodge of Queensland fci- rf cognition, reported as follows: — 

" We have held our report over one Grand Communication in 
the hope that in the meantime the Grand Lodges of England, Scotland 
and Ireland, which have equal jurisdiction in Queensland, might see 
their way clear to recognise that Grand Lodge. We understand that 
tbe code of the Grand Lodge of England provides that before its 
Subordinate Lodges can even consider and discuss the propriety of 
establishing for themselves a Grand Lodge, the consent of the parent 
Grand Lodge must be obtained. We hold that such a regulation Is 
an interference with the rights of Lodges, and that in any territory 
unoccupied by a sovereign Grand Lodge, the duly chartered Lodges 
therein have the right to discuss and determine for themselves the 
propriety of forming a Grand Lodge in such territory, without let 
or hindrance from any body on earth. 

That in the organisation of a Grand Lodge, the well settled 
American doctrine should govern, viz.: — 

" That in any unoccupied territory, where a sufficient number of 
Lodges (not less than three) exist to form a Grand Lodge, such Lodges 
have the right to organise a Grand Lodge for themselves ,and when 
thus organised (all proceedings being regular) it Is entitled to recog- 
nition." 

We are in receipt of a Circular giving notice of an agreement 
entered into between the Grand Lodges of England, Scotland and Ire- 
land, as to the question of recognising a new Grand Lodge. The Agree- 
ment is as follows. — 

" The question of recognising a new Grand Lodge In any 

Colony or territory in, which the three Grand Lodges have equal 
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jurisdiction, and have warranted Lodges working therein, shall 
not be taken into consideration unless at least two-thirds of the 
Lodges in each jurisdiction have signiBed their adhesion to such 
new body, and such recognition shall only be granted by agree- 
ment of the three Grand Lodges." 

While we do not question the right of the three Grand Lodges 
to determine for themselves the conditions upon which they will 
recognise a newly-formed Grand Lodge, we do not deem their agree- 
ment as a governing factor in determining for ourselves under what 
conditions we will grant recognition. 

Your Committee believes that the Grand Lodge of Queensland 
has complied with all the requirements for the organisation of a 
Grand Lodge and it is therefore entitled to recognition. 

We accordingly submit the following resolution for adoption: — 

"Resolved: That the Grand Lodge of Nevada recognises the 
Grand Lodge of Queensland as a regularly formed Grand Lodge, 
and hereby welcomes its admission into the sisterhood of Grand 
Lodges, and accords to it an interchange of Representatives.'

NEW BRUNSWICK, 1907. 

Lodges 37 Members, 2482. 

The 40th Annual Communication was held in the City of Saint 
John in August, 1907. 

The question of Physical Qualification of Candidates has been 
occupying the mind of our Brethren in New Brunswick and the 
following letter from the Grand ijodge of England upon the subject 
was ordered to be printed in their Annual Report. We produce it 
because it corresponds entire y with the policy and practice of the 
Grand Lodge of New Zealand, and its publication in our Proceedings 
may save us a few letters on the subject 
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" Freemasons 'Hall, London, W.C, 
February 24th, 1875. 
" Dear Sir and Brother, — 

According to the promise made in my note of the 2nd 
Inst., I submitted your letter of the 1st inst. to the Board of 
General Purposes at their meeting on Tuesday In the last weel£. 
The Board feel that it is impossible to lay down a hard and fast 
rule as to the Initiation of a Candidate not perfect in his body as 
required in Article 4, Ancient Charges, Page six, Constitutions. 
I am directed to say that the general rule in this country is to 
consider a candidate eligible for election who, although not perfect 
in his limbs, is sufficiently so to comply with and go through 
the various ceremonies required in the different degi'ees. 

Each case of this description must be decided on its own 
merits by the members of the Lodge to whom the Candidate is 
personally known, subject to the investigation and approval of 
the Master of the Lodge, who is, of course, officially responsible 
that the candidate was in a condition to comply with the above 
named requirements."

NEW HAMPSHIRE, 1907. 

Lodges 79 Members 9727. 

The 118th Annual Communication was held in the City of Concord 
on 15th May, 1907. 

The Report on Foreign Correspondence devolved upon Bro. Harry 
M. Cheney, through the death of the venerable Brother Albert Scripture 
Wait who had occupied the Reviewer's Chair for many years. 

Brother Cheney, in a preamble to his work, says of his predecessor: 

" And now other hands, other minds, must undertake to do what 
he for so many years did so ably. There is not one of our ten thousand 
membership who can be convinced that he can approximate that 
which Brother Wait did. His tastes were literary, he had a keen, 
judicial mind, and he was a devotee of our institution. He had the 
capacity, which backed by enthusiasm and love, gave a mental product 
that was admired — a mental product that made for him a place dis- 
tinctly apart from his local Masonic associates." 
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And of his own work Brother Cheney modestly says: — 

" ' Hence we caution our brethren who write these reviews for 
their several jurisdictions, that they are not to " welcome " us into 
their select circle. Absolutely dratted to do that which we know In 
advance we cannot properly do, we attempt that from which we have 
been unable to escape, very fearful of the end thereof, not for our 
Individual self, but for the good Masons of New Hampshire whom 
we so much love and by whom we have repeatedly been honoured. 

" ' What follows is the best we can do, a first and probably the 
last effort of its kind to be undertaken by the writer. Kindly count 
It as emergency work; read it charitably, yet believe that there Is 
In every word the deepest love for the institution and the principles 
of which we write.' " 

We venture to say, however, that New Hampshire will want to 
keep him going, for he has produced an admirable review. 

New Zei.land appears to have a reputation for eccentricity, or is It 
only another proof of our being in the van of progress, that our 
friend says of us "we expect something new from New Zealand!" 



NEW YORK, 1908. 

Lodges 779 Members 152,928. 

These Lodges, therefore, have an average membership of nearly 
200. The largest Lodge is Yanesee Falls No. 507 at Rochester, with 
nearly 1315 members, which is run pretty close by another Lodge in 
the same City, Yonnondlo No. 163 with 1192 members. 

Xew York is divided into 41 Districts, each under the supervision 
of a Deputy Grand Master. 

The 127th Annual Communication was opened in the Masonic 
Hall, City of New York, on May 5th, 1908. 

The Grand Master's Address occupies over 100 pages of printed 
matter, and is a very comprehensive budget dealing on strict business 
lines with the affairs of this most important body of Freemasons, 
the largest numerically, and the most powerful financially among the 
Grand Lodges of the world. It is difficult to make extracts from this 
report without exceeding the limits at our disposal, but there is much 
In it of general interest to the Masonic world; especially we would 
like to refer to what is said by the Grand Master regarding their 
experience in connection with the TJtica Home, which contains 341 
inmates, of whom 80 are children. Sad to say the Home does not 
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appear to be altogether satisfactory, but it would not be fair to con- 
demn the system until efforts for improvement which have been 
resolved upon, have been given effect. 

The Annual ordinary income of the Grand Lodge of Xew York is 
nearly £40,000. 

Their accumulated and invested Funds are about one million 
dollars. 

The Current Expenses of the Masonic Home for the year, em- 
bracing maintenance, farm and barn, were 72,576dol., showing a per 
capita cost for each inmate of 218dol. or about £42 of our money. 

New York has an Officer designated Judge Advocate who appears 
to be the legal adviser of the Grand Lodge, and in his report he 
makes reference to difficulties arising from conflict between the 
Grand Lodge and illegitimate clandestine bodies which infest New 
York and other parts of America. These bogus Masonic bodies have 
caused great trouble in the past, but last year a law was enacted by 
the Legislature of New York State making it penal to obtain money 
for imparting the secrets of any secret fraternal organisation such 
as a Grand Lodge of Freemasons without authority from such Grand 
Lodge. 

Three yea,rs imprisonment and a fine of One Hundred Dollars must 
now be faced by fraudulent impostors. W'e quote the concluding 
paragraphs of the Judge Advocates Report. — 

" Attempts of clandestines to gain admission to our Lodges have 
been thwarted. Probably those induced to join these imrecognised 
bodies have believed that membership therein confers the right to visit 
recognised Lodges of this and other jurisdictions, receive charity and 
otherwise share in the benefits of llasonry, but they wil soon learn 
that they cannot have Masonic intercourse with regular Masons and 
will seek redress without assistance from us. 

" Meanwhile it is the duty of each Lodge in our jurisdiction to 
guard against attempts of these ' clandestines ' to obtain admission 
to its communications. 

■' The specific facts in my possession at the proper time will be 
communicated to the proper law officers, who, with full knowledge 
of the parties and their acts will take such action as the case may 
justify to protect the public. Our Penal Laws are recognised and 
followed by other States, and it will not be long before public opinion 
will make futile all clandestine work." 

The Grand Lodge of New York has been making Amendments 
In its Constitution, and amongst other alterations it is proposed to 
introduce the following preamble: — 
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MASONIC CREED. 

"There is one God and Father of all men. 
The Holy Bible is a Divine Revelation, the Rule and Guide 

for Faith and Practice. 
Man is immortal. 
Character determines destiny. 

Man's love of man is, next to love of God, man's first duty. 
Prayer, communion of man with God, is helpful. 

MASONIC TEACHING. 

Masonry teaches man the practice of charity and benevolence, 
to protect chastity, to respect the ties of biood and friendship, to 
adopt the principles, and reverence the sacraments of religion, assist 
the feeble, guide the blind, raise up the downtrodden, shelter the 
orphan, guard the altar, support the Government, encourage wisdom, 
inculcate morality, promote learning, love man, fear God, implore His 
mercy, and hope for happiness and immortality." 

We reproduce the very useful table prepared every year by the 
Grand Lodge of New York, showing how many members are on the 
books of each Grand Lodge which keeps such a record. Our parent 
Grand Lodges unfortunately do not bother about such things, conse- 
quently no information regarding them is obtainable.

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NEW JERSEY, 1907. 

Lodges 186 Members 26,595.. 

The 120th Annua! Communication was held in the City of Trenton 
during March 1907. there being 174 Lodges represented by their 
Has';ers and Wardens or by proxies (360) and there were also present 
440 Past Masters, so that inclusive of Grand Officers the attendance 
must have been nearly 900 all told. 

The evergreen subject of " Perpetual Jurisdiction " was very much 
in evidence in the Grand Master's Report. 

The position of the Grand Lodge of New Jersey is thus set forth: — 

" As to the question of perpetual jurisdiction over a rejected can- 
didate, your Committee on Jurisprudence see no good reason for de- 
parting from the rule existing in New Jersey that a Lodge holds juris- 
diction over a rejected Candidate unti surrendered by the action of 
the Lodge itself." 

Several oases had occurred in which Lodges in the neighbour- 
ing State of New York had initiated candidates who had been re- 
jected in Lodges in New Jersey. 

The Law of the Grand Lodge of New Jersey reads as follows: — 
" A Candidate rejected in a Lodge in this jurisdiction and subsequently 
made a Mason in another jurisdiction without consent of the Lodge 
wherein he was rejected, is unlawfully made." 

The Grand Master of New Jersey had therefore placed these indi- 
viduals under Masonic Interdict in New Jersey and notified the Grand 
Lodge of New York accordingly. The Grand Lodge of New Jersey Is 
Incorporated under the laws of the State, and the unlawful use of 
Masonic Regalia, etc., is a misdemeanour tor which offenders can be 
arrested and convicted. 

It is the law of the Grand Lodge of New Jersey that a visiting 
Brother must present documentary evidence of his membership in 
addition to proving himself. 

Masons unattached for more than six months are not permitted 
to visit a Lodge. 

During the Session the Grand Lodge indulged in a "Season of 
Refreshment" which took the form of addresses from several distin- 
guished visitors from the Grand Lodge of New York and Delaware; 
some of these addresses are delightfully bright and breezy, con- 
veying lessons of much Importance in a palatable and appetisting form 
The following from Past Grand Master Handy, of Delaware Is charm- 
ingly true: —

" There is nothing I know of more distressing in a Masonic 
Lodge than to see a tiny little fellow inside who sets up such a 
beautiful ideal that he is not going to let anybody else in because they 
don't measure up to his ideal. (Applause.) 

" This is a very little man. You know there are some very litt e 
men. I once knew a man so little that it was said that a million 
such souls as his could find a residence on the toe-nail of a bat, and 
each one rent a flat." (Laughter.) " That is a pretty smail man, 
yet such men get into a lodge, and they say that this ideal of Jlasonry 
is so high that they can't let any other men come in. That brings 
distress into the Lodges; that will turn a hive of honey bees into a 
nest of hornets or wasps quicker than anything else I know of. I 
say to you that when that sort of thing gets into a Lodge, nothing 
can relieve that Lodge except a few Lodges of sorrow and well- 
directed funeral services. (Applause.) 

We should honestly apply the ideal and take the best men we can 
find; take them into fellowship to which they shall be worthy. For, 
mark you, the unworthy man who comes into such an association 
can be of as much disadvantage as this litte souled man I have just 
been talking about. 

So you, perhaps, can do no higher or better service for your 
Lodge than to stand ready armed with a. black ball to keep out the 
man who does not measure up to the Masonic standard, but if from 
spite or malice or any personal motive you take up that weapon, 
it is a sure token that somebody got in when you came in who should 
have had a black ball lo block his way." (Applause.) 

And the following extract from the speech of the Governor of New 
Jersey State has the right ring in it: — 

" And what, brethren, are the doctrines which President Roosevelt 
advocates, and which have become so popular, but Masonic doctrines? 
What is his so-called square deal but Masonic law? What is his insist- 
ence upon the purity of famiiy life and the sacredness of the home and 
the family circle but Masonic injunction? And what is the principle 
that is suggested by my worthy conductor, Most Worshipful Brother 
Congdon, that it is character and not wealth, the inner instincts 
of the heart and not the outward show that makes the man, hut 
Masonic principles. We recognise no aristocracy but the aristocracy of 
character and good conduct." (Applause.) 'And there we are all 
equal." 
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NEW MEXICO, 1907. 

Lodges 30 Members 1822. 

The 30th Annual Communication was held in the City of Carlsbad, 
on 21st October, 1907. 

Members and delegates from central portions of the territory 
were twenty-four hours late, owing to delayed trains, having travelled 
800 miles from Albuquerque to Carlsbad. 

The following extract shows their view upon the Queensland 
question : — 

"I would recommend that the recognition of the Grand Lodge of 
Queensland be postponed. This recommendation is based upon the 
fact that the said Grand Lodge does not comprise a majority of the 
Lodges in that colony. Many of the American jurisdictions have 
recognised this Grand Lodge and an equal number have, as recom- 
mended above, postponed such recognition. My own reasons for this 
are not the friendly relations which this Grand Lodge holds towards 
the Mother Lodges of England, Ireland and Scotland, nor from the 
fact that many Lodges in Queensland were prohibited from discussing 
the question of the formation of a Grand Lodge, but from the fact 
that in the formation of new Grand Lodges it is my belief that at east 
a majority should unite in such an action. I do not agree with the 
construction placed by some writers upon the remarks of Mackey 
regarding the formation of Grand Lodges that only three Lodges are 
necessary to establish a Grand Lodge in a territory not possessing 
■one. I hold that the number fixed by him was the minimum number 
that could enter into such an organization, and in the instance of this 
colony, where 139 Lodges under three Jurisdictions were working, 
about 39 entered into this organisation. This construction of the 
law is intended in no way to reflect upon the honesty and character 
of those forming the aforesaid Grand Lodge, in fact history proves 
that the formation of Colonial Grand Lodges has always been fraught 
with the same difficulty, and while I sympathise with our Colonial 
Brethren and cannot too strongly condemn the narrow policy of the 
Mother Grand Lodges, I feel that if the majority of the Brethren of 
Queensland intended to form a Grand Lodge, the right of demission 
•exists, enabling them to change their allegiance and thereby smooth 
over any rough places. 

No one has condemned the arbitrary policy of the Grand Lodge of 
Scotland more than myself, and I confess that my inclinations lead 
me towards the recognition of this new Grand Lodge, but standing, 
as I do, the representative of the Grand Lodge of New Mexico before 
the Masonic world, I cannot permit my sympathies to interfere with 
my interpretation of the law. 
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NEW SOUTH WALES, 1907. 

Lodges 209 Members 11,788. 

The average strength of Lodges In that territory is therefore very 
much the same as ours, their largest Lodge has 152 members, and 
they have not as many with more than 100 members as v?e have. 

The accumulated funds of the Grand Lodge of New South Wales 
as shown in their Balance Sheet amount to £17,750, of which £13,084 
is in their Benevolent Fund and £4666 in their General Purposes 
Fund; but they have a Freemasons Orphan Society with a capital of 
£27,777, and a Freemasons Benevolent Institution with a capital of 
£9157. 

The Lodges are classified as Metropolitan and Country, the latter 
are divided into 23 Districts under Inspectors. 

The Grand Lodge of New South Wales meets quarterly in March, 
Jime, September and December, their Annual Communication taking 
place in June. 

The present Grand Master is the Governor of the State, Admiral 
Sir Harry Rawson. a very popular man, and one who has given much 
of his time and thought to Freemasonry. He is now in his third 
year as Grand Master. 

The Report on Foreign Correspondence is conducted by a Com- 
mittee of five Brethren, of whom Bro. T. Rowbotham is Chairman. 

In submitting their last report the Committee say: — 

"A review of the proceedings of Sister Grand Bodies, the dissec- 
tion and comparison of which have proved an educational and plea- 
surable task, is here submitted by your committee, having as a prim- 
ary object the construction of the summary — not so much in the 
critical fashion, but with a desire to make the text as interesting as 
possib'e to our brethren in this Jurisdiction. 

The time given to this duty we consider well and profitably spent, 
albeit extending over some months. 

We appreciate the efforts of those engaged upon this important 
task in other Jurisdictions, and the Information detailed by these 
brethren is so voluminous that the result of our investigations would 
appear small in comparison." 

As one of the principal objects of this system of reviewing the 
proceedings of other jurisdictions is to "see ourselves as others see 
us," we make the following extracts from their comments upon New 
Zealand. 

"From the land of mighty peaks rearing their snow-clad summits 
high above the fleeting clouds, where rugged hills give birth to crystal 
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streams, and fertile valleys provide homes for many thousands of our 
kinsmen. The Britain of the South, New Zealand! where once the 
Moa roamed as lord of the domain. God's own country for God's 
own people. Whence comes a neat and tidy volume setting out the 
doings of the Parliament of Freemasonry in the favoured Islands, 
whose shores are capped by the oft times turbulent Pacific, but whose 
winds infuse vigour and strength into both body and mind of all 
those who are happy contented, and fortunate enough to have their 
lot cast in a pleasant place. 

As gleaned from last year's report — "They have a tolerably guid 
conceit o' themselves," and "are able to show most other folk the way 
to go." Thus it seems. For on looking through the little book one 
is much taken with its style, recognising that its compi.ation must 
have necessitated much time, labour and expense. Its leaves are 
interspersed with excellent photographs, both individual and in 
groups of the principal Grand Lodge Officers. Facing the title page 
is the picture of the Grand Master, Most Worshipful Bro. Lord 
Plunket, His Excellency the Governor of New Zealand. 

On looking through the balance sheet, which embraces all the 
funds, one would lack in justice, if omitting congratulations to the 
officers concerned for the clear and complete setting out of the finan- 
cial condition of Grand Lodge. They make up one of the most com- 
prehensive sets of statements yet handled, and the summary attached 
thereto shows at a glance the condition of each fund working. 

The whole setting out of the finances is so concise, and the 
tabulations so methodical that it is a pleasure to analyse the figures. 
A valuable lesson to most Grand Treasurers from which much can 
be noted and learned. These observations are made by one who 
has spent hours in putting together a synopsis of a Grand Lodge's 
monetary state, especially when such funds as General Fund, Masonic 
Temple, Old Mason's Home, Widows and Orphans' Fund, Fund of 
Benevolence, and sundry other matters are dealt with by separate 
Committees, and are scattered throughout the annual proceedings. 

From the foundation in 1890 to the present time trouble has been 
experienced in this territory, with the three British Grand Lodges, 
but more particularly with the Grand Lodge of Scotland, in connec- 
tion with the right to resuscitate dormant Lodges. The controversy 
still goes on with unabated vigour, the correspondence filling eighteen 
full pages of print. Reading it through there appears very little 
hope of a satisfactory settlement at the present time for the tone of 
the replies from the Old Country is very decided, and based on 
Masonic Law from their standpoint. Time and time only will cure 
these troubles, which exist more or less in five Australian Territories 
at the present day. and it appears the more they are forced the 
greater the difficulty of overcoming them." 
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The last page of the book under review (Annual Report for 
1906) is as follows: — 

POINTS OF INTEREST. 

The objects of the Freemasons Benevolent Institution are the 
relief of aged, distressed, or infirm Freemasons and their wives or 
widows. 

Any "Subscribing Member" of a Lodge may become a member of 
the F.B.I, on payment of not less than 10s. per annum. 

Any Freemason "not a Subscribing Member" of a Lodge, may 
become a member of the F.B.I, on donating not less than one guinea 
per annum. 

Life Members. — A donation of 10 guineas, or the collection of 
20 guineas in any one year, shall entitle the donor or collector to 
Life Membership, and he shall receive the Diploma of the Institution. 

An Executor paying a legacy of 20 guineas shall be constituted 
a Life Member. 

Any Lodge or Chapter subscribing annually one guinea, or donat- 
ing not less than five guineas, shall be entitled to the same privileges 
as individual subscribers or donors, and the Master or First Principal 
shall represent the Lodge or Chapter on the Institution. 

A Lodge or Chapter shall be entitled to nominate one Life Mem- 
ber for each 10 guineas subscribed. 

No Brother shall be eligible for relief from the Institution unless 
he has been a Master Mason and subscribing member to a warranted 
Lodge in the colony for a period of five years, and shall have attained 
the age of sixty years; except in cases where a Brother is permanently 
incapacitated from earning a livelihood, when the Committee shall 
be guided by the circumstances. 

The wife, or widow, of a Brother who is eligible under the pre- 
ceding rule, and who has been a subscribing member of a warranted 
Lodge after marriage, may be assisted from the funds of the Institu- 
tion if she has attained the age of fifty years, or become permanently 
incapacitated from earning a livelihood. 

The annuity to be paid shall not exceed fifty-two pounds in case 
of male recipients, nor twenty-six pounds in case of female recipients, 
but if a Brother and his wife be relieved at one time the joint 
annuity shall not exceed sixty-five pounds. 

There are now 42 annuities on the Roll. 

The amount expended last year in relief was £830 7s. 2d. 

The income of the F.B.I, for 1907 was £1457, and the amount 
expended in Relief to Annuitants was £830. 
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The Freemasons' Orphans Society of N.S.W. had an income for 
1907 of £558 fiom donations by Lodges, etc., and £833 from Interest 
on invested capital, making a total of £1391, while the expenditure 
for maintenance of children was £598. so that the Fund is a growing 
one. 



NORTH DAKOTA, 1907. 

Lodges 83. Members 5,945. 

The 18th Annual Communication was held in the city of Grand 
Forks in June 1907 occupying two days (25th and 26th). 

The Report of Proceedings Is illuminated by several group photo- 
graphs of the Grand Officers. 

In the Grand Master's Official Report he refers to an " Open 
Air Communication ' held by Tuscan Lodge on Park Island on Lake 
Metigoshe for conferring the M.M. Degree on a number of candidates, 
the record says: — 

" Before opening the Lodge, ample precautions were taken to 
prevent the approach of eavesdroppers. The grounds were patrolled 
and the mysteries of the order preserved inviolate. The attendance 
was very large and the work and occasion so satisfactory that a 
desire has been expressed freely to secure another dispensation for 
the same place during the coming year. 

The Grand Secretary's experience in relation to the unreliability 
of many Lodge Returns upon which to base his records is very much 
that of other territories, he says: — 

" The Grand Secretary's office has been obliged to write— I will 
not say dozens — but hundreds of letters to obtain data which should 
have been incorporated in the petitions and transcribed In the annual 
returns. Indeed, it is remarkable the number of omissions in this 
regard. I think if Lodges could toe impressed, that the records of 
each one of its members is a permanent matter, and that an error 
might affect a generation or generations following, that they would 
take more pains with this little item. Our records are not temporary 
things, but are intended to live after us; and those who come after 
us would be as much disappointed in finding no data of those from 
whom they descended as we do in looking over the records of our 
ancestors." 

The Report on Correspondence has been omitted through some- 
unforeseen circumstances. 
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NORTH CAROLINA, 1907. 

Lodges 366. Members 16,835 

(Average membership of Lodges 46.) 

The 120tli Annual Communication was lield in the City of Raleigh 
in January 1907, the proceedings occupying three days. 

The Report of the Board of Directors of the Oxford Orphan Asylum 
is very interesting. 

This institution was established hy the Grand Lodge of Carolina 
about 35 years ago and now has nearly 300 children under its charge. 

It appears to be maintained partly by the State and partly by 
tie Masonic Fraternity; the total income from all sources for the 
year 1906 being about £10.000 and the expenditure about an equal 
amount. 

The Superintendent of the Home in his report says: — 
" The Farm, Dairy, Shoe Shop, Printing Office and Wood-working 
Shop grow increasingly busy and the kitchen, dining rooms, laundry, 
sewing rooms and other departments in which the girls are engaged 
are also active places. 

As statements following this report show, the year's activities 
in Printing Office and Wood Working Shop have resulted in fair 
financial gain. But we should consider them of rather small worth 
nr the money profit from their operation approximated their value 
to the Institution. To commercialise the Institution would be to 
impair its service, to turn it from its high mission. 

FINALLY 

Brethren, does not such an Institution as the Oxford Orphan 
Asylum stand for opportunity? Its high mission is to open the door 
-of opportunity to the homeless children of our State. It is firmly 
rooted in the purpose that every orphan child that comes within its 
walls shall have an opportunity to think great thoughts, to feel and 
respond to the mighty pulse of love that beats in this, our Father's 
universe, to serve men, to honour God. 

And this institution stands not only for the opportunity of orphan 
•children, but the opportunity for all of our people. It affords an 
•opportunity for the enlargement of human sympathy, the development 
of human benevolence, the broadening of human efforts. It offers 
opportunity to co-operate with God, to labour with Him in the great 
work of building the world anew, of transforming men." 

" We extract the following from their review of New Zealand 
for 1905:— 

" Very much of the Report of the Board of General Purposes is 
given to the consideration of the relations between the Grand Lodge 
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and the Grand Lodge oi Scotland, and It Is certainly discouraging 
to note the selfish, if not unfriendly attitude of the latter Grand 
Body, but the Brethren of New Zealand are exhibiting a fine spirit 
of patience and tolerance as well as of independence, for all of which 
the reward is in sight." 

And we find in their review of 1906 the following on same 
subject:- — 

" As in the volume of last year, so in this, very much of the 
space is given to the correspondence arising from the ungenerous 
treatment of the Grand Lodge of Scotland, and to a lesser degree 
of that of England. In the correspondence, and the argument adduced, 
the advantage is all in favour of the Grand Lodge of New Zealand, 
both as to the argument and the manly and fraternal spirit by which 
it had been actuated. We hope and believe that in a very short 
time the justice of its position will be acknowledged by the two Mother 
Grand Lodges of Scotland and England, and that real peace and bro- 
therly love will prevail." 



NOVA SCOTIA, 1907. 

Lodges 68. Members 5,020. 

The 42nd Annual Communication was held in the City of Halifax 
beginning on 18th June 1907. 

After opening Grand Lodge, the Brethren marched in procession 
to St. Paul's Church, headed by the band of the Royal Canadian 
Regiment. After Divine Service and a sermon by the Grand Chaplain 
Grand Lodge returned to labour. 

From the Reports suibmitted we learn that Nova Scotia has caught 
the " Masonic Home " fever, and has been raising funds for providing 
one, by means of a Masonic Fair which realised nearly £4000. 

They are now inviting offers of suitable land and buildings for 
the Home, and the Grand Master says the Committee were amazed 
to find that so many people in Nova Scotia had, what they thought, 
was just the property required, and how anxious they were to sell 
as they said " cheap." 

The question of Ritual had been occupying considerable attention, 
and the Grand Lodge of Nova Scotia had resolved to adopt the form 
of working practised in New York, but when they endeavoured to 
get a certified copy of the New York work, they were informed that 
It would be necessary to send a delegation to New York to receive 
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it " from mouth to ear," and our canny friends in Nova Scotia were 
still cogitating whether " the game was worth the candle." 

Nova Scotia's Annual Report is a hook of over 500 pages, of which 
more than 200 are occupied hy the Report on Correspondence. New 
Zealand gets very full notice (six pages) and altogether we must con- 
fess to feelings of surprise and admiration regarding the completeness 
and excellence of the records. 

We much regret that we cannot dwell longer on this interestii^ 
volume, but our printer Is calling for " Copy." 



OHIO, 1907. 

Lodges 510 Members 68,679. 

There is therefore an average membership of about 135, but some 
Lodges run up to 860 members. 

The 96th Annual Communication was opened in the Auditorium 
Canton, Ohio, on 16th October, 1907, Grand Lodge having been escorted 
from the head-quarters by Canton Commandery of Knight Templars. 

In his address the Grand Master referred at some length to a 
decision of the Supreme Court of Ohio upon a dispute between two 
rival Lodges both claiming to be the genuine New England Lodge 
No. i. The case being of general interest to the Craft we reproduce 
the report of Bro. Allen Andrews, Attorney to the Grand Lodge of 
Ohio: — 

Hamilton. Ohio, July 16th. 1907. 

JORACE A. IRVIN, Grand Master of Ohio Masons. 
Dayton, Ohio. 

Most Worahipful Grand Master. — I have the honour to submit to 
you the following report of the litigation regarding New England 
Lodge, No. 4, in which it was my duty and pleasure to represent the 
Grand Lodge. 

In April, 1824, John Snow and wife deeded real estate in Worthing- 
ton to Jeremiah Morrow, Governor of the state of Ohio, and his suc- 
cessors forever, in trust for the use and benefit of New England 
Lodge, No. 4, and Horeb Chapter, No. 3. The Subordinate Bodies 
continued in existence, observing allegiance and recognising fealty 
to the Grand Lodge and Grand Chapter respectively, until 1891. Dur- 
ing that year a majority of the members of the Subordinate Lodge, 
being dissatisfied with the legislation forbidding afiaiiation with the 
" Cerneaus," passed preambles and resolutions reciting that the legs- 
lation and regulation on this subject, passed and made by the Grand

Lodge, had been unwise and wrong, and resolving that New England 
Lodge then and there withdraw from the Grand Lodge and cease to 
hold any affiliations with it, declaring its purpose to remain indepen- 
dent of the Grand Lodge until the latter should rescind the legislation 
and regulation thus condemned by these members of New England 
Lodge. Many members of New England Lodge remained loyal to the 
Grand Lodge and did not participate in the preamble and resolution 
of secession. 

Thereupon the Grand Lodge and Grand Chapter respectively ex- 
pelled from Masonic membership the majority members, who had thus 
seceded and declared themselves independent, and being unable to 
take up the old Charter issued to New England Lodge, No. 4, for the 
reason that it was secreted and in possession of the seceding members, 
issued a new and substitute Charter constituting and creating anew 
tlie loyal members respectively as New England Lodge, No. 4. 

There was then in existence two societies — each styling itself 
New England Lodge, No. 4 — the rebels and the loyalists, this Grand 
Lodge recognising the latter ais the true New England Lodge, No. 4. 
This Lodge requested Governor A. S. Bushnell while in office, as the 
successor of Jeremiah Morrow, in trust for said real estate and for 
the benefit of said Lodge, to execute and deliver a deed to defendant 
Ruih.is iM. "Weaver, who was chosen by the Lodge to act as its trustee, 
in order that proper proceedings might be taken to recover the pro- 
perty which remained in the hands of the secedeps, the Governor being 
unwilling in his official capacity as such trustee to institute such pro- 
ceedings. Governor Bushnell did exoute and deliver such deed. 

Thereupon the rebel organisation, styling itself New England, 
Lodge. No. 4, brought an action at law in the court of Common Pleas 
of Franklin County to restrain Rufus M. Weaver, as such trustee, and 
also the auditor and recorder of the county from having the deed 
transferred and recorded. The trustee, Rufus M. Weaver, filed an 
answer to the petition in this case, and thus the question was at once 
raised, which of these two Lodges, each styling itself New England, 
No. 4, was the true and genuine Lodge and the beneficiary of the 
Snow deed and the owner of the real estate — the rebels or the loyal- 
ists? 

The case was tried in the Court of Common Pleas, which held that 
Governor Bushnell had no right to make such deed, and therefore, by 
decree, enjoined the transfer and record. 

The case was carried to the Circuit Court on appeal, and tried 
there at the April Term, 1906. This court held that New England 
Lodge, No. 4the rebel Lodge which had brought the action — was not 
the beneficiary of the Snow deed, not the owner of the property, and 
not entitled to any relief whatever, and that Governor Bushnell, in 
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making the deed to Rufus M. Weaver at the Instance of the loyal 
Lodge, had acted within his powers and in harmony with law and 
justice, and dismissed the petition of the rebel Lodge. The latter 
Lodge carried the case to the Supreme Court, where the case was 
heard by that court in May, 1907. 

The Supreme Court afiBrmed the judgment of the Circuit Court 
and held that the so-called body, styling itself New England Lodge, 
No. 4, made up of the seceding members and Clandestine Masons, had 
no standing in court, no right to the property whatever, and. In effect, 
that it was not a Masonic body at all. But that New England Lodge, 
No. 4, made up of the loyal members observing allegiance and under 
fealty to this Grand Lodge and recognised by it, is the true New 
England Lodge, No. 4, and the sole beneficiary under the Snow deed 
and entitled to the real estate. Of course, this is an end to this 
lawsuit and we have won everything that could be expected. 

It is proper to add that while this suit was pending, Rufus M. 
Weaver and the other loyal members brought a counter action in 
court to recover possession of the real estate, which was still in the 
hands of the seceders. This case has not been tried, but ccansel 
representing the parties had the understanding that all questions 
should be settled in the one case, and I do not apprehend that there 
will be any further litigation necessary, and I expect a peaceful sur- 
render of the property to those entitled to it.

OKLAHOMA, 1907. 

Lodges 141 Members 7,978. 

The 15th Annual Communication was held in the City of Guthrie 
in February, 1907, but we regret to say that we are without the report 
of that year, and are obliged to get our information from other 
sources. 

The burning question in Oklahoma Territory is its probable exal- 
tation to the dignity of a state, and the absorption of the adjoining 
Indian Territory. 

Should this eventuate, the consolidation of the two Grand Lodges 
of Oklahoma and Indian Territory will naturally follow and is now 
being prepared for. 
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The circumstances are unique and are thus touched upon by the 
Grand Master In his address: — 

"There is a law of physical necessity and Masonic fitness, and 
a force of Masonic sentiment, which for the best Interests of Masonry 
will practically compel the union of these two independent Jurisdic- 
tions. By this law, Masonry has followed In its development the 
history of the States of the American Union, and as in all our past 
history the States have been formed from new single territories which 
before had been broken off from larger territories, so new Masonic 
Grand Lodges have followed the boundaries of the territories by virtue 
of a voluntary surrender of part of their Territorial Jurisdiction by 
the older established Grand Lodges. And as there has heretofore 
been no instance of a fusing of two separate territories Into one State, 
so no two independent Masonic jurisdictions have ever in this country 
been brought under one organization. No Grand Lodge in the United 
States has ever ceased its existence; and, as illustrating the stability 
and permanence of our noble Fraternity, I can now recall no case in 
the history of the Masonic world where a Grand Lodge once estab- 
lished has ever died. The conditions which now face the Grand 
Lodges of Oklahoma and Indian Territories are, therefore, altogether 
unique, with no precedents to guide us, with new paths to make and 
new problems to solve." 

The relative strength of the two Grand Lodges is as follows: — 
Indian Territory; 168 Lodges. 6,363 Members; Oklahoma: 141 Lodges, 
6,777 Members, so that they will enter into partnership on very nearly 
equal terms. 



OREGON, 1907. 

Lodges, 108 Members, 8.085. 

The 57th Annual Communication was opened In the City of Port- 
land on the 12th June, 1907. 

The Reports of the Grand Master and Grand Secretary show that 
a healthy condition of affairs exists In this jurisdiction, and the 
annual volume of proceedings is very interesting reading. 

Oregon has hitherto manifested its zeal in providing educational 
advantages for the children of Freemasons, their Fund for this pur- 
pose amounting to about £27,000 of our money, but Grand Lodge 
has set up a Committee to consider and report upon the matter of a 
Masonic Home, and with the usual activity of our American Cousins 
they will no doubt soon give the thing life. 
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We notice that a Petition for the creation of a Past Masters 
Lodge was not granted on the ground that the Constitution of Oregon 
forbids membership of more than one Lodge. 

The Grand Lodge of Washington is an offshoot from Oregon 
and great enthas.asm was evolted by the former visiting its Masonic 
Mother during the Session under review. 

The Correspondence Report is well written, the writer evidently 
has a good grip of the fundamental principles of the Craft and speaks 
his mind fearlessly; he does not like to hear Freemasonry described 
as the " handmaid of religion," and we agree with him when he says: — 

"We believe in God, the infinite life force, the central intelli- 
gence over, above and controling all that is. The Grand Architect 
of the Universe. We pray to Him, we adore Him, and return thanks 
to Him for the many blessings of life which are vouchsafed unto us, 
and the genuine Mason practices the precepts of the Great Lights 
which lie upon our altars, and without the presence of which no Lodge 
can open or work. 

Now, are these acts merely the doings of a helper, an assistant, 
a mere secular society, organised to aid some greater enterprise? 
When we consider that Masonry is older than any other existing 
system of philosophy, that it has grown with the ages, that actual 
experience in the gravest incidents of human existence had added its 
weight to the wisdom of its usages. That it never shed a drop of 
blood, nor provoked inharmony, that truth, and truth only, is the 
object of its search, that on every hand true liberty is promoted and 
the Fatherhood of God and the Brotherhood of Man are its funda- 
mental maxims, who can doubt for a moment that in the practice of 
its philosophy the soul is fitted for that house not made with hands, 
eternal in the Heavens? In the u'.timate, it is works by which we 
are judged, for "Faith without works is dead," and when the square 
of eternal justice Is applied to our souls, the question will be: What 
did he do? Not what did he believe? And the faith will be read 
from the record of the works. 

Here is what he thinks of our troubles with England and Scot- 
land: — "Notwithstanding they concluded a compromise with the Grand 
Lodges of England, Scotland and Ireland some years ago and ob- 
tained their recognitions, the parent Grand Lodges of England and 
Scotland have not lived up to their agreement as loyally as such im- 
portant Masonic bodies would have been expected to do, and have 
insisted upon maintaining their hold upon the Lodges which were 
not at the time included in those forming the new Grand Lodge. 
The Grand Lodge of Scotland claiming that a Lodge could not trans- 
fer its allegiance from it to the new Grand Lodge, and that although 
all the members of a Lodge might dimit from a Scottish Lodge and 
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join a Lodge under the Grand Lodge of New Zealand, that the Scot- 
tish Lodge was still in existence as a Lodge, and susceptible of being 
revived, which upon occasion she has done, and the Grand Lodge of 
England has c aimed the right to revive a Lodge that had not met 
for three or four years, move it to another city, and put It to work 
through a Provincial Grand Master. As a consequence they have 
their troubles all the same ais all or nearly all of the Australian 
Grand Lodges have been having. New South Wales, and possibly 
Victoria being the only ones allowed to work without trouble arising 
with the parent bodies. The Grand Lodge of Ireiand has usually 
done about the right thing by her subordinate Lodges in the Colonies; 
England has been right about half the time, but Scotland never has 
come up with a display of Masonic fairness, such as the Masonic 
world is entitled to expect. In the end she will be forced from her 
untenable position, but meantime Colonial Masonry will be harassed 
and annoyed, and she will get a few pounds sterling for her stub- 
bornness." 



PENSYLVANIA, 1907. 

Lodges, 470 Members, 84,341. 

The Lodges in this territory have an average membership of 
about 180, and on'y a small proportion are under 100. 

We note that many Lodges have no name and are distinguished 
by a number only. 

The Book of Proceedings is exceptionally well printed, and the 
whole appearance of the records conveys the idea of solidity and 
strength, from the engraving of their magnificent Temple right 
through the tables of their funds, properties and general belongings. 

Pennsylvania holds to the old system of Quarterly Communica- 
tions, and the volume under review records the proceedings of the 
Quarterly Meetings held in March, June, September and December, 
1907, and the Annual Communication which took place on 27th Decem- 
ber, all at Philadelphia. 

The Quarterly held on 4th December being the statutory meet- 
ing for the Election of Officers drew the biggest house, there being 418 
Lodges represented, whereas at the Annual only 116 Lodges were 
represented; probably the payment of transit expenses had a good 
deal to do with the attendance. 

Some idea of the magnitude of the operations of this Grand Body 
may be gathered from the fact that the Annual Balance Sheet shows 
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debits and credits amounting to $2,682,055, or equal to considerably 
over half a million sterling. The annual income Is about £35,000. 
They pay about £7500 a year as salaries, including those for the 
Temple and Library. 

There is no general statement of the total assets of the Grand 
Lodge, but these must run into millions of pounds. 

The Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania has been extremely fortunate 
in the number of benefactions it has received from deceased members 
of the Fraternity. 

There are no less than seven different Bequest Funds controlled 
by the Grand Lodge, and at last Communication still another legacy 
was announced from their late Grand Treasurer, Bro. Thomas R. 
Patton, who left to Grand Lodge about half of his estate for the es- 
tablishment of a Masonic Institution for boys. The value of the 
bequest was over one million dollars. 

We take the following clippings from their Report on New 
Zealand: — 

"From the report of the Board of General Purposes, it would seem 
as though some little progress had been made with regard to the 
difference with the Grand Lodge of Scotland, while the matter with 
England shows an extraordinary ignorance of facts which they ought 
to have knoviTi, and which ought to have changed their position. We 
do not wonder that the Lodges in the Ehiglish Colonies want to have 
Grand Lodges of their own. 

It is hoped that Victoria and Tasmania which have not recognised 
Queensland, will change their attitude so that the proposed confer- 
ence of Australian Grand Lodges may be held. 

The proceedings furnish an excellent account of the doings in the 
Grand Lodge, a summary of each speaker's remarks being given. We 
are glad to see that, owing to the absence of the Brother who made 
the motion favouring the admission of ladies as spectators at the in- 
stallation of Grand Masters, which we referred to last year, the mat- 
ter 'was further adjourned sine die.' " 



QUEBEC, 1907. 

Lodges, 61 Members, 5488. 

The 37th Annual Communication was held in the City of Montreal 
on 13th February, 1907. 

Fortythree Lodges were represented by their Masters or Wardens. 
Eight Lodges were represented by Past Masters with proxy vote. 
Two Lodges were represented by Past Masters, but no proxy vote. 
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Five Lodges were not represented. 

Five Lodges, being under Dispensation, were wittiout vote. 

The Committee on Credentials reported having issued 341 ballot 
papers, but there Is no indication of the method pursued in taking 
a vote. 

The Grand Master appears to have the duty of revising the by-laws 
of Lodges, tor we find him reporting that he had very properly declined 
to approve of the following: — 

" All applications for initiation must toe referred to a committee 
of three, appointed secretly by the Master, and they s>all report to the 
Standing Committee, who in return shall report on the same at the 
next regular communication." 

RULING THEREON. 
The advantages of this measure are not apparent. It would 
create a division In the Lodge by excluding members from a know- 
ledge of its proceedings. 

It would conceal from members the composition of a committee, 
whose report should guide them in casting their ballots. It would 
proclaim a Masonic Lodge unworthy of its own confidence. It does 
not appear in harmony with the spirit or letter of the Constitution. 
LODGE ROOM DEDICATION. 

There also was submitted the question of the propriety of dedicat- 
ing a Masonic lodge room in leased premises. 

Ruling was as follows: — 

" I have no hesitation in declaring it contrary to the spirit of the 
rite of dedication to celebrate it in halls not owned by those who In- 
voke the rite. The term of the lease signifies nothing — one or a hun- 
dred years presents the same obstable. 

Viewed in a purely secular sense, it might not seem inconsistent. 
But let us not forget that the rite is a solemn one, religious in its 
essence, sacrificial in a sense, as old as history. Solomon dedicated 
the Temple at Jerusalem to the service of God. We dedicate our halls 
to Freemasonry, Virtue, and Universal Benevolence. 

We place our gift upon the altar of Masonry, and request those in 
whom authority for that purpose is vested to receive and consecrate 
it to F., V. and U.B. 

How void and wanting in sincerity would be the ceremony if 
those who offered the gift did not own it." 

The correspondence which recently passed between the Grand 
Lodges of England and Quebec, resulting in formal recognition of the 
latter by the former, is printed in the Proceedings. 

We would, however, have been better pleased if it had not been 
thought necessary to distribute rewards in the shape of Past Grand 
rank for what after all is merely a courtesy, and certainly not a 
favour. 
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QUEENSLAND. 

Lodges, 52 Members not stated. 

We liave before us the third annual report up to 30th June, 1907, 
and also reports of a Special Communication on 14th August, 1907, 
and those of Quarterly Communications. 9th September, 1907, 9th 
December, 1907, and 9th March, 1908. 

The Special Communication held in August, 1907, was for the 
purpose of installing His Excellency Lord Chelmsford as Grand 
Master for another term. 

Our Grand Lodge was represented upon the occasion by il. Wor. 
Bro. P. C. Blnns, Pro. Grand Master. 

The records of the Grand Lodge of Queens and testify that steady 
upward progress is being made, both within the jurisdiction and in 
the world-wide family circle. 

But they are having the same experience as we met wiih in the 
days when England and Scotland shut their eyes to our existence — 
namely, that the District Grand Lodges under those Grand Lodges 
have been galvanised into activity, and are now consumed with zeal. 

New Lodges are being created everywhere and anywhere, and 
tTie competition for candidates will be brisk while the battle lasts, but 

" Freedom's battle once begun, 
Bequeathed by bleeding sire to son, 
Though baffled oft, is ever won.'' 

The latest development we understana is that Eng and is taking 
a vote in her Lodges in Queensland upon the question of establishing 
a regular Grand Lodge in the territory, so that we may have the 
spectacle of two Grand Lodges in Queensland, and there is no saying 
what complications may arise in consequence. 

Meantime the clear couise lor the Grand Lodge of Queensland to 
pursue is to strengthen their position internally, to build up their 
finances, to infuse life and activity into their Lodges — to keep the ball 
roLing, in fact. 

So far as we may judge by their published report, the condition 
of affairs is healthy, but we agree with Western Australia in advising 
caution as regards the establishment of a Masonic Home. They are 
expensive to maintain, and satisfactory neither to the occupants nor 
to those who provide the wherewithal for running them. 
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Our experience of the Annuity system leads us strongly to recom- 
mend our Queensland friends to confine their attention to that branch 
■of their proposed project, at any rate for some years 



RHODE ISLAND, 1907. 

Lodges, 37 Members, 6719. 

The 117th Annual Communiiiation of "The Grand Lodge of the 
Most Ancient and Honorab.e Society of Free and Accepted Masons 
for the State of Rhode Island and Providence Plantations, ' was held 
in the Freemasons Hall, Providence, on 20th May, 1907, there being 
present representatives of 36 Lodges. 

The Grand Master in his address reports several decisions 
-amongst which is the following: — 

■ The Marshall of a Lodge who was in good standing applied for 
a. demit owing to some unpleasantness between himself and another 
oflBcer of the Lodge. The Master of the Lodge asked for the Grand 
Master's decision as to whether the Brother was entitled to his demit, 
and the Grand Master decided he was not so entitled, giving his 
reason as follows: — 

"AL of the officers make oath that they will 'well and truly 
execute the oflBce to which they have been chosen," and this applies 
with equal force to all, be he Master or Sentinel; to say that the 
Master, or the Master and Wardens (as in some jurisdictions), have 
not the right, and the Marshal has the right, to demit, .s a strange 
•construction of responsibility under a Masonic obligation. 

From this I am led to believe that each and every officer of a 
Lodge who has been duly obligated and installed, waives the right of 
demit granted by our Constitution to the members of a Lodge (in 
good standing, and having paid all dues), and I believe this to be the 
intent of Artic'e VIL, Section 22, of our Grand Constitution." 

The Grand Master also drew attention to the absence of authority 
tor the comparatively modern practise of conferring what he calls 
the "Past Masters Degree" upon the W.M. Elect of a Lodge. The 
matter was referred to a Committee for report, but as the ceremony 
of conferr.ng the secrets of the Installed Master is now pretty well 
universal it appears to us Rhode Island will have to adapt itself to 
modern ideas. 
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SOUTH AUSTRALIA, 1907. 

Lodges, 47 Members, 3,097„ 

The 24th Annual Communication was held in Adelaide on 15th 
April, 190S. 

The business is conducted in much the same manner as with us, 
the Board of Genenal Purposes acting as the Executive of Grand 
Lodge. 

The total assets of the Grand Lodge of South Australia amount 
to nearly £25,000, but of this sum the Masonic Hall property repre- 
sents S21.000. 

Some of our American friends would severely condemn the let- 
ting of part of the premises as a Hotel from which a rental of £558 
is obtained. 

About £700 was expended in Charity during the year. 

There appears to be a little discontent regarding the method of 
allocating the various offices in Grand Lodge, the following resolu- 
tion having been adopted at a meeting of representatives of City and 
Suburban Lodges: — 

"That the attention of Grand Lodge and of the Board of General 
Purposes be directed to the present undesirable tendency towards a 
plurality of positions being held by members of Grand Lodge, and 
that they be respectfully asked to provide some remedy, by securing a 
more general distribution of such positions and so enlarge the interest 
of the Brethren generally in the affairs of Grand Lodge." 

The question of Ritual has occupied the attention of South Aus- 
tralia lately, and a Committee had been appointed "To revise the 
working of the degree of Installed Master, and to consider the signs 
of the three degrees." 

The Committee prepared an Amended Ritual which was to be 
exemplified at a meeting of Installed Masters under the authority of 
Grand Lodge. 

Next year (April) South Australia will celebrate its 25th Anni- 
versary, and special invitations are to be sent to the Grand Lodges of 
Australia and New Zealand. 



SOUTH CAROLINA, 1906. 

Lodges, 207 Members, 10,403. 

The 130th Annual Communication was opened at Charleston on 
11th December, 1906, but as we have not received the report for that 
year, we are unable to refer to or comment upon It. 

The 1905 Report is the latest on our shelves, and in it there is 
no Correspondence Review. We learn, however, that in the subse- 
quent year, R.W. Bro. Barron, Grand Secretary, undertook the duty- 
of reviewer, and we shall look forward with interest to perusing It 
when we get our due. 
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SOUTH DAKOTA, 1907. 

Lodges 120 Members, 6,675. 

The SSrd. Annual Communication was opened in the City of Liead 
on 11th June, 1907, there being present representatives of 88 Lodges. 

The Report of Proceedings is illuminated with photographs of 
several Masonic Lodge Rooms, which are no doubt commodious and 
solid, ibut are certainly not distinguished by architectural adornment. 

The Travelling Silver Trowel sent out by Justice Lodge No. 753 
of New York, to spread more closely if possible the cement of 
brotherly love and affection during its journey round the world, paid 
South Dakota a visit at Sioux Falls on 5th February, 1907, and very 
pleasant were the proceedings connected with the resultant fore- 
gathering. 

We make the following extract from South Dakota's Review of 
our Proceedings for 1906: — 

"Lord Plunket, Governor of the Colony, was elected Grand Master, 
a thing which ought to have good effect upon the officials of Masonry 
in Great Britain, with whom out New Zealand Brethren have not 
been able to get along harmoniously, although, as we think, they have 
never been unreasonable. Our Australasian Brethren are very pat- 
ient, and make many allowances for the British Grand Lodge Officials, 
putting off and putting off and putting off the evil day when the 
resentment, which, being human, they naturaily feel, shall burst its 
bonds and the prestige of these historic Grand Lodges, shall be a 
thing of the remote past in those magnificent States. Think of the 
Grand Secretary of England replying to a courteous letter from the 
Grand Lodge of New Zealand, that the incident is closed which that 
Grand Lodge complained of. Think of the Grand Lodge of Scotland 
after recognising the Grand Lodge of New Zealand assuming the 
right to charter new lodges there. What infinite patience and for- 
bearance in our New Zealand Brethren! Without showing irritation 
or resentment they return again and again to the apparently hopeless 
undertaking of informing the minds of the old country officials what 
the true ideals of the Craft are. 

When one of the Lodges of Scottish parentage finds it to the 
interest of Masonry to join the Grand Lodge of New Zealand suit is 
at once brought in the law courts to compel the Lodges so changing 
to turn over all its funds and property to the Grand Lodge of Scot- 
land. The Lodge going over to the Grand Lodge of New Zealand 
during this year had to give up funds and property of its own to the 
amount of twenty-five hundred dollars! It is a big price to pay for 
acting in the interest of Masonry, but it was paid. 
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SCOTLAND, 1907. 

Lodges 725 Members not stated. 

There are 417 Lodges in Scotland itself, and 308 Lodges in other 
parts of the world holding under Charter from the Grand Lodge of 
Scotland. 

The following will be of interest: — 

Under the Scottish Constitution there are twenty-one Lodges in 
Edinburgh, forty in Glasgow, twenty-nine in Fife and Kinross, nine- 
teen in Stirlingshire, seven in Caithness, Orkney, and Zetland, twenty- 
seven in Forfarshire, six in Inverness-shire, eleven in Roxburgh. 
Peebles, and Selkirk-shires, eleven in Galloway, twelve in Dumfries- 
shire, forty in Ayrshire, twelve in Argyllshire and the Isles, nine in 
Banffshire, eleven in Lanarkshire (upper ward), twenty-four in 
Lanarkshire (middle ward), sixteen in Renfrewshire (east), six in 
Renfrewshire (west), twelve in Aberdeen City, nine in Aberdeenshire 
(east), nine in Aberdeenshire (west), eight in Elgin and Morayshires, 
eight in Haddington and Berwickshires, eleven in Linlithgowshire, 
thirteen in Dumbartonshire, ten in Perthshire (east), twelve in Perth- 
shire (west), seven in Ross and Cromarty, four in Kincardineshire, 
eleven in Midlothian, two in Sutherlandshire, forty-eight in India, 
sixty-one in Queensland, fifteen in Queensland (north), nine in New 
Zealand (south), five in New Zealand (north), twenty-eight in Wes- 
tern Australia, eleven in Western Australia ((Soldfields district), two 
in Hawaiian Islands, twelve in Cape Colony, seven in Cape Colony 
(Western Province), thirteen in Natal, thirty-seven in the Transvaal, 
two in the Orange River Colony, two in Rhodesia, four in West India 
Islands, five in Jamaica, four in Trinidad, two in Bermuda, two ia 
Newfoundland, three in Gibraltar, three in Peru, five in Chili, three 
in China, three in Hong-Kong and South China, three In Japan, five 
m Syria, two in the Republic of Panama, and one each in Mauritius, 
Arabia Felix, Egypt, Fiji Islands, British Guiana. JIalta, British Cen- 
tral Africa, British East Africa, West Coast of Africa, Straits Settle- 
ments, Strait of Magellan, and the Philippine Islands. Altogether 
there are 725 Lodges, and the special collections made among 498 of 
them on behalf of the Annuity Fund for the year ending 18th April 
last amounted to £1.398 14s 3d; all but about thirty of the home 
Lodges contributing to the total. 

Of the fourteen Lodges in New Zealand several are dormant, if 
not defunct. 

The Grand Lodge of Scotland meets quarterly, and also holds an 
Annual Meeting on the Festival of Saint Andrew (30th November). 

The Reports are almost entirely statisti-;al. and not of general 
interest. 
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There are 215 Annuitants supported from their Benevolent Funds, 
the total annual charge being £2355, over two hundred of the Annuit- 
ants reside in Scot'and, none In New Zealand. 

Ais matters in dispute between the Grand Lodges of Scotland and 
New Zealand are sub judlce, and we hope in a fair way for settlement, 
we refrain from comment regarding past occurrences. 

We earnestly hope that our future relations may be free from 
discord of any kind. 



TASMANIA, 1908. 

Ladges 30 Members, 1700. 

The 17th Annual Communication took place at Habart on 28th 
February, 1908, and it was invested with special interest from the fact 
that delegates or representatives of several other Grand Lodges were 
present. Taking these in the order of seniority. South Australia was 
represented by the Venerable Brother Archdeacon Samwell, Grand 
Chaplain. 

New South Wales was represented by R.W. Bro. Shipway, Deputy 
Grand Master, and a numerous retinue of Grand Officers. 

Victoria: The Grand Master M.W. Bro. G. B. Emery was pre- 
sent in person attended by his Grand Officers. 

New Zealand was represented by M.W. Bro. Herbert J. Williams, 
Past Grand Master. 

The reception accorded to these distinguished Brethren was most 
hearty and hospitable. Banquets, Picnics, River Excursions and 
other Social Functions followed one another in bewildering succes- 
sion, but time was found for the transaction of much solid business, 
and the records show that the affairs of this compact little Grand 
Lodge are capably administered, and that the condition of the Grand 
Lodge and of the Craft in Tasmania is most healthy and active. 



TENNESSEE, 1908. 

Lodges 436 Members, 21,879. 

The 94th Annual Communication opened in the City of Nashville 
on 29th January, 1908, there being 418 Lodges represented. 

There is the usual array of Official Rulings by the Grand Master 
on a great variety of matters great and small, mostly the latter. 
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He decided, we think rightly, than an E.A. or F.C. cannot demit. 

Tennessee has a very thriving Masonic Widows' and Orphans' 
Home occupied by about 25 Widows and nearly 100 girls and boys. 
As there are a considerable number of cows and other farm animals 
in the inventory, we assume there must be a large area of land, but 
90 acres additional has just been purchased at a cost of 12,000 dollars. 

The question of erecting a new Masonic Temple at an estimated 
cost of about a quarter million dollars is now under consideration by 
Tennessee. 

The Committee on jurisprudence sets forth clearly and explicitly 
Its abiding faith in and unswerving loyalty to the following tenets: — 

1. Freemasonry has as essentials certain secrets of ritual which 
it forever conceals and never reveals to any person in the world 
except its own members. 

2. These ancient mysteries are communicated only by the instruc- 
tive tongue to the attentive ear, and are safely lodged in the faithful 
breast; and any other mode of communication in Ancient Craft 
Masonry is most positively forbidden in solemn form and manner. 

3. So likewise is forbidden the writing, printing or marking in 
any manner, of these secrets or any sign or letter thereof, whereby 
the same becomes legible or intelligible to any person, lest these 
secrets might become known to the profane. 

4. No individual Mason is exempt from the obligation of profound 
secrecy, and no human power can authorise him to write, print or 
mark Masonic secrets in any manner whatsoever. 

5. These secrets are ancient landmarks of Freemasonry, and no 
body of men, inside or outside of Lodge or Grand Lodge, has power 
to make innovations in Ancient Craft Masonry. 



TEXAS, 1907. 

J-odges 648 Members, 41,736. 

The 72nd Annual Communication was held in the City of Waco, 
commencing or 3rd December, 1907. 

The Grand Master reports no less than 69 decisions on points of 
law submitted to him by Lodges, these decisions were refen-ed to a 
■Committee who traversed them, and in quite a number of cases upset 
what the Grand Master has done, but if the Lodge has meantime 
.acted on the Grand Master's ruling, we fear matters must get a bit 
mixed. 
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Texas has a very flourishing Widows and Orphans Home, the 
occupants of which are primarily engaged in farm work, tout there is 
also a Manual Training establishment for the teaching of trades, 
domestic science, etc. Music is also a branch of the teaching the 
pupils receive. There are in this Home 63 boys, 101 girls, and 12 
-widows. 

The Committee of Management report amongst other matters 
that the Home Buildings are insured against fire for 77,000 dollars, 
and against tornado for 37,000 dollars. 

As a sample of the "lofty" language our American friends affect 
we quote the following address which follows the presentation of the 
white apron to the Entered Apprentice. 

"My Brother: It may be that in the coming years upon your 
brow shall rest the laurel leaves of victory; upon your breast hang 
jewels fit to crown the diadem of an Eastern potentate. Aye, more 
than these, with light added to the coming years, your ambitious 
feet may tread round after round the ladder that leadis to fame in 
our mystic circle. Even the purple of our Fraternity may rest upon 
your honoured shoulders, but never again from mortal hands, never 
again until your enfranchised spirit shall have passed upward and 
inward through the pearly gates, will any honour so distinguished, 
so emblematic of purity and perfection, be bestowed upon you as 
this, which I now confer. It is yours to wear throughout an honour- 
able life, and at your death be placed upon the coffin that contains 
your lifeless remains, and with them be laid beneath the silent clods 
of the valley. May its purity and spotless surface be to you an ever- 
present reminder of a purity of heart and uprightness of conduct; 
a never-ending argument for higher thoughts, nobler deeds, and for 
purer actions; and when your weary feet shall come to the end of 
life's toilsome journey, and from your nerveless grasp shall drop 
forever the working tools of life, may the record of your life and con- 
duct be as pure and as spotless as this fair emblem I place in your 
hands to-night. And when your trembling soul shall stand naked 
and alone before the great white throne, may it be your portion to 
hear from Him, who sitteth as Judge Supreme, the welcome words, 
"Well done, good and faithful servant, enter thou into the joy of thy 
Lord." 



UTAH, 1908. 

Lodges 13 Members, 1443. 

The 37th Annual Communication took place in the City of Salt 
Lake on 21st January, 1908, there being present representatives of 
the who'-e of the Lodges. 
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Although this is probably one of the smallest Grand Lodges in 
the world, the Report of the Proceedings shows the same careful at- 
tention to detail as characterises all American Grand Lodges. 

As showing the difficulty of exactly defining the "Sphere of in- 
fluence of each Lodge in a state or territory, we quote the following 
from the Grand Master's Address: — 

"TERRITORIAL JURISDICTION OF LODGES." 

"One of the perplexing questions that presented itself several 
times during the year had to do with the territorial jurisdiction of 
several of the lodges over applicants for the degrees. While the 
question is one that is easily settled by rule, still the rule frequently 
works manifest hardships. In this mountain country, mere distance 
as the crow flies should not be the determining element as to terri- 
torial jurisdiction. In more than one instance I found that it would 
be necessary for a man to take a three days'" journey going and coming 
to attend the lodge within whose territorial jurisdiction, by an air-Une, 
he lived, and yet he could reach another lodge in a couple of hours, 
and make the return trip in the same length of time." 



VERMONT, 1906. 

Lodges 103 Members, 12,078. 

The 114th Annual Communication took place in the City of Bur- 
lington on the 12th June, 1907, there being present the representatives 
of eighty-:hree Lodges, and a total attendance of 283. 

We borrow from Vermont the following statistics: — 

" In numerical standing. New York, with a membership of 139,293, 
outranks not only all other Grand Lodges in the country, but in the 
world, notwithstanding England's many scattered dependencies. Then 
come Illinois, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan, and Massachusetts, in the 
order named, each with a membership ranging from 50,000 to 80,000. 
Grand Lodges with an aggregate membership exceeding 25,000, but 
less than 50,000, are Missouri, Texas, Iowa, California, Kansas, Ken- 
tucky, Georgia, and Maine. In this numerical standing Vermont 
retains her place as twenty-seventh. 

In average membership of Lodges, the District of Columbia holds 
first place with 272, according to the last report to hand. Connecticut 
follows with 246; Massachusetts, 209; New York, 18,0; Rhode Island, 
175; Pennsylvania, 165; New Jersey, 139; Michigan, 137; Maine, 129; 
Ohio, 128; Delaware, 126; New Hampshire, 122; Utah, 115; Vermont, 
114; and California, 109. New York and Rhode Island have changed 
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places, as have again Utah and Vermont. Ohio has taken Delaware's 
place in the line, and in turn the latter has crowded New Hampshire 
down another peg. 

Of Lodges in each jurisdiction having the largest membership, 
Rochester, N.Y., has two leading all others — viz.: Genesee Falls, No. 
507, reporting 1248, and Yonnondio, No. 163, 1164. Lodges In other 
jurisdictions exceeding the 1000 mark, are Minneapolis, No. 19; Garden 
City, No. 141, of Chicago, and Palestine, No. 357, of Detroit. Preston 
Lodge, of Louisville, has a membership of 922; Mission of San Fran- 
cisco, 807; Hiram of New Haven, 743; Temple of Kansas City, No., 
738; Magnolia of Columbus, Ohio, 737; Roswell Lee, of Springfield, 
Mass., 732; and Lafayette, of Washington, D.C., 706. Denver, Pitts- 
burg, and Providence each have lodges with a membership exceeding 
600 — -viz., Denver, Dallas, and What Cheer. 

The Lodges in Vermont of the greatest numerical strength, as 
shown by the returns of 1906, are Granite of Barre, Rutland of Rut- 
land, and Passumpsic of St. Johnsburg, with a membership respec- 
tively of 375, 346 and 340, the last two Lodges having changed places. 
Four other Lodges in the State have a membership exceeding 250— 
viz., Washington of Burlington, Center of Rutland, King Solomon 
Temple of Bellows Falls, and Franklin of St. Albans." 



VICTORIA, 1907. 

Lodges 203 Members 9802. 

(Metropolitan 4062. Country 5740.) 

The United Grand Lodge of Victoria meets four times a year and 
the Report and Proceedings for 1907 opens with an account of the 
Quarterly Communication held in Freemasons' Hall, Melbourne, on 
20th March, 1907. 

There were present about 150 Grand Officers, and the record adds 
" The Masters, Past Masters and Wardens of several subordinate 
Lodges " a somewhat remarkable disparity between Colonels and 
Privates. 

Arising out of the Report of the Board of General Purposes there 
was an animated discussion concerning the persistence of one of 
their Lodges in wearing red aprons contrary to directions given by 
the Board in accordance with a resolution of Grand Lodge. After 
rejecting a number of proposed Amendments the Board's report was 
adopted by Grand Lodge as follows:— " That the Lodge be required 
to comply with the resolution of Grand Lodge passed in September 
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1895, and that all Brethren who have heen Invested since that date, 
or who shall In future be invested shall wear Blue Aprons only." 

Notice of Motion to rescind this resolution at a subsequent Com- 
munication of Grand Lodge was immediately given, and in September 
the matter was again warmly discussed, but without altering the 
decision of Grand Lodge. This incident has special interest for 
us in New Zealand as we have several Lodges still wearing clothing 
and jewels in use when the Lodges were under the Grand Lodge 
of Scotland, and which, like the Victorian Lodge St. Clair, contend 
that they only consented to transfer their allegiance to the territorial 
Grand Lodge on the Condition that they were allowed to retain their 
original regalia. 

At the September Quarterly Communication the Grand Lodge had 
to face the question of making new provision for place of meeting 
in future, as their lease of offices and rooms in Freemasons' Hall 
expired in December 1907, and it had not been found possible to 
obtain a renewal beyond one year, as the estate of the late M.W. 
Bro. W. J. Clarke (to whom the Hall Property belonged) would be 
wound up in 1908. 

Recommendations from the Board of General Purposes as follows 
were adopted after some discussion: — 

1. That the Board be authorised to purchase In the names of the 

Trustees suitable premises in the City of Melbourne, and 
to invest so much of the funds of the Grand Lodge as the 
Board shall think fit in such purchase, and in making im- 
provements to the premises purchased, and in furnishing the 
same, due provision being first made by the Board for meeting 
all probable claims upon the funds. 

2. That the Trustees be authorised to enter into, and sign, and 

execute such contracts for the purchase as shall be necessary, 
with power to execute any mortgage or charge over the pro- 
perty purchased, to secure the unpaid portion of the purchase 
money, and interest thereon. 

3. That until otherwise directed by Grand Lodge the Trustees 

shall from time to time pay all income arising in any manner 
from the investment of the Funds to the Grand Lodge to 
be dealt with as prescribed by the Book of Constitutions. 

It transpired in the course of the debate that the present hall is 
valued at £50,000, and that it returns only 3 per cent, interest on 
that amount. 

At the December Quarterly Communication necessary Amend- 
ments in the laws of the Grand Lodge were effected enabling the 
Trustees of Grand Lodge to purchase or otherwise acquire suitable 
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premises for the accommodation of Grand Lodge and the subordinate 
Lodges, etc. 

New Rules for the Election of Grand Officers were adopted, the 
scheme being in the nature of voting by Ballot papers, each member 
of Grand Lodge being supplied with a list of Nominations from which 
he makes his selection and hands in his paper to his Lodge, the 
Master of which seals up the voting papers and forwards them to 
tBe Grand Secretary. It was mentioned by the proposer of the 
scheme that on'y 4 per cent, of the country members of Grand Lodge 
had been in the habit of attending when elections took place. 

Turning to the Financial Statement of Victoria we find that their 
accumulated funds are about £15,000, the Benevolent Fund being 
about £13,000, and the General Fund £2000 in credit. 

They appear to disburse a very large sum in Benevolence every 
year, the amount for 1906 being about £1,700. 

The Grand Secretary reported the increase in financial members 
for 1906 was 376 only, the figures being as follows: —

We observe that the names of Brethren excluded for non-payment 
of dues are printed in the Proceedings. 

The Quarterly Communication held on 19th June, we take to be 
their Annual Meeting as the Grand Master was then Installed; M.W. 
Bro. G. E. Emery having received that honour. Again we find a 
noble array of Grand OfiBcers (170 this time), and again the modest 
record of "The Masters, Past Masters and Wardens of several Sub- 
ordinate Lodges." 

A powerful argument surely In favour of the Representative Sys- 
tem which we advise our Victorian friends to adopt. 

The Grand Lodge of Victoria elected Trustees for the first time 
apparently in September, 1907. 
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VIRGINIA, 1908. 

Lodges, 299 Members, 18,892. 

The 130th Annual Communication was held in the City of Rich- 
mond on February 11th, 1908, and the two following days. 

Amongst his other acts, the Grand Master reports having granted 
permission to several Lodges to have Public Installation of Officers. 

Virginia has a Masonic Home, but the President reports some- 
what pessimistically regarding the past year's financial results, and 
endeavoured to infuse his Grand Lodge with a healthy spirit of emu- 
lation by contrasting their condition with that of the neighbouring 
State of Kentucky. 

Turning to their Correspondence Review, we find the following 
reference to New Zealand: — 

" Their troubles with Scotland and England occupy much space, 
and to an outsider seem no nearer settlement than in the past. The 
true spirit of Masonry seems to pervade all they do and say, and it is 
a pity they cannot have peace and independence. Buck Fanshaw's plan 
of wading in with a brass trumpet and having peace anyhow strikes 
us as the most feasible." 

The history of St. John's Lodge, No. 36, is printed with the Pro- 
ceedings of Virginia, and it is very interesting and instructive reading. 
This Lodge was chartered in 1792, and the original Charter is still 
in use. 

The records are complete, but not very full; nevertheless, they 
throw sidelights on the practices of that time, which would repay 
closer attention than we can devote to them at present. 



WASHINGTON, 1907. 

Lodges, 142 Members, 10,903. 

The 50th Annual Communication was held in the City of Tacoma 
on the 11th, 12th, and 13th June, 1907. 

Representatives of 140 chartered Lodges were present, and nine 
Lodges at that time working under Dispensation had sent delegates. 

The Grand Representatives of 41 Grand Lodges were present, in- 
cluding M.W. Bro. Stephen J. Chadwick, Past Grand Master, who 
holds a Commission from us. 
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The business transacted at this Communication was of even more 
than ordinary interest, and we regret that we cannot upon this 
occasion refer to some of the many important matters dealt with, 
but hope to return to their consideration In our next. 

M.W. Bro. Chadwick presented a valuable report upon " Recogni- 
tion of Scottish Rite Masons,' a subject which is forcing Itself upon 
the attention of the Grand Lodges of the world, and must be faced and 
decided upon some definite basis. Bro. Chadwick says: — 

" At the meeting of the Grand Lodge of England, holden Septem- 
ber 5th, 1906, upon the simple assurance of the Grand Lodge Valle de 
Mexico that, ' after many years the Mexican Blue Lodge Masons are 
united under one Grand Lodge, which is free and independent,' and 
' that the Ancient Landmarks and Charges of the Fraternity are dog- 
matic precepts, and therefore unalterable,' the Grand Lodge Valle de 
Mexico was recognised, notwithstanding the Scottish Rite origin of its 
constituent Lodges. The question of individual legitimacy was not 
raised or considered." 

In many countries the Scottish Rite is said to be a political factor. 
This, it is asserted, is especially so in Catholic countries, and con- 
sidering the unsettled political conditions prevailing in places where 
ths rite is dominant, it seems to me that it would be unwise to 
recognise or affiliate with Masons hailing from these countries, for 
that would be, in effect, an approval, perhaps indirect, of what such 
Masonic bodies stand for, and we have nothing whatever to do with 
either the religion or politics of any coantry. But the greatest, and, 
it seems to me, an insuperable objection, lies in the fact that we 
believe in Supreme Grand Lodge Jurisdictions, and in many, if not all, 
of these Scottish Rite Jurisdictions, there have been attempts by our 
Masonic brothers to establish independent and supreme Grand Lodges. 
In some they have succeeded, and when it has been made plain that 
they are independent they have been recognised. In others they have 
failed, but the work will go on. This movement is a step in the 
direction of universal Masonry, to the end that brethren of Ancient 
Craft Masonry may fraternise and affiliate wheresoever dispersed. 
They are fighting, advancing to our lines, and for us to say now, when 
the battle is on, that we will recognise and affiliate with Masons from 
Scottish Rite Jurisdictions would destroy every inducement and in- 
centive on the part of those there domiciled to establish independent 
Lodges and Sovereign Grand Lodges for the real purpose of such 
independence. 
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WESTERN AUSTRALIA, 1907. 

Lodges, 85 Members, 3878. 

The membership of their Lodges is very moderate, only two having 
over 100 memhers. 

Western Australia holds Quarterly Communications, and the 
volume before us contains an account of the proceedings at the quar- 
terlies of July, 1907, October, 1907. January, 1908, and April, 1908. 

The October meeting took place at Kalgoorlle. the others at 
Perth. 

The Grand Lodge of Western Australia was established in 1900 
with 33 Lodges, having a nominal membership of 2000; they now have 
83 active Lodges, with 3878 financial members. 

The financial position is also very satisfactory, as they have a 
total sum of £7833 to the credit of their various funds. Certainly an 
excellent record for eight years of strenuous work against strong 
internal and external opposition. 

Two very important questions have engaged the attention of 
our West Australian friends during the past year, and they have 
emerged from encounters with England and Scotland without loss of 
dignity, we believe also without trace of heart-burning in either case. 

The trouble with England arose over the Queensland matter, and 
there is a moral attached to the incident which Australian and New 
Zealand Grand Lodges should take to heart; but we must first explain 
the position. In November, 1906, the Grand Master of Western Aus- 
tralia, His Lordship Bishop Riley, acted as Installing Officer in the 
Grand Lodge of Queensland against the expressed wish of the Grand 
Lodge of England, Queensland not being recognised by It as a regular 
Grand Lodge. Now England would have had no right whatever to 
dictate a line of conduct for the Grand Master of another Jurisdiction 
had it not been that Bishop Riley, as a Past Grand Officer of the 
Grand Lodge of England, is subject to discipline by it. 

What happened is that England, taking umbrage at the action of 
Bishop Riley, called upon him to resign his connection with that 
Grand Lodge or take the consequences, and as His Lordship valued 
highly his rank and dignity under England, and was just about to 
visit the Old Country, he felt keenly the threatened loss of status in 
Great Britain. 

Efforts at conciliation were therefore instituted, and after a good 
deal of negotiation the trouble was averted, and all is peace again. 
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But this is not the only occasion upon which the Grand Lodge 
of England has exercised pressure upon Colonial Grand Lodges 
through the same medium — namely, threatened loss of honours con- 
ferred upon officers of these Colonial Jurisdictions, and it hecomes a 
very serious question how far it is consistent with the dignity of an 
independent self-governing Grand Lodge to allow any of its members 
to occupy such a humiliating position. 

The other matter is the satisfactory ending of the war with 
Scotland, the formal recognition of the Grand Lodge of Western 
Australia by the Grand Lodge of Scotland, and the execution of Articles 
of Agreement, setting forth the terms of settlement. 

These articles are eminently reasonable, coming almost as a 
surprise, and the whole tone of affairs indicates the birth in Edinburgh 
of a broader spirit and more tolerant view of the aspirations and 
ambition of Colonial Freemasons. 

To Grand Secretary Stevenson we extend our heartiest congratu- 
lations upon the success which has attended his negotiations; he 
has accomplished a very diflScult task, and in breaking down the 
■' dour " attitude of our Scottish friends he has benefited not only 
Western Australia, but the Craft throughout Australasia. 

We are obliged to hurry through with our perusal of Western 
Australia's 1908 Proceedings, which only came to hand while our own 
was going through the press, but each time we open the book we are 
confronted with the words, " Excluded Lrst," in extra large and very 
black type. Is it desirable such a record should appear quarterly? 
It seems to us a yearly list would be preferable, and that it need 
not be so aggressively prominent. 

The Report on Foreign Correspondence occupies over 130 pages, 
and New Zealand is given a generous share of space and sympathetic 
comment. 

We must defer fuller notice of this volume till our next Issue. 



WEST VIRGINIA, 1907. 

Lodges, 138 Members, 11,788. 

The 43rd Annual Communication opened In the City of Parkers- 
burg on 13th November, 1907, there being present representatives 
of 136 Lodges. 

After the formal opening of Grand Lodge and the admission of 
visitors, the representatives of 23 Sister Grand Lodges were intro- 
duced, receiving " The Grand Honours of Masonry," and after a brief 
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congratulatory address by the Most Wor. Grand Master were invited 
to seats In Grand Lodge. 

In his Annual Address the Grand Master makes the following 
complimentary references to the "Order of the Eastern Star": — 

" I am pleased to note that this organisation, composed of wives, 
daughters, mothers, widows, and sisters of Masons, as well as Master 
Masons who have taken their degrees, has made a marked advance in 
this Jurisdiction. By the laws of our Order, women are not eligible 
to our degrees, but women's hearts beat responsive to the same 
inspiration that prompts man to noble deeds; she honours our Brother- 
hood, and why should she not be a co-worker with them? They are 
personally related to the Masonic Fraternity by the dearest ties, but 
they are not component parts of this ancient institution. 

" It was my pleasure to attend the meeting of the Grand Chapter, 
held in Ravenswood in October last, and the zeal and activity of the 
members impressed me with the fact that they are an earnest, devoted 
organisation, commanding respect and esteem for the dignity and 
courtesy attending their official proceedings. From my observation 
and association with the O.E.S. I cannot but commend them to your 
favourable consideration and encouragement, that it may be known 
and honoured among us." 

The report on Foreign Con-espondence is very full and very 
instructive. New Zea'-and gets generous notice, and is patted on the 
back for having decided to enter the C!orrespondence Circle. 

We extract the following from Bro. Howard's conclusion: — 

" After having fully read and considered the transactions of the 
foregoing Grand Lodges, and their Reports on Foreign Correspon- 
dence for the past year. I- am led to the conclusion: — 

" That the disposition manifested among the radical members in 
some of our Grand Lodges, more especially in the United States, to 
engraft upon the fundamental laws of the Order new fads, copied and 
borrowed to a great extent from other associations and societies of 
modern origin, is condemned by a very large percentage of Grand 
Lodges as a departure from the conservative ways of ' the fathers,' 
and forbidden innovations upon the landmarks and Ancient Charges. 
I mention as prominent among some of these innovations: The initia- 
tion of persons unable to comply with the ritual without the aid of 
artificial limbs and appliances; reducing the work of the ritual to 
cipher, whereby the same becomes legible and intelligible to them- 
selves and others and authorising its use; changing the Ancient 
Charges as to the qualifications necessary of a candidate by prescrib- 
ing the business he may not engage or be engaged in. and the require- 
ment of documentary evidence in addition to the time-honoured way of 
making one's self known as a Mason." 
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WISCONSIN, 1907. 

Lodges, 254 Members, 22,974. 

The eSrd Annual Communication was held in the City of Mil- 
■waukee on the 11th and 12th June, 1907. 

There were 247 Lodges represented 

The Grand Master, in his address, condemns the practise of what 
he calls " Political Methods " in connection with the election of officers 
in G'rand Lodge or its subordinate Lodges. He also pointedly refers 
to what, in his opinion, constitutes " Unmasonic Conduct," and gives 
the following definition: — 

The intemperate use of intoxicating liquors. 

Being a professional gambler or keeping a gambling house. 

The habitual use of profane language. 

To ask or solicit a profane to become a Mason. 

To inform a profane directly or indirectly of the business trans- 
actions of a Lodge, or what is spoken therein. 

To disclose directly or indirectly to any person not a Master 
Mason that any person has been rejected for the Degrees or member- 
ship, or objected to for any of the Degrees. 

To use Masonic emblems on signboards, business cards, circulars, 
or in any way as an advertisement. 

To disclose the co-our of the ballot cast by him, or to inquire how 
another has voted, or to make any threats or assertions, which, if 
carried out, would unlawfully retard the work of a Lodge or disturb 
its harmony. 

Communicating to a person not a Master Mason objections, or any 
remarks made within the Lodge or elsewhere, relative to the standing, 
qualification, or character of an applicant. 

It is unmasonic and unl-awful for a brother to recognise as a 
Mason one who has been suspended or expelled, or to converse with 
him upon the subject of Masonry, or of Lodge business, while imder 
such sentence. 

It is unmasonic for a Mason who is a candidate for a civil oflice 
to send out cards or circulars calling attention to the fact that he is 
a Mason." 

The Report on Correspondence is written by Bro. Aldro Jenks, a 
widely acknowledged authority on Masonic Jurisprudence. 

In his review of our 1906 Communication he refers to Grand 
Master Burton's suggestion that two -black balls should be necessary 
to exclude a candidate, and says: — 
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" We think the rule requiring the unanimity of the ballot Is the 
greatest safeguard to the permanency of Freemasonry. More Lodges 
have been injured by receiving too many members than by too many 
rejections- Concerning the ' knife and fork degree' it is, of course, 
possible to indulge in too much display, but the degree itself is a 
valuable ' side ' degree in Masonry, and should not be neglected." 

With regard to our controversy virith Scotland, Bro. Jenks says: — 

" An interesting correspondence is given between Grand Secretary 
Malcolm Nicool and the Grand Secretary of Scotland concerning th& 
right of the latter Grand Lodge to erect new Lodges in New Zealand. 
Scotland seems to have fallen into the error of supposing that it in 
some manner and at some time acquired sovereign rights in the 
territory of New Zealand. This it never had. It, In common with 
the Grand Lodges of England and Ireland, warranted Lodges in th& 
Colony, but this was then unoccupied territory. Such rights as Scot- 
land exercised in that Colony it exercised in common with every 
Grand Lodge in the world. Texas or Winconsin would have had just 
as much right to warrant a Lodge there as Scotland possessed. No' 
one could complain of an invasion of jurisdiction, because there was 
no Grand Lodge in the Colony to possess exclusive rights, and one 
Grand Lodge had as much right there as another. But when a local 
Grand Lodge was formed in New Zealand In accordance with the 
usages of Freemasonry, thereafter no Grand Lodge could legally erect 
new Lodges in that territory, because it would be an invasion of the 
territorial jurisdiction of an independent and sovereign Grand Lodge. 
Scotland has just as much right to warrant new Lodges in London 
or New York as it has to warrant them in New Zealand." 

The following expresses Bro. Jenks' ideas on the subject of 
"Higher Degrees": — 

" There is no higher degree than that of Master Mason, and to 
symbolic Masonry our greatest allegiance is due. The Masonry of 
our fathers would have been better if no other degrees had ever been 
formulated by the degree tinkers and degree peddlers who swarmed 
and fattened on the credulity of mankind a few score of years after 
the inauguration of the Grand Lodge era. These concordant Orders 
have become firmly established, however, and it is too late to expect 
their eradication. To some extent they enable a certain sifting pro 
cess to continue among those who have assumed our obligations. We 
can only regret the choice of a name that Is misleading. Those 
Masons who have time, opportunity, and sufficient spare funds to- 
enable them to afford the outlay, will do well in assuming the obliga- 
tions and becoming conversant with the mysteries of these concordant 
(Jrders, while those who are not so fortunately circumstanced may 
rest well content in remaining Master Masons pure and simple." 
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WYOMING, 1907. 

Lodges, 25 Members, 2102. 

The 33rd Annual Communication of this thriving little Grand 
Lodge took place In the City of Lander on 4th September, 1907. 

The proceedings of Wyoming are recorded as fully as those of 
larger jurisdictions; they pay the travelling expenses of Lodge repre- 
sentatives to the tune of ahout £175 per annum, and also publish a 
review of the proceedings of other Grand Lodges, which compares 
very favourably with the best productions, thus presenting an example 
which puts some of us to shame. 

The reviewer for Wyoming, Bro. Kuykendall, has established a 
reputation for the vigour of his utterances, and the value and weight 
of his opinions on all the great questions agitating the minds of 
thoughtful Freemasons. 

Commenting on New Zealand's report for 1906, he says: — 

" Kve new Lodges were constituted and one revived. One of the 
Lodges constituted (Otago Kilwinning), having 145 members, changed 
its obedience as a Lodge working under the Scottish Constitution to 
that of New Zealand, and was constituted under a Charter from the 
latter. It seems there is a strong desire among the Lodges still 
working under the English, Irish, and Scottish Constitutions to change 
their allegiance to the Grand Lodge of New Zealand, notwithstanding 
all Impediments, Under all the circumstances they should not hesi- 
tate a day. In this country, when a Grand Lodge is legally organised 
In a State, every Lodge therein has to take a charter from it or go 
out of business, and from an American standpoint it never should 
have been otherwise anywhere, especially when the mother Grand 
Lodges claim exclusive and sovereign jurisdiction in their home terri- 
tory. We admire the fortitude, prudence, and more than justice 
displayed by New Zealand in its present controversy with both 
England and Scotland, and trust it will continue to show the same 
true Masonic spirit in dealing with surrounding conditions," 

Under the head of law costs, we find the following: — " Concerning 
Clause 16, the President of the Board explained that Lodge Otago 
Kilwinning, in coming over to the Grand Lodge of New Zealand, had 
bad to leave behind It assets to the value of £500, The Board had 
concluded that Grand Lodge would unanimously support them In pay- 
ing the costs incurred in keeping the dispute on the subject out of 
court." 
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CONCLUSION. 

It was only in May last that Grand Lodge resolved to Inaugurate 
the system of appending to Its Annual Rei)ort a friendly review or 
commentary on the proceedings of other jurisdictions, and in June 
the Board of General Purposes entrusted me with the duty of giving 
effect to the resolution of Grand Lodge. 

My time is always pretty fully occupied with the ordinary work 
of my office, so that this additional duity has been discharged under 
considerable stress, and at the cost of delaying the publication of the 
Annual Report beyond the usual time. 

My initial attempt Is also necessarily very largely composed of 
extracts, but I hope in future to devote more space to the expression 
of our own views upon the various questions herein touched upon. 

I have endeavoured primarily to make this portion of our Annual 
Volume interesting to the members of our own Grand I^dge, and 
shall be much disappointed if I have not succeeded in that effort.
